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Dog Law Stays 

Special TM Kills 
Study Of Center 
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Police Recover 
Valuable Dolls 

Edmund Sparks, 40, of Chelsea was 
arrested by Winchester police and arraigned 
and held in bail on Tuesday for allegedly 
receiving stolen property taken in two 
housebreaks at a Winchester residence. 

The property, amounting to $25,000 in 
value, was a collection of from 50 to 60 antique 
dolls. 

A portion of the collection, valued at 
$15,000, was stolen Nov. 1, The remainder was 
taken Nov. 28. 

The case, investigated by Lt. William 
Haggerty of the Winchester Police Depart¬ 
ment, took police to Duxbury, East 
Bridgewater and Chelsea, where Sparks was 
finally apprehended. 

The trail leading to the arrest and the 
recovery of the dolls began when a Win¬ 
chester collector received a telephone call 
from a Northampton resident who had one of 
the dolls, a French fashion miniature doll she 
purchased in Duxbury. 

On questioning the Northampton resident 
in Winchester, Haggerty learned the woman 
heard about some antique dolls for sale while 
attending a flea market in Bourne. 

She was told a woman in Duxbury had 
antique dolls for sale. She went to Duxbury 
and purchased six antique dolls for $1,200 

Back at her home in Northampton she 
looked in antique manuals to check authen¬ 
ticity of the dolls and discovered they were 
from a collection belonging to a Winchestei 
resident, whom she contacted right away. 

Haggerty and police officer Richard 
Anselmo went to Duxbury, where they ob¬ 
tained a search warrant to inspect the house 
of a Duxbury resident, also an antique dealer. 

Haggerty informed the woman of her 
rights and proceeded to question her. She 
verified she sold the six dolls to the Nor¬ 
thampton resident for $1,200 he said. She 
purchased the dolls from an East 
Bridgewater woman whom she often deals 
with, he said. 

In East Bridgewater, Haggerty and 
Anselmo met police officer Paul Raslowski, 
who took them to the additional dealer’s 
home. 

It so happened that Raslowski and his wife 
were in the dealer’s shop the day she bought 
the dolls from a man. 

Roslowski described the seller as 40 years 
of age, 5’ 10” tall, receding hairline, heavy 
build, no teeth, and with a tatoo of a flower on 
the back of his left hand and a star on his right 
hand near the thumb and index finger. He 
said he was driving a 1968-69 white Ford. 

The Bridgewater dealer said she learned 
about Sparks through a friend, Robert Sparks 
of Avon, who was later known to be Edmund’s 
brother. She bought 22 dolls from Edmund for 
$2,500. 

Haggerty showed the Bridgewater dealer 
pictures of dolls and she verified eight of them 
to be ones she had handled, he said. She sold 
three or four of them to the Duxbury woman, 
he said. 

The Bridgewater dealer said Edmund 
Sparks told her he would have more dolls soon 
and would contact her on Nov. 29, according 
to Haggerty. 

Because she was busy when he made 
contact, they left it that she would go to 42 
Williams st., Chelsea, to see the dolls, 
Haggerty said. 

In Chelsea on Monday, accompanied by St. 
Roland Roy, Haggerty received the 
cooperation of police there. 

While preparing an affadavit to search 42 
Williams st., an antique shop, Haggerty 
reports Chelsea police observed a white Ford 
parked near the shop. 

Soon three men came out of the shop and 
approached the Ford. The operator, who fit 
Raslowski’s description, was Edmund Sparks 
whom Chelsea police took into custody, 
Haggerty said. 

Sparks had title to the car registered to 
William Tucker of 132 Grove st., Chelsea. He 
also had a Texas driver's license issued to 
Edmund Sparks.

CSA Wants 
More Data 

More information on the Metco program is 
what the Community Schools Association will 
request from the Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee. 

This decision came Tuesday morning at 
the Vinson-Owen School when CSA members 
(representatives from the town’s elementary 
schools, two junior highs and high school) met 
to discuss Metco. 

According to Mrs. Eleanor Fitzgerald, 
educational chairmen from the various 
schools met'the day before at the home of 
Sandy Rogers to structure Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

At the Monday meeting, Mrs. Fitzgerald 
said, the educational chairmen agreed their 
role would be one of disseminating in¬ 
formation and not one of decision-making or 
recommendation. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald said some people who 
attended the Tuesday meeting were hopeful 
that CSA might take a stand in favor of Metco, 
“but it became apparent there are still too 
many unanswered questions.” 

Some of the unanswered questions, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Fitzgerald and Mrs. Nina 
McCully, are: 

— How many pupils will be involved? 

— What grade levels are to participate? 

— If only one or two schools are to be in¬ 
volved, why not all schools? 

— Will Wyman School be closed? Or will it 
remain open for the Metco program? 

— What are the costs involved? Some CSA 
members believe there are no costs at all to 
the town, while others believe Winchester 
may pay for the busing of Metco students. 

— Will there be new teachers hired for 
Metco? 

Will Winchester lose its guidance coun¬ 
selors? 

Will Metco affect the ABC program which 
presently is scholarship-free?

None of 20 persons interviewed by The Star 
recently in Winchester Center could name all 
members of the School Committee or Board 
of Selectmen. 

Michael Dello Russo, a basic math teacher 
at Middlesex Community College defended 
himself: ‘‘It’s more important to know what 
they do than their names.”

Committee Will 
Vote Tuesday 

The School Committee will likely vote on 
implementing a Metco busing program at the 
Dec. 23 meeting of the board, Chairman 
Stephen R. Parkhurst told The Star this week. 

The committee meets next week (Tuesday 
if the special town meeting is still in progress, 
otherwise Monday) to consider a number or 
matters. Metco is not one of them. 

Meanwhile, a petition drive to call ‘ a 
special town meeting on Metco is underway. 
A vote of town meeting on Metco would only 
be advisory to the School Committee. 

If town meeting approves Metco, there is a 
possibility of a public referendum. Such a 
vote would also be advisory. But in 1968 an 
adverse referendum vote convinced Metco 
officials Winchester was hostile toward 
voluntary busing and refused to send black 
Boston students here. 

Chairman Parkhurst said the committee 
wants more factual information from the 
school administration before taking ite vote. 
An unofficial tally of School Committee 
members indicated five persons favoring 
Metco and one against. 

Some of the questions Parkhurst wants 
answered are which Winchester public 
schools will be involved, how will Metco be 
financed and what grades will participate. 

Money, Parkhurst explained, is given 
communities for overhead, as well as for 
direct aid. Some towns have ended up making 
money from Metco participation. 

For example, if an additional specialist is 
required to instruct Metco students that 
specialist can be made available to the school 
system at other times. Metco picks up the 
total expense of the specialist. 

Parkhurst said the committee would like 
to vote on Metco before the end of the year so 


John Sullivan. After much deliberation one 
woman could think of two selectmen - John 
Sullivan and Vito Giarrizzo.

the program could be budgeted. Budgeting is 
required prior to state reimbursement.

volved in Winchester politics because “the 
town is too cliquey . " 

An older man who wouldn’t give his name 
on the grounds that “they (politicians) would 
hang me,” stated, "When I read what’s going 
on, I don’t want to be involved in town politics. 
There’s too much corruption...I have no faith 
in my representatives.” 

One woman who promptly withdrew her 
name after discovering it would be in the 
newspaper said she had no desire to enter the 
political field because she didn't feel 
qualified.

Michael Dello Russo is not involved in 
Winchester’s government because “1 was not 
asked” and a young light-haired woman who 
refused to give her name, although she 
“hated to be a pain," would not warp any part 
in politics because “you must give 100 percent 
of your time.”

But 
I would work as an individual if I’m fully 
convinced it’s a good cause.” 

One woman would become involved “if I 
were upset." An older man said he thought it 
was important to know names and become 
involved but “I'm too old.”

A special town meeting Monday night 
dissolved the Architectural Review Com¬ 
mittee. voted to keep the present 12-hour 
leash law- and refused to fund a downtown 
study committee. 

Votes on these and other articles were seen 
primarily as action to keep spending down. 
An appeal had been made from the outset of 
the meeting by Finance Committee Chairman 
Barbara Hankins: 

“It’s up to the town meeting whether we 
heat the schools, keep the street lights bur¬ 
ning...or vote for bicycle paths and a school 
altitudinal survey.” 

The meeting Monday never reached ar¬ 
ticles dealing with a proposed bicycle path 
and funding for a school survey. The meeting 
resumes tonight (Thursday) at 7:45 p.m. in 
the new 1 high school auditorium on Skillings 
road. 

If the present pace of action continues, the 
meeting will likely conclude Monday, w-hen 
article 17—rezoning for a Main street apart¬ 
ment building—is taken up. The public is 
permitted to attend these meetings. 

Debate on extending the 12-hour leash law 
was often emotional. Extension was opposed 
by the Finance Committee on the grounds it 
would cost more money. 

The Board of Selectmen supported ex¬ 
tension; as well as increasing the dog officer’s 
budget, in order to make the leash law 
“work.” 

Town meeting member Vincent Carroll, 
who proposed the present leash law, said: 
“There are dog owners in town who couldn’t 
care less about the disturbances their dogs 
cause.” 

He cited cases of half starved dogs, 
mauled mailmen and disturbed hospital 
patients. 

TMM Clarence Borggaard disagreed, 
saying dogs that are restrained are the ones 
that disturb. The most neurotic dog in Win¬ 
chester, he said, is one in his neighborhood 
constantly under restraint. 

After 45 minutes debate, the vote was 103 
to 74 to keep the present 12 hours. 

The meeting went on to make two minor 
changes in the remainder of the warrant 
article dealing with dog control and passed 
the article on voice vote. 

The article, which becomes effective 
shortly after approval by the attorney 
general, requires that unspayed female dogs 
in season be confined inside or in an approved 
enclosure. 

The new' by-law also provides for com¬ 
plaints in writing to the dog officer about 
nuisance dogs, permitting the dog officer to 
restrain or dispose of such dogs. 

Another provision is the amount of time 
the dog officer may keep a dog before 
disposing of the animal. Under the present by¬ 
law. owners of pets picked up have 10 days to 
claim their animal. 

The new by-law brings the town into 
conformance with the state’s seven days. An 
amendment adopted by the town meeting 
makes the town's maximum days coincide 
with the state’s. 

Another provision increases fines for 
having a dog off a leash. Once the by-law is 
approved the fine for a first offense will be 
$10, second offense $15 and third and sub¬ 
sequent offenses $20. 

In two surprising moves, the town meeting 
voted to do away with the Architectural 
Review Committee it hod authorized and 
refused to fund another committee to study 
the deterioration of Winchester Center. 

Debate was lengthy and repetitious, with 
the town meeting generally appearing in a 
cantankerous humor

Review Committee was on a voice vote after 
the town meeting voted 65 yes to 103 no 
against authorizing the committee to re-work 
an architectural control by-law. » 

The town meeting last March had voted 86 
yes to 46 no in favor of a by-law to regulate the 
type of architecture in the town’s business 
areas. 

The attorney general’s office returned the 
by-law to the town with three objections the 
committee was asking the town meeting to 
permit them to overcome. 

A control law was opposed by the Finance 
Committee. Chairman Hankins said such a 
law would further hinder development in the 
center. v 

Debate on the issue took only 15 minutes. 

A related article later in the meeting also 
went down to defeat. This article would have 
permitted the Board of Selectmen to spend up 
to $21,000 for the hiring of a consultant to 
recommend a course of action on 
redevelopment of Winchester Center. 

The mood of the meeting could perhaps be 
summed up in the question one member put: 
“What has become of previous studies?” 

The center business area has been subject 
of many studies over the years, with no action 
ever having followed any of the studies. 

The $21,000 appropriation request was 
strongly supported by the Board of Select¬ 
men. 

TMM Eugene B. Rotondi was succinct in 
his appraisal of the request. “Spending 
$21,000 with a recession here isn't wise. 1 can 
tell you tonight what the center needs.” 

Rotondi continued that Winchester has 
many talented residents who could make up a 
committee to study the center. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith, chairman 
of the “task force committee” studying the 
center, argued that the town needs “the best 
possible advise on the appropriate legislative 
route” for retjpveloping the center. 

Smith said the committee has concluded 
that any further study of the center must be 
related to a course of action involving 
rehabilitation. “It’s unlikely any new major 
retail development will come in without 
•governmental assistance,” he said. 

Smith continued that properties must be 
assembled, while at the same time the town 
must exercise proper control. He said special 
legislation for creation of a body dealing with 
development and planning may be necessary. 

“The town should face its responsibility on 
this issue,” he concluded. “It is time for 
action.” 

TMM Arthur Hewis Jr. expressed fears 
about state or federal intervention in Win¬ 
chester. 

TMM Kenneth P. Trevett said a volunteer 
citizen committee has limited resources to do 
the job that’s required. The town needs 
professional asssistance, he said. 

TMM William R. S Zettler asked the 
selectmen about the possibility of getting a 
restaurant with a liquor license in the center. 
He felt such a move is the answer to the 
center’s problems. The question was ruled out 
of order. 

But later Selectman John J. Sullivan said 
he personally supports such a move. He said 
the answer to the center’s problems is 
multiple district zoning involving apartments 
and retail establishments in a kind of sym¬ 
biotic relationship. 

Finance recommended unfavorable ac¬ 
tion. Chairman Hankins said the committee 
was surprised to learn the appropriation 
request had risen from $15,000 to $21,000.

Since then several men “have come forward” 
and noted their pleasure with the move. 

"Working conditions are much better 
because of the additional space,” Moynihan 
said. 

He said that when the Winchester Post 
Office was built in 1927 there were eight 
routes. “Now we have 30 routes.” 

Moynihan noted that letter carriers are 
setting up their routes a half hour earlier. 

This way customers will receive mail 
“earlier or at least the same time,” he said. 

The Star telephoned a few businesses and 
the School Department and found con¬ 
firmation of his assessment.

Bicentennial Focus 

‘Woburn Gates’ 
Was Winchester 

From “Reminiscences of South Woburn 
in 1834-36” by Oliver Richardson Clark 
of Tewksbury, for many years a well 
known citizen of Winchester: 

"Upon the completion of the Boston 
& Lowell Railway, the portion of South 
Woburn then designated as the ‘Woburn 
Gates’ naturally attracted attention as 
central to a territory, embraced within 
the radius of a mile from the Gates 
which contained the elements of a new 
town composed of the south part of 
Woburn and the northern parts of 
Medford and West Cambridge. 

“The first depot, or station, of the 
railway...was opposite the building 
next north of Lyceum Hall, and it 
remained at this point, with changes 
merely of the buildings for the purpose, 
till about 1872. 

“The population of the territory 
named was small; the houses few and 
easily remembered. For two years 
after the establishment of the railway- 
station but few changes were ob¬ 
served.”

Should Town Adopt Metco? 


Should Winchester participate in the 
voluntary inner-city busing program known 
as Metco? 

Yes, says Catherine K. Fallon, member of 
the town’s elected School Committee. 

Town Needs 
Diversity 

Ity Catherine Fallon 

The issue of Meteo must be weighed 
carefully on its merits and its shortcomings. 

Mow wiil it help our children mature and 
communicate and respect others? What can 
Metco provide that we are now lacking? Who 
needs it? I’m afraid WE need Metco and 
very badly. Cultural deprivation is a two-way 
street; there is so little in Winchester to 
acquaint young people with the great 
diversity of American life and culture that 
makes our nation strong. 

The schools have a large part to play in the 
development of appreciation for other races 
and for an understanding of their con¬ 
tributions to science, the arts and govern¬ 
ment. 

Acceptance, awareness and appreciation 
of differences are important educational 
goals to seek, particularly when one sees the 
bitterness of recent days in Boston. 

Tin* longer discrimination exists the more 
it will continue to corrupt and divide society 
with suspicion and violence. Unfortunately 
we hear too often from those with extremes of 
emotional feeling on matters which affect us 
all while the centrists of good will, the silent 
majority, are just that and fail to speak up. 

As an elected official I believe that I have 
a duty to speak up. I believe that to deny 
change is to dare nothing, to learn nothing, to 
choose nothing. 

While there are still choices left for this 
community to make, let us choose Metco for 
Winchester—not only because it is morally 
right or socially redeeming, but also because 
educationally it will broaden and make more 
flexible the attitudes of our children who will 
have to make their way on an increasingly 
small and pluralistic planet where whites and 
blacks must show that they can get along 
agreeably and equitably. 

It seems to me that it is our duty to teach 
respect for others in order to groom 
youngsters for life in a many-cultured world. 
We cannot afford to shut ourselves off from 
human differences, for these differences are 
exactly the subject matter of world’s most 
pressing problems. 

Our children ought to be taught to deal 
fairly and rationally with questions of social 
justice, civil rights, national unity and in¬ 
ternational diplomacy, for these are the 
questions which comprise the daily headlines. 
Opportunities to deal at first hand from early 
childhood with individual and cultural dif¬ 
ferences will be far better learning ex¬ 
periences than those provided by even the 
best of sociology texts. 

Psychologists have shown that youngsters 
who gain the most success occupationally, 
socially, academically and emotionally are 
those who are made to feel capable and 
confortable to cope with every day problems 
and confident to deal with persons of many 
persuasions. 

A capable, confident and coping individual 
does not new! to further his own ends by 
denying the rights of others. Castigation of 
minorities is considered by some a coverup 
for individual or social inadequacies. 

I want the young people of Winchester to 
know that its parents and its community 
leaders share a concern for large social 
problems and are willing to do their part to 
help alleviate urban stress. 

Metco enn be a learning device for more 
than one gereration. The attitudes of the 
years will not be swept quickly away; but if 
we don’t start now to accept the changes 
which are inevitable there will be no end in 
sight to the fear and bitterness that are born 
of lack of knowledge and understanding. 

I believe that School Committee Members 
must assume the risks attendant upon their 
educational leadership. And I believe the 
community bears an equal responsibility for 
creating an atmosphere of reason and 
tolerance where questioning the status quo of 
suburban isolation is no longer suspect, but 
perhaps instead admired.

No Solution To 
Poor Schools 

By Mary (i. Fronski 

Monday evening is the first time I have 
had an opportunity to hear the Metco 
proposal. I need more time to do my 
homework to become more informed in many 
aspects of the program, such as financing, 
where the children will be housed, what 
schools, what age group, the numbers, etc. 

I’m particularly concerned as to how the 
community feels - the teachers, students, 
parents, administrators and taxpayers in 
general. 

There seem to be three major concerns 
that I have been able to detect from the 
townspeople: 

I Metropolitanism—busing. 

2. Financing. 

3 Educational impact. I’m referring to 
individualized instruction specifically. There 
are parents who feel threatened by adding 
more students to a classroom, fearing their 
own child’s instructional time will be 
diminished. 

It is very difficult for me to determine 
from audience participation the entire town’s 
feelings and desire on whether or not to enter 
into and collaborate with the Metco program. 

The only sensible way, I feel, a true 
reading may be obtained is via the ballot box. 

If Winchester is not genuinely willing and 
interested in particiapting, I don’t believe we 
ought to. To me it wouldn’t be fair to the 
Metco children or Winchester. If we’re going 
to split the town and cause all sorts of 
emotionalism I don’t consider this to be of 
much educational value for either group. 

I’m sure the townspeople are wondering 
about my position on Metco. Well, ladies and 
gentlemen, it just so happens I’m a control 
oriented person. I’m generally not interested 
in joining with or participating in any 
collaborative program. 

The only areas where I’m flexible are 
highly specialized fields - for example, sen¬ 
ding a Winchester blind student to Perkins 
Institute. It would cost Winchester an 
astronomical amount of money to provide 
that service in Winchester. 

I’m a mother first, ladies and gentlemen. I 
can’t envision any mother consenting to 
allowing her small children to be bused in all 
kinds of New England weather from one 
community to another, leaving her child’s 
education pretty much to the mercy of the bus 
driver or bus company, without a pretty valid 
reason. 

I believe that reason is poor neighborhood 
schools where they live. 

When Winchester became involved with 
redistricting within our own community it 
caused turmoil. It was at that time I was of 
the opinion we were committed to the neigh¬ 
borhood concept. 

It seems to me the approach ought to be to 
fix up the schools, provide new ones if 
necessary, get good teachers, pay them more 
if need be, and to provide good curriculum 
materials. Social and cultural benefits can be 
obtained by other means. 

Where will the money come from? It will 
be from the same place it’s coming from now - 
the taxpayer via the state and federal 
government. The major difference would be 
the largest portion of the money would not be 
spent for busing or administrative salaries. 

It just doesn’t seem fair to me that com¬ 
munities such as Winchester should receive 
large sums of state and federal funds when 
there is a greater need in communities with a 
larger number of underprivileged children. 
Those communities should be serviced first.

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Friendship A Precious Gift, 
As HB Stowe Demonstrates

I received a phone call about two weeks 
ago from a friend. She told me about her best 
friend, also an acquaintance of mine, being in 
a deep depression. 

After reminding me that our friend’s 
birthday would be Dec. 4, she asked me if I 
would like to join her and others in surprising 
the melancholy lady with a birthday party. I 
said I would love to be a part of the 
celebration. 

Last Sunday evening we arrived at the 
home of the birthday lady bearing gifts. My 
friend was carrying a brightly colored bir¬ 
thday cake with four long tapers. 

We found the honoree in better spirits than 
we had seen her because that day she had 
made an important decision. She was going to 
seek psychological help. 

Monday night my friend called again to 
report our friend had acted on her decision 
and was now in a hospital where she would 
deal with her problems under professional 
guidance. 

When I said I would try to visit the 
hospital, my friend said: “When shall I put 
you down?” 

She explained the hospital visiting hours 
are limited and to be sure that family and 
friends’ visits do not conflict, she was acting 
as visit coordinator. 

This was not surprising because this 
woman is always ready to act when there is a 
need and especially if a friend is involved. 

She put me down for Dec. 11. 

I look forward to the date because I know 
when I see our mutual friend, who acted out of 
desperation but also with great couruge, I will 
see a happier woman. 

A friend is a precious gift. 

If a person has the privilege of having at 
least one true friend in a lifetime, he or she 
can feel blessed. 

It has been said: “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends.” 

Friendship does not often involve giving 
one’s life, but being a friend requires giving of 
something. It might be time, a listening ear, 
some kind of assistance; at least sensitivity to 
a friend’s needs. 

I recall waking up during an October night 
in Winchester Hospital several years ago 
after undergoing surgery. To my surprise, a 
friend of mine, a nurse, dressed in her 
uniform, was standing over me. 

Knowing she did not ordinarily work at the 
hospital, I asked: What are you doing here? 

“I’m your special nurse,” she said. “I’m 
going to be close by tonight in case you need 
anything.” 

I will never forget this precious gift nor the 
feeling of having this friend nearby during a 
trying period. 

There is not a person on earth who does not 
need a friend at some time or another. 

Being a true friend can sometimes prevent 
a person from gaining successes which might 
otherwise be obtained. 

This can be illustrated when we look at the 
life of Harriet Beecher Stowe, who, after 
writing “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” fast became 
the supreme female figure on the 1850-1860 
American scene. 

Mrs. Stowe journeyed abroad a great deal 
and is said to have become acquainted with 
Lady Annabel Byron. 

According to a biography of Mrs. Stowe by 
her son, Charles, a close friendship 
blossomed between the two women Lady 
Byron is said to have confided to Harriet 


intimate, derogatory happenings relating to 
her former marriage to the renown poet, Lord 
Byron. 

Lady Byron asked Harriet’s opinion on 
whether or not to make some facts known to 
the public before her death. 

Apparently Harriet did not know what to 
tell her but later wrote: “Leave all with some 
discreet friends, who, after both have passed 
from earth, shall say what is due to justice.” 

Years did pass. Lady Byron and Lord 
Byron both died. Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
career boomed. 

One day Mrs. Stowe came across a new 
book, “My Recollections of Lord Byron,” 
written by a Countess Giuccioli. 

After reading the book, Harriet became 
infuriated with words that attempted to 
blame the ruin, exile and untimely death of 
Lord Byron on his former wife who was 
described as “heartless and greedy.” 

No one else came forward to defend Lady 
Byron, so Mrs. Stowe did. “The True Story of 
Lady Byron’s Life” in 1870, later retitled 
“Lady Byron Vindicated,” was the result of 
an article which appeared in the Atlantic 
Monthly. 

The article did not change distilled beliefs 
nor did it serve the memory of her friend. 
Instead, it jeopardized Mrs. Stowe’s fame. 

Though The Independent, a publication of 
that era, defended Mrs. Stowe and praised 
her as “standing among the best and greatest 
women of her country,” Mrs. Stowe’s status 
was lost. 

Some people openly said the only reason 
she wrote the story at all was to raise her own 
prestige in an attempt to impress the world 
that she had been intimately associated with 
persons of title. 

In a letter to the Atlantic Monthly, Mrs. 
Stowe wrote: “The course the American 
papers take is trying. As my health is not good 
and I am trying to avoid all excitement, I do 
not read at all upon the subject. The wild and 
distracted calling on me for proof, utterly 
ignoring the only kind of proof that I have to 
give, shows the public is yet not in a proper 
state to weigh anything. 

’’Nobody ever called for proof from any of 
the numberless writers who reported their 
conversations with Lord Byron. The proofs 
will probably eventually come out; but my 
belief is founded simply on Lady Byron’s 
known character, a character remarkable for 
truthfulness, accuracy, self-control, patience 
and above all, conscientiousness —.” 

Whatever the actual truth was, the 
publication for Lady Byron was disastrous for 
Mrs. Stowe’s career. 

According to Charles Stowe, through those 
bad days, there were dear friends like Oliver 
Wendell Holmes who stood by his mother. 

One can only estimate the heights Harriet 
Beecher Stowe may have climbed had she not 
stopped along the way to stand by a friend. 

One can also wonder, in the long run, did 
she really lose anything worthwhile?

“Give us this day our daily fish.” 

Selectman John Sullivan seemed to have 
the Argentine firecracker (Fanne Fox) on his 
mind Monday night. 

During the hour selectmen met before 
adjourning and attending the special town 
meeting, Sullivan mentioned the Pilgrim 
Theatre when two of his associates were late, 
and “tidal basin" when the discussion focused 
on Winchester’s flood areas.

Impetuous Move By TM; 
Metco Passage Probable 


A possible referendum on the Metco issue 
is a possibility—not a probability at this point. 

I see nothing wrong with a referendum, as 
long as it doesn’t cost too much money. 

If a referendum were held at the annual 
town election in March there would be no 
additional cost to the town. And if the elec¬ 
torate votes resoundingly against Metco, then 
there is time enough for the School Com¬ 
mittee to back out if it wishes. 

The fact that the committee would have 
already budgeted the Metco money (fully 
reimbursable) wouldn’t make any difference. 
That money could be put against next year’s 
budget. 

I do think there is a different attitude in 
town regarding Metco, and I think the op¬ 
ponents of Metco sense that. Why else their 
seeming reluctance to get signatures for a 
special meeting? 

I think they could save themselves a lot of 
bother and the rest of the town a lot of 
divisiveness by letting the thing go. 

The militant opponents of Metco should 
realize that this is 1974 and not 1968. The at¬ 
mosphere in 1968 was far different. We had 
student revolts, racial unrest, institutional 
upheaval and so much more. 

The mood of the times in societies like 
Winchester’s was one of backlash. Or should 
we call it blacklash? There couldn’t have 
been a worse time for attempting a program 
like Metco. 

Things are different now. Not only are the 
schools uncrowded, but the mood is calmer. 
People don’t come down as strong as they did 
in 1968 against students and blacks and others 
who are changing our society. 

We have come to accept change. The pace 
of that change of the late 60s has slowed, as 
well. Do the people of Winchester really feel 
threatened by the busing of 40 or 50 kin¬ 
dergarten and first grade blacks to our 
schools? 

No. There are some out there, no doubt. 
There always will be. But they are not enough 
to make a difference I predict Metco will sail 
through. 

★ 

Some people in town have told me that the 
issue of Metco has already been decided by 
the School Committee, that the board met in 
secret and took a vote after conferring with 
Metco officials. 

Not so, say the chairman, Steve 
Parkhurst, and committee member Mary 
Pronski. There does appear to have been a 
straw vote taken to determine board feeling 
on the issue. 

But the members never met with Metco, 
Mrs. Pronski says, and no one was ever under 
any pressure. Mrs. Pronski would certainly 
be the first person to blow the whistle about 
any underhanded action since she opposes 
Metco—apparently the only committee 
person who does. 

* 

Some interesting statistics were presented 
at the town meeting Monday. During the last 
year—when state, federal and town govern¬ 
ments were pleading for reduced energy 
consumption—gasoline usage for town 
vehicles declined—are you ready?—one 
percent! 

Not only that, electricity use at Town Hall 
actually increased six percent during the 
same period. At the same time, the School 
and Library Departments substantially 
reduced their energy consumption. 

Finance Chairman Barbara Hankins 
made the understatement of the week: “We 
haven’t seen the effort we would like to 
have." 

After 20 minutes of debate, the town 
meeting approved creation of an energy 
conservation committee. 

* 

The Federal Energy Administration sent 
the Board of Selectmen a letter this week 
about the Town of Winchester’s probably 
violation over fuel oil purchase. 

The letter’s critical paragraph states: 
“Your letter also indicates that the new 
Winchester High School was gas heated 
during the 1972 base year and consequently 
does not have a base period supplier. 
Therefore, the Town and a supplier may 
mutually agree to a prospective base period 
volume, Section 211.12 (e) (1) (f). Within ten 
days of reaching such an agreement, the 
supplier must notify the FEA by sending, by 
certified mail, an FEO-17 form for each 
customer, documenting the need for the 
prospective base period volume, Section 
211.12 (e) (1) (ii).” 

The selectmen were confused. 

★ 

Town Meeting action Monday night in 
deep-sixing a proposed $21,000 “grant” to the 
Board of Selectmen for hiring a consultant to 
recommend how best to rehabilitate the 
business area was an impetuous move. 

The town meeting members’ attitude is 
understandable. There have been studies, re¬ 
studies, more studies, on and on for nine 
years. And nothing has ever come of any of 
them. 

And the committee headed by Selectman 
I^awrence T. Smith certainly didn’t inspire 
confidence by not being able to tell the town 
meeting how the $21,000 would be spent. 

The trouble with this so-called “task force 
study committee" is that it never did its work. 
When it met infrequently — there was no 
direction, no guidance, no anything. So the 
town meeting isn’t really at fault. 

But still I think we should appropriate the 


money and give the committee a second 
chance. Maybe a favorable town meeting vote 
will give the committee the impetus it needs 
to get off its chairs and do the job it has been 
supposed to be doing all this time. 

After all, $21,000 isn’t much when you 
consider the possible tax-saving benefits to 
the town in the long run. 

★ 

Winchester Youth Hockey has started a 
girls team this year and is still short of 
members. Anyone interested contact John 
Falla. Girls should be between the ages of 
eleven* and seventeen. • 

There are not enough girls to make a team 
so far. Girls don’t have to be sharp skaters, 
John says. And because parents willingly pay 
for their sons’ hockey sessions but are 
reluctant to come across for the girls, Youth 
Hockey is making special financing 
arrangements for the girls. 

★ 

“Change of Heart” is how the Worcester 
Gazette headed their editorial relating how 
the city now is complying with a state law 
requiring all communities to install ramps for 
wheelc airs. 

An out-of-court settlement was reached 
and Worcester agreed to install ramps on 11 
streets cited in the law suit. Not only that, the 
city agreed to install the ramps on sidewalks 
not mentioned in the suit. 

The editorial says, “The only question is: 
Why did the paraplegics have to go to court to 
obtain such a change of heart at City Hall?” 

Is it going to take a court suit to force the 
Winchester Board of Selectmen to install 
these ramps as required by state law? The 
board last summer authorized rebuilding of 
sidewalks in the center but never provided for 
the ramps. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Paraplegics should put Winchester on their 
hit list. 

★ 

I’m beginning to think the Park Com¬ 
mission doesn’t like the idea of having the 
public or press attend its meetings. State law 
required only a 24-hour notice. But most town 
boards and committees courteously post their 
notices a couple of days in advance. A side 
effect is that the meeting notice gets in The 
Star. 

But not the Park Commission. Their 
notices always are posted after Wednesday 
morning, when The Star reads the Town Hall 
bulletin board.

The town meeting continues tonight at 7:45 
p.m. in the new high school auditorium on 
Skillings road. The public is invited to attend. 
Why not come on down and see your town 
government in action? 

It might make you change your mind 
about running for town meeting member in 
March.

Students Question 
Voters Motives In 
Saltmarsh Election

Melco Is Short-Term 
Solution To Problem 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Mr. Robert Pritchard’s research on the 
Metco issue, reported to the School Com¬ 
mittee meeting on Nov. 25, is a great public 
service for which we should all be grateful. 
Two aspects of that report stand out for me in 
my thinking about the question. 

First, despite the fact that Metco is a 
limited and imperfect instrument, in reality a 
form of tokenism, it is working well and 
serving a very useful purpose where it is in 
operation. There is every reason to believe 
that this would be the case in the Winchester 
setting. 

Second, the chief liability of the plan is the 
necessity of busing students between Boston 
and the suburbs. This prevents the students 
from full participation in the school program 
beyond academic activities. 

It is also expensive. If it docs not directly 
affect the budget and taxes of the suburban 
community, indirectly through state taxes it 
does. 

I do not interpret this to be a valid 
argument against Metco. We have to live with 
the realities, in this case with the fact that up 
to this point a better way of solving the basic 
problem has not been forthcoming. 

On a short-term basis it is Metco or 
nothing. On a long-term basis a more con¬ 
structive and fundamental solution is 
required, and, along with living with Metco, 
we should lx* working at that. 

The situation is comparable to that of the 
hunger problem in the world. Unless millions 
of people are to starve to death a long-range 
plan for the cultivation and distribution of 
food must be worked out on an international 
basis. 

But - the immediate problem of hunger 
cannot wait for that “perfect” solution.

Scrambled egg pie is how the family’s pre¬ 
schooler describes the famous French quiche 
Lorraine. 

Admittedly the English vernacular 
reduces some of the mystique surrounding 
the elegant baked custard tart that has 
become a staple for festive entertaining. 

At our house quiche has long been a 
standby for our increasingly frequent 
meatless meals. Served with fresh spinach 
and mushroom salad, a white wine and 
muffins, it becomes part of a “dining-in” 
occasion to bat the costs of “dining out.” 

I huven’t served it to guests yet, for I am 
still searching for the perfect recipe. It is still 
elusive, but my recipe clippings grow as I find 
new and sometimes subtle variations on the 
culinary classic which originated in the 
eastern provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. 

The basic ingredients of eggs, milk, cheese 
and pie crust are nutritious staples in any 
kitchen, French or American. The true 
Lorraine dish is a simple egg custard with 
bacon. 

Depending on the budget, additional 
ingredients ranging from mushrooms and 
onion to chopped ham and chicken can be 


added. I plan to try a lobster quiche on the 
family at Christmas. 

Quiche au fromage or cheese tart is the 
plain family favorite. Economical Swiss 
cheese or imported Gruyere, or French Port 
Salut, Bonbel or St. Paulin are traditional 
cheeses. 

Quiche au Fromage 
(Cheese Tart) 

2 cups (8 ounces) grated Swiss or gruyere 
cheese 

1 tablespoon floor 

3 or I eggs 

1 2 teaspoon salt 
Dash nutmeg 

2 cups light cream 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
9-inch pastry shell 

Prepare pie pastry for 9-inch pan. Bake at 
375 degrees for 10 minutes and cool. Toss the 
grated or cubed cheese with the flour and 
spread in the pastry shell. Beat eggs, salt, 
nutmeg, then beat in cream. Slowly pour into 
shell. Dot with the butter. 

Bake in a preheated oven at 375 degrees on 
the middle shelf for about 25 minutes, or until 
knife inserted in the center comes out clean. 
It will puff up golden brown. When it cools, it 
will deflate a little. Serve very warm.

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Commissioners Spat Over Minutes , 
Make Assessors An Appointed Board

Maple Trees Mark Edge Of Parkway 


As one drives down the Mystic Valley 
parkway, a group of maple trees on the 
Winchester Unitarian Church lawn suddenly 
appears as a curving line leading toward the 
rear of the McCall .Junior High School. 

This line marks the edge of the old park¬ 
way and the original course of the Alx*rjona 
Hiver, which used to follow the bottom of the 
bank sloping down from Main street. 

In the 1890’s, when the Mystic Valley park¬ 
way was laid out by the Metropolitan Park 
Commission, the Aberjona followed a 
sweeping course below Main street which 
took it greatly to the east of its present 
location. 


West of the river was a tract of land oc¬ 
cupied by the Thompson tannery (for which 
Thompson street was named), railroad 
freight yards, coal pockets, a lumberyard, 
tenements and other “unsightly con¬ 
structions.” 

largely through the influence of Forrest 
Manchester the area was cleared and 
developed into a town park, bordered on the 
east by the parkway and the river, and on the 
west by the Boston & Maine Railroad. Part of 
the present Manchester road was then part of 
the parkway. 

When the building now housing the McCall 
Junior High School was built in 1932, the park¬ 


way and the river separated it from Man¬ 
chester Field. 

This condition continued until after World 
War II, when the course of the river was 
straightened and relocated to its present bed, 
and the parkway was rebuilt to follow it, 
finally making the field contiguous with the 
school grounds, and leaving a row of maples 
and a bit of Manchester road as the only 
reminders of the old path of the river. 


The Charter Commission Tuesday couldn’t 
reach agreement on what was said or not said 
about Metco at their meeting last week and 
tabled the minutes. 

The commission members normally 
routinely approve the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 

But Tuesday commissioners questioned 
whether a paragraph in the minutes dealing 
with an argument the previous week was 
representative of the “discussion.” 

Specifically, Cmsr. Ann Oppenheimer 
criticized Chairman Clara Hewis for speaking 
out 'againsu Metco at the recent School 
Committee debate on the issue. 

Mrs. Oppenheimer said she thought in¬ 
dividual charter members speaking out on 
controversial issues will hurt passage of the 
new charter at the election. 

But the minutes of the meeting never 
referred to who Mrs. Oppenheimer was 
criticizing. Nor did they record Chairman 
Hewis’ response, which was basically that she 
will speak out on any issues she is concerned 
with no matter what position she hold’s in the 
ommunity. 

Oppenheimer and Cmsr. Arlene Cham- 
poux said that as former members of the 
League of Women Voters they had learned not 
to take positions on public issues. 

The two women said the taking of such 
positions could jeapordize the charter. 
Commission consultant Michael Curran 
reiterated a position of the National 
Organization of Municipal Employees that 
charter members should “take a walk” 
during their year on the board. 

Curran said the organization feels charter 
members should excuse themselves from 
other community issues and devote them¬ 
selves exclusively to the new charter. 

Miss Hewis refused to back down. She said 
she has spoken out against Metco in previous 
years and intends to speak out this year as an 
individual citizen. She said that as a citizen 
and an individual she has rights. 

“This is what we are working for — a 
community’s acceptance of control over our 
own affairs,” she said. 

When Cmsr. Champoux attempted to 
interrupt Chairman Hewis’s statement, 
Cmsr. William T. Ryerson said, “Arlene, I 
want to hear what Clara has to say.” 

Mrs. Champoux appeared miffed, picked 
up her things from the table, put on her coat 
and walked away as if leaving. 

Cmsr. Vincent Carroll told Mrs. Cham¬ 
poux the commission needed her and she 
should stay. She explained that she was upset 
because she was having a difficult time

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getting a word in. She said she was “sad and 
discouraged.” 

Mrs. Champoux later added that she is not 
accepting speaking engagements because she 
wants to spend all her time on charter 
business. She feels very strongly about this, 
she said. 

Chairman Hewis reiterated that she is also 
a private citizen and a private person. The 
debate continued. 

This week the disagreement continued 
with members’ questions on how the previous 
week’s discussion was summarized: “Mrs. 
Oppenheimer reported on a recent school 
committee meeting and said she was con¬ 
cerned that individual charter commissioners 
had spoken out on controversial issues that 
were not connected with the charter. She felt 
such participation hindered the charter’s 
acceptance. This was discussed." 

At this week’s meeting Cmsr. Carroll 
didn't think the minutes should reflect any of 
the discussion. Cmsr. William Ryerson 
moved to strike all of the above comments 
out. 

But Cmsrs. Champoux, Hewis and 
Oppenheimer felt the minutes should ac¬ 
curately reflect what happened. The vote to 
strike lost, 4-5. The secretary was then 
directed to come up with an accurate report 
on the Metco discussion for next week’s 
meeting. 

OTHER BUSINESS 

The commission has been discussing other 
issues at the meetings in these weeks 
following the public hearing on its 
preliminary draft. 

Final votes have been taken to eliminate 
two of the much-touted standing committees 
of town meeting. The new charter will uermit 
the town meeting to establish such com¬ 
mittees if it chooses. 

Eliminated were standing committees on 
personnel and ways and means. The com¬ 
mission voted to keep town meeting com¬ 
mittees on government regulations and rules 
in the charter. 

The only other major change in the charter 
made recently was to make the presently 
elected three-member Board of Assessors an 
appointed.body. 

An elected public works board has again 
been voted down. An appointed planning 
Board has also been voted down. 

Thus all public works functions will be 
under the selectmen and the five Planning 
Board members will remain elected. 

Cmsr. Ryerson was unsuccessful in 


convincing the commission that the Park 
Department’s value in the community 
depends on its remaining a separate elected 
board. Ryerson is also a park commissioner. 

“In the spirit of compromise,” Ryerson 
told the board, “I have sat here for the last 
month." But, he continued, he is in a great a 
disagreement now with the commission’s 
votes as he was in July. 

“I will just sit back till the time comes to 
file a minority report.” With that he left. 

The commission went on to again discuss 
making the School Committee a seven- 
member elected board. That failed, as did a 
motion to keep it a six-person elected board. 

Thus the commission’s previous vote to 
make the School Committee a five-person 
elected body remains.

John DeVelis 
Elected 

John B. DeVelis of Win¬ 
chester, a Merrimack College 
physics professor, has been 
recently elected a fellow of the 
Optical Society of America. 
DeVelis is nationally 
recognized in the field of optics 
for his research work in the 
area of holography. 
Holography is an optical 
method by which three- 
dimensional images are 
produced, in opposition to the 
traditional two-dimensional 
images produced by a camera 
or under a microscope. 

In spring, 1973, DeVelis 
served as general co-chairman 
of a Society of Photo-Optical 
Instrumentation Engineers 
seminar-iq-depth and equip 
ment demonstration on electro¬ 
optics, principles and ap¬ 
plication. Since January, 1973, 
he has been the editor of

DeVelis received his 
bachelor of science degree in 
physics from Boston 
University in 1957.

A member of the Merrimack 
College faculty since 1964, he is 
a past president of the faculty 
senate and was a member of 
the academic subcommittee 
for the celebration of 
Merrimack’s Twenty-Fifth 
Anniversary. 

He has also been a visiting 
professor at the University of 
Pennsylavania and a visiting 
lecturer at the University of 
California at Los Angeles on 
quantum electronics, lasers, 
holography, and coherence. 

He has served as an adjunct 
professor of electro-optics in 
Northeastern University’s 
Graduate Program in optics. 

Along with G. O. Reynolds, 
he is the author of “Theory and 
Application of Holography” He 
has published numerous ar¬ 
ticles in technical journals. 

He was one of the founders 
and formerly consultant, vice- 
president and director of 
Optronics International, Inc., a 
small company that makes 
electro-optical scanner devices 
for computers. 

He is director and consultant 
to Frequency Devices, Inc., an 
electronics company.

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Metco Information 

5 Communities Respond 


The responses of five of the nine com¬ 
munities polled by School Committeeman 
Robert T. Pritchard over Metco have been 
released to the press. The formal responses of 
the remaining four are expected next week. 

For the sake of comparison, Winchester 
. with a school population of 5,293 has a yearly 
education budget of approximately $7 million. 

In each of the following community 
responses, the statements were written by the 
town or city school superintendent. 

Waylnnd 

School budget: $5.9 million. 

Pupils: 3,650. 

Metco students: 80. 

Development of Metco program: Started 
with 40 students in the ninth grade only 
because this was the only space available. 
Last year there was an increase to 80 students 
with the introduction of 40 new pupils in 
grades 1-8, and next year the program will l>e 
increased to 121 students in grades 1-12. 

Evaluation and advantages of Metco: It is 
a tremendous program. Our kids gain a lot 
and our staff gains a lot in understanding and 
appreciation of racial differences. 

It helps in realizing what keeps people 
apart and that the differences between people 
are a lot less severe than we realize. The 
benefit to Wayland has been far more 
reaching than whatever benefits that have 
accrued to the Metco kids 

Disadvantages: Political problems within 
the community with a number of people who 
disagree with the Metco program. They tend 
to discredit the school system and become 
enemies of the school system. They are one 
more faction that hassles the budget and 
other school department decisions. The 
program does usurp a good chunk of key 
administrative time. 

Metco budget: $100,000 (split about 33-33- 
33 among transportation, tuition and support 
staff). 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? 
There is absolutely no indication of any such 
action. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and lower standards 
of existing school system? No. This is totally 
indefensible. It is absurd to even contend this. 

Lincoln-Sudbury 

School budget: $3.6 million. 

Number of pupils: 1,970. 

Metco program in existence: Over five 
years. 

Number of Metco students: 64. 

Development of Metco: Started originally 
with 30-40 students. Start them in the ninth, 
tenth, eleventh and occasionally twelfth 
grades. Have more trouble with freshmen, 
but they have trouble with all freshmen. Wish 
they could chloroform freshmen until they 
become sophomores. 

Evaluat ion: Very valuable program. Very 
good for our kids and very good for Metco 
kids. 

Advantages: Without the Metco program 
we would have a very culturally deprived 
school system. It teaches our children what 
black people are like by knowing black 
people. This can’t be achieved in any other 
manner. 

Disadvantages: Don’t know how to an¬ 
swer. We have to work to make it good, and 
perhaps this absorbs some of our time. 

Metco budget: Tuition, $61,308; salaries, 
$9,450; other, $0,052; transportation, $32,688; 
adm.services, $12,800. Total: $122,298; $1,911 
per student. 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? No. 
This is a very moot point. Ifanything.it might 
work the other way. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and lower standards 
of existing school system? This is a red 
herring. There is significant data that if you 
mix kids, you can get a significantly better 
performance from the poorer kids without 
affecting the performance of the better kids. 

It is noteworthy that the top five merit 
scholar communities in the Greater Boston 
area all have thriving Metco programs. It is 
true that the entering skills of the black kids 
are lower, but not lowest. 

Arlington 

School budget: $12.5 million. 

Pupils: 8,900. 

Metco in existence; Eight years. Started 
with 15 students. Now have 32. 

Development of Metco program: Started 
children in the fifth grade with 15 children, 
then started another 15 in the fifth grade the 
following year. After these children 
graduated, started 15 more in kindergarten. 

Metco has been on the back burner for the 
past few years. During the last two years, 
however, a lot of interest in Arlington. 

The School Committee has had two public 
meetings lately to discuss increase in the 
program, and there is a clear feeling that the 
program could be increased next year by an 
additional 15 to 20 students. 

Arlington is short of space and this might 
be a mitigating factor. 

Evaluation: Has been good. Although 
there have been problems, they have been 
solvable problems. Example: Metco kid 
became a problem to a teacher in a particular 
school. Transferred to another school where 
many teachers wanted to help him adjust to 
the situation. 

Advantages: Our kids see and work beside 
someone from a different environment and 
culture. Any difficulties are worked out by the 
kids and they receive a great value from 
having this type of exchange, even at an early 
level. We must start to work somewhere and 
this is a very good place to create an un¬ 
derstanding in a natural setting such as a 
school. 

Disadvantages: There are no real 
problems except perhaps remoteness 
because of busing. Difficult to get parents 
from the black community to be available. 

If there is an altercation between a black 
and white student, the black parent cannot be 
present to back his kid up. There is only the 
white parent and the black kid feels isolated 
and alone. 

Metco budget: Charge full tuition for each 
child, necessary monies for contract tran¬ 
sportation, Metco coordinator and a special 
per pupil allowance for administrative ser¬ 
vices which is paid to Metco in Boston. 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? This 
has nothing to do with it. Interesting that 
several members of the Arlington school 
committee feel concerned with 
metropolitanism but still voted for the Metco 


program. However, Arlington would not 
support the Metro program because of this 
feeling. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and lower the stan¬ 
dards of existing school system? Educational 
achievement after grades five and six is 
influenced greatly by external factors. 

Achievement is affected by attitude 
toward school in general, and toward Metco 
program, which is “out-of-Boston.” Peer 
influence in home neighborhood is suspected 
for change in attitude. 

Coordinator of program has suggested a 
screening and selection program so that all 
Metco students are not hyperactive or 
learning-behavior disabled. 

Belmont 

School budget: $7 million plus. 

Pupils: 5,150. 

Metco program in existence: Six years. 
Started with 18 students. 

Number of Metco students: 80. Have in¬ 
creased in multiples of nine over the past few 
years because of transportation in station 
wagons. 

Development of Metco program: Started 
at the kindergarten level on a long-term 
commitment. 

Evaluation: Has been a very wholesome 
experience. 

Advantages: Has helped all kids, and has 
been a very good thing for the community. 

Disadvantages: No problems whatsoever. 
Day-to-day and week-to-week difficulties, 
etc., but nothing insurmountable 

Budget: 'Iliey don’t charge tuition but the 
school committee has a mandate and com¬ 
mitment to the town that the Metco program 
should not cost Belmont anything. 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? I 
don’t think so. Any action on metropolitanism 
is going to come through the courts or 
legislation and if and when it is mandated in 
this way, Metco will be no longer necessary. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and lower standards 
of existing school system? I don’t believe so. 
We have no evidence in any way that this has 
happened. 

Needham 

Budget: $10 million. 

Pupils: 7,4(H). 

Metco program in existence: 5-6 years. 

Metco students: 80. 

Development of Metco program: Started 
at the high school level with about 30 students. 
Presently feel, however, that the best policy 
is to start at elementary level. So our high 
school participants, as they graduate, are 
being replaced by elementary children. 

Originally there was a citizens’ committee 
formed to study racial imbalance in 
Needham. The objectives of the study were to 
determine what were the best interests of 
Needham, not of Boston. 

The committee found that as kids were 
going to live in a multi-cultured world, it 
would be educationally and socially ad¬ 
vantageous to become involved in other 
societies and cultures, and that it is not now 
possible to live in isolation. 

Evaluation: I have a very positive attitude 
toward Metco. 

Advantages: It has been good for 
Needham. The program has worked well. It 
has been an important learning experience. 
'Hie Metco host family program has seemed 
to be well received and worked well. Our 
present program has been a success. 

Disadvantages: Bus ride for the black 
kids. There are no disadvantages for white 
kids. 

Budget: We do not charge tuition. 
However, financial considerations spill over 
to the advantage of the entire school system. 

Transportation, $41,(XX); support services, 
$17,045; salaries, $31,(XX). 

Monitors, reading specialists, coordinator, 
secretary; special projects, $11,(KX). Total, 
$100,545 - $1,250 per student. 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? 
Definitely not! Metropolitanism is a “scare 
word” that should have no meaning in terms 
of political reality. 

Involvement in Metco does not mean 
forced or reversed busing. It is an example of 
positive action on the part of a community to 
face a serious state and national problem: 
racial isolation.

Hewis said the petitions seek an im¬ 
mediate town meeting rather than a 
referendum in order to provide the town with 
a sounding board on Metco. A referendum 
would take several months, perhaps’not until 
the March annual town election. 

TMM Hewis said the town meeting is 
“simpler and more direct” than a referen¬ 
dum and provides an opportunity for public 
debate as well. If opponents of Metco are 
dissatisfied with the town meeting results, he 
pointed out, they could then go to referendum. 

The special town’meeting could fall in 
January some time, Hewis said. Then a 
referendum could be in February or at the 
annual election in March. 

The petition requests a special town 
meeting in order “to see what action the town 
will take on the question of metropolitan 
schools—Metco —school busing and on any 
other related matter.” 

If opponents waited until March for a 
referendum, Hewis said, the School Com¬ 
mittee will have already acted on the matter. 

Two hundred certified signatures are 
required to call a special town meeting. For a 
referendum issue coming from a town 
meeting, three percent of the town’s voting 
strength (about 367 signatures) are required

Town Counsel Writes To DNR 


On behalf of Winchester selectmen, town 
counsel Douglas Randall has written to the 
Department of Natural Resources asking if 
proposed construction by Stop & Shop 
Companies, Inc., for a shopping mall ad¬ 
jacent to the Aberjoaa River, is significant to 
control flooding and prevent storm damage. 

His letter follows an order of conditions 
report issued by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission after a public hearing in accordance 
With the Wetlands Protection Act regarding 
land currently owned by James A. and Helen 
M. Cullen. 

, In his letter, Randall said, “The question 
raised by this requested review pertains to 
the effect which the development, as a whole, 
Will have upon the flood conditions of the 
Aberjona River at this location and down¬ 
stream. 

• “The Board of Selectmen is currently 
involved in participating with the federal 
government in applications for flood in¬ 
surance and is yet to receive the 
hydrographic survey from the U. S. Corps of 
Engineers on the Aberjona Riuver basin of 
which the site is a portion. 

“Insofar as the conditions appended to the 
drder of the Conservation Commission, there 
is no objection interposed,’’ Randall wrote. 
“However, the limitation of the placement of 
fill in the Aberjona River might be sup¬ 
plemented with survey data outlining the 
natural boundaries of said river." 

Randall indicated he would appear before 
the Department to supply any factual in¬ 
formation presently in the possessson of the 
town if this might be of assistance in their 
reaching a determination. 

The Department of Natural Resources has 
also been recipient of the order of conditions 
by the Winchester Conservation Commision 
and a petition containing 10 names of so- 
called aggrieved residents who are opposed to 
Stop & Shop’s plans for a shopping mall 


TRAIN STATION 

Beverly K. Cox of 137 Mt. Vernon st. wrote 
to selectmen concerning “the sadly neglected 
condition of the Winchester train station.’’ 

Her letter said: “I was assured that 
someone from your office would urge the 
MBTA to remedy neglect of the squalidness in 
this important and active area. 

“This morning (Nov. 21) I was en¬ 
countered by at least 50 broken beer bottles; 
two whiskey bottles—not to mention the 
overflowing litter recepticle and strewn 
newspapers.” 

Selectmen, who have been in receipt of 
numerous complaints of residents in recent 
months, decided Monday night to contact the 
Winchester Board of Health requesting they 
take some form of action. 


There was a fire at the town-owned 
property at 10 Marshall rd. on Thanksgiving 
evening. 

According to Edward F. Donnelly, 
executive secretary to selectmen, the fire was 
caused by a lamp which was knocked off a 
table and ignited a box spring mattress in a 
bedroom. 

Firefighters were called. Windows were 
broken in order to get the mattress out of the 
house. There was also some smoke and water 
damage. 

John O’Hearn, administrative assistant in 
the selectmen’s office, estimates repairs to be 
about $1750. Selectmen voted to request $1500 
from the Reserve Fund to pay for the work. 

Selectmen are also making plans for $000 
worth of repairs at the town-owned 
Wedgemere Station. Plexiglas windows will 
be installed and repairs will be made to the 
heating system and doors.

Will black teachers be required in 
Winchester? Will their qualifications be the 
same as required of other teachers? 

Why can’t parents talk with parents of 
other towns which have Metco as well as 
Metco student parents? 

Mrs. McCully, who said she favored Metco 
back in 1967-68 and still does, feels the School 
Committee should have provided more 
details in November. 

In the past, the committee “counted 
heads” and gave all the facts, whereas this 
time their presentation was “more 
philosophical.” 

Mrs. Fitzgerald favors forgetting the past. 
The climate today, she said, referring to 
present integration problems in Boston, 
appears to be “quality education for all kids.” 

Mrs. McCully said, “People are fearful 
when they don’t have information. Give it to 
them and they become less afraid." 

School Committee members Catherine 
Fallon and Mary Pronski were present. While 
Mrs. Fallon favored Metco, Mrs. Pronski 
feels she does not have adequate information 
to accept the program. 

One of the CSA members asked Mrs. 
Fallon to provide her with the same in¬ 
formation she had. then perhaps she could 
come to the same favorable conclusion. 

Mrs. Fallon said all of the Metco in¬ 
formation would be made public. 

Another CSA member said she didn’t feel 
residents should have to get school in¬ 
formation from the newspapers. 

There was discussion as to when the School 
Committee would be making a decision on 
Metco. Mrs. Fallon said she thought it would 
be accomplished in a couple of weeks. Mrs. 
Pronski did not feel it would be that soon. 

School Committee chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst, not at the meeting, told The Star 
the decision might be made Dec. 23. 

Since the next meeting of CSA will not be 
until Jan. 14. Mrs. Fallon assured the 
membership that communication will be 
made with them before that date. “A package 
should be put together and presented in a 
morning," she said.

TMM Justin M. James expressed 
displeasure with such terms as “package” 
and “professionalism.” He said of certain so- 
called improvements in traffic patterns in 
Winchester: “It’s harder to drive through the 
center now than a year ago when the 
‘professionals’ got hold of it.” 

Nancy Dressier, member of the Win¬ 
chester Business Association, said the pur¬ 
pose of the request is to return to town 
meeting with ideas to vote on. 

“It’s premature tonight to assume all of 
these maybe’s are going to happen until we 
have a study.” 

Mrs. Dressier suggested that an in¬ 
vestment of $21,000 might realize a later 
return of “hundreds of thousands or 
millions.” 

She said she didn’t think the rehabilitation 
of the center would involve demolition but 
rather primarily face lifting. The purpose of 
the program, Mrs. Dressier said, would be 
“to keep Winchester Center charming.” 

Selectmen Smith reiterated his plea for the 
request. “I have been persuaded that no 
longer does Winchester have the image to 
attract developers to come to the downtown 
area. 

“We need to know where to go to get the 
help to put this program into action.” 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian also urged approval of the request, 
stating that the Planning Board may be 
forced to undertake the project if the request 
fails. 

In the end the meeting voted against the 
request by passing an amendment, to in¬ 
definitely postpone the article, 85-71. 

One hundred ninety-three members signed 
in for Monday’s session. 

The meeting Monday also took action to 
create an energy study committee. Debate 
took about 20 minutes. Town meeting 
members’ remarks bordered on the sar¬ 
castic. 

For example, TMM Clara Hewis noted 
that Town Hall use of electricity is up one 
percent because “there are more committees 
like this” using the Town Hall.

queries should be put in writing, he said. The 
staff will be busy preparing the Metco plan 
and budgets, Parkhurst said. 

Parkhurst also made an appeal to com¬ 
mitteemen not to go out polling teachers 
about their feelings on Metco. That is the 
prerogative of the administration, he in¬ 
dicated. 

To the committee’s desire for information 
on how the system’s staff feels about possible 
Metco involvement. Supt. MacDonald said he 
will get a consensus report to the committee 
“rather than individual statements.” 

Parkhurst expressed the belief that once 
the superintendent and the committee show 
their stance on Metco the staff will agree. 

During the evening Parkhurst had noted 
that members of the School Committee have 
been subject to personal abuse, crank calls 
“at all hours of the day and night” and two 
members subject to “spurious charges of 
conflict of interest." 

The town counsel, Parkhurst said, 
repudiated the charges. He also noted that the 
home of one committee person had been 
vandalized (by anti-Metco extremists). 

If Winchester accepts Metco, it would be 
one of 34 Greater Boston communities in¬ 
volved in this voluntary program of educating 
Boston children, particularly those from 
minority areas. 

The Winchester School Committee has 


Special TM 
Seems Likely 

Town Meeting Member Arthur J. Hewis 
Jr. filed what appears to be sufficient 
signatures to call a special town meeting to 
get an advisory vote on Metco participation. 

Hewis on Monday presented the select¬ 
men’s office with 599 signatures. The Board of 
Selectmen is required to schedule a town 
meeting within 45 days of receipt of sufficient 
signatures for a speeiul town meeting. 

Two VninrtreQ cerllfled signature* are 
enough to get u special meeting. Any vote of 
town meeting on the subject would only be 
advisory to the School Committee. 

The committee was scheduled to take a 
preliminary vote on Metco at a special 
meeting Tuesday night. (See story olsewhere 
this page.) 

At Town Hall on Monday Hewis said he 
was motivated to seek a special meeting at 
this time because the School Committee had 
publicly stated its intention to vote on Metco 
at its Dec. 23 meeting and then changed its 
mind to vote on the issue on Tuesday of this 
week. 

So Hewis and fellow workers organized 
over the weekend and gathered the 
signatures. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said the 
petitions are not on a form approved by law 
and the wording of the intended warrant 
article “doesn’t set forth with clarity the 
exact subject to be debated” (at town 
meeting). 

But, the counsel added, he would not rule 
the petition “legally deficient” because its 
intent is clear. 

Hewis last week said that if Metco op¬ 
ponents are dissatisfied with the results of the 
advisory vote of town meeting, they could 
take the issue to a referendum. 

The referendum vote would also be ad¬ 
visory, however, since School Committee 
action is not subject to review by any body. 

Counsel Randall believes a referendum 
would have to fall some time in February 
(presuming the special meeting lasted one 
session) because of legal time schedules. 

The annual town election is scheduled for 
March 3. Thus a referendum would entail 
considerable additional expense to the town 
because a special election would have to be 
called. 

Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson said Tuesday 
that a special referendum would cost about 
$3,400 “in round figures." 

Randall said that if the special town 
meeting fails to take any decisive action then 
a referendum could not follow. A move to 
indefinitely postpone could not be subject to 
referendum, he said. 

Metco is a voluntary program which would 
initially involve the busing of about 40 Boston 
pupils to Winchester schools. Current 
thinking is to place the youngsters in kin¬ 
dergarten and first grades. 

There is no reverse busing; that is, no 
Winchester pupils would be bused to Boston. 
Metco is distinct from metropolitan 
schooling, which is the merging of city school 
system with suburban systems to achieve 
integration. 

TMM Hewis in a press release said the 
subject matter of the special town meeting is 
“Metco-Metropolitan Schools and-or any 
related subject. 

“At this time there is no organized effort,” 
he wrote. “My position is as unofficial ‘om¬ 
budsman’ due to prior experience in these 
matters. When a group is formed there will be 
a public announcement.” 

Hewis’s press release continues: 

“We are surprised and disappointed that 
the School Committee appears to be taking 
action on the Metco proposal without keeping 
their published word—that there would be a 
series of discussions before the vote ” 


expressed the desire to receive one bus load 
(about 45 children) to be taught in kin¬ 
dergarten and first grades. 

If the committee finally votes approval of 
the plan and Metco goes along, then the 
program would begin in September. 

Tuesday’s vote was a conditional one. 

Another vote will be taken when Mac¬ 
donald’s plan is finished, presumably in mid- 
January. to finally accept or reject Metco 
participation. 

Meanwhile, the Board of Selectmen ap¬ 
parently has received sufficient signatures 
from residents to call a special town meeting 
within 45 days to take an advisory vote on 
Metco. 

There has been talk that signatures are 
also being circulated for an initiative petition 
on Metco. 

That has been denied by Town Meeting 
Member Arthur J. Hewis Jr., who directed 
the signature drive for a special town 
meeting. 

Hewis has indicated, however, that if the 
town meeting votes in favor of Metco he may 
attempt a referendum. 

Both a town meeting vote and a referen¬ 
dum vote would be advisory only since School 
Committee actions in Massachusetts are 
autonomous. 

WE A Wants 
Information 

Metco was the major agenda item of the 
Winchester Education Association’s 
representative council meeting last Wed¬ 
nesday when teachers heard how the 
program would be implemented. 

Lexington High School teacher Maurice F. 
Donovan, member of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association and chairman of the 
Metropolitan Planning Project advisory 
committee, answered questions from WEA 
member*. 

Most dealt with how Metco will be im¬ 
plemented in Winchester and Metco’s im¬ 
plications for the system’s staff. WEA is 
composed of a majority of Winchester’s 
public school teachers. 

The following were some of the questions 
raised. 

How many elementary schools will be 
involved in Metco? 

—Will kindergarten classes be included? 

—How will Metco affect class sizes in the 
elementary schools? 

—What input will teachers have into the 
specific elements of the program in Win¬ 
chester? 

What preparation will be provided for 
teachers who will have Metco students? 

The WEA will seek answers to these and 
other questions before it takes a position on 
Metco, the leadership said. 

WEA will also conduct meetings with 
teachers at each elementery school to 
disseminate information and discuss the 
proposal. 

Teachers from school systems which 
already have Metco will be invited to visit 
Winchester to discuss their attitudes.

Christmas Lights 
Go On This Year 

Winchester will have some Christmas 
lighting in its center this year. Where and how 
much is yet to be determined. 

Tuesday night the Park Commissioners 
agreed that Winchester should have some 
Christmas lighting this year even if it is just 
“a few evergreen trees." 

Chairman Albert MacDonnell said, 
“Certainly there is an energy crisis, but to 
look at other towns you’d never know it.” He 
recommended the town do something this 
year, perhaps light a few trees the Sunday 
before Christmas until New Year's. 

Cmsr. Chandler Parkhurst pointed to 
Belmont and Reading as two towns which 
“are really lighting up like a Christmas tree,” 
and said he felt at least a few evergreens 
should be lighted. 

The question of whether the town has 
enough Christmas bulbs was raised by Park 
Supt. Herbert S. Mullen, who noted that in 
years past the Winchester Business 
Association has paid for bulbs. 

“This year no one has approached us,” 
said Mullen. 

Several members felt it might be a good 
idea to contact WBA and see if they would be 
willing to help this year. Mullen accepted the 
job of contacting WBA. 

Cmsr. William S. Ryerson is in favor of the 
town going it alone. He felt there isn’t enough 
time before Christmas to wait for groups to 
meet and come up with plans. 

“Let’s do the evergreen trees,” suggested 
Cmsr. Stella Aitken. 

The board decided they would light as 
many evergreens in the center area depen¬ 
ding on the number of bulbs they have either 
from present stock or through WBA. 


...So Is Archivist, School Survey 


The third of probably four special town 
meeting sessions Monday approved $4,250 for 
a school attitude survey and approved 
creation of a town archives center. 

Though the town meeting at this special 
session has been pecuniary in regard to ap¬ 
propriations, the school attitude survey 
money passed on a strong vote. 

Indications were the members were im¬ 
pressed with the large volunteer effort which 
has thus far gone into surveying the town in 
regard to this attempt to improve com¬ 
munications between the School Committee 
and the town. 

Created by the School Committee, the 
work of the attitude survey committee is 
independent of the School Committee. 

William H. McCarter Jr., chairman of the 
survey’s steering committee, said one goal of 
the program is to “promote public awareness, 
and participation in school planning and 
programs.” 

So far more than 1,000 questions have been 
sent to the committee. Dec. 16 is the deadline 
for residents who wish to submit possible 
questions for the survey questionnaire. 

The questionnaire, according to McCarter, 
is to be sent to every household in Winchester. 
June 30 is the target date for the survey 
report. 

Finance Chairman Barbara Hankins said 
in support of the project that the School 
Committee is responding to one set of 
pressures (parents) while the town meeting 
in trimming the committee budget has been 
responding to another (taxpayers). 

She said everyone would benefit from the 
survey, which would determine the 
educational priorities in the town. 

Town Meeting Member Edward F. 
O’Connell was one of the few who argued 
against. 

He said the channels of communication 


are open via PTAs, open School Committee 
and town meetings. “What does one do with 
this massive information that gets fed back 
into the system. Absolutely nothing has any 
binding effect on the actions of the School 
Committee.” 

Approval came on a strong voice vote. 

There were three articles dealing with 
historical matters acted on Monday. One 
appropriated $1,500 for a graphic exhibit in 
conjunction with the town’s and country’s 
anniversaries. 

Another voted down $6,700 for publication 
of a tour guide of historical places in Win¬ 
chester. The third approved $3,000 for hiring a 
part-time archivist to establish a town ar¬ 
chives center. 

There are four articles remaining on the 
warrant. One is to change the zoning of the 
site of the Winchester Theatre to permit 
construction of an apartment building. 
Another is to push back by 50 feet the zoning 
line on present business zones on Swanton 
street. 

The third is to appropriate $117,000 to the 
Board of Selectmen for various sup¬ 
plemented budgets caused by rising fuel 
costs and $44,000 to the School Committee for 
increased costs due to Ch. 766. 

Chapter 766 is the state-mandated special 
needs program new this year. 

The fate of this two-part article is in doubt 
since there is little the town can do about 
rising energy costs but this special town 
meeting has been extremely cautious about 
passing money articles. 

The last article seeks approval for an 
elderly meeting center behind the Knights of 
Columbus Hall on Mt. Vernon street.

Bicycle Path Voted By Special TM... 


The Winchester special town meeting 
voted to appropriate $12,000 for a bicentennial 
bicycle path last Thursday evening. Fifty 
percent of this is expected to be reimbursed 
by the state. 

D At the same meeting, town meeting 
members turned down a request (69 for, 74 
against) to reconsider article 4 calling for 
hiring a consultant to advise a course of ac¬ 
tion to revitalize Winchester Center. And they 
refused to vote $31,385 for selectmen to make 
repairs to town-owned property. 

BIKE PATH 

George and Joy Drummond of the bicycle 
path committee of the Winchester Bicen¬ 
tennial Committee .asked town meeting for 
$24,000 for a 2.3 mile bike and pedestrian path 
adjacent to the Aberjona River beginning 
across from the J. H. Winn Co. and ending 
near Ginn Field. 

Drummond explained the money would be 
divided as follows; $2,000 for signs and labor 
connected with putting up signs; $12,000 for 
excavation; and $10,000 for bituminous 
concrete. 

He said if town meeting “approves this 
request tonight, there is a good chance of 
getting matching funds from the state.” 

Frank Curtis of the Winchester Historical 
Commission, which established the Bicen¬ 
tennial Commission at the request of select¬ 
men, said maintenance of the path would be 
“essentially nil for the first five years.” 

He noted after that time maintenance 
would be “handled by the Park Department.” 

TMM Clarence S. Borggaard of Prec. 3, 
was in favor of the article. He said: In Den¬ 
mark they have bike paths “on both sides of 
the roads.” 

TMM Eugene B. Rotondi of Prec. 1 con¬ 
siders the bike path will add safety for the 
town’s youthful cyclists. 


TMM Lenore Frazier of precinct 5 recalled 
Dr. Paul Dudley White and said a bike path 
could be “Winchester’s heart-line.” 

And a town meeting member who iden¬ 
tified himself as a former Finance Committee 
member and a person connected with tran¬ 
sportation, noted “times are changing.” He 
said as there is more conservation of energy, 
there will be fewer automobiles used by 
housewives who will resort to bicycles. “This 
is a good project for the town,” he said. 

Barbara Hankins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, offered the only sub¬ 
stantial negative opinion. “We feel In this 
year of austerity the bicentennial can be 
made meaningful without high costs to the 
town.” 

Mrs. Hankins recommended obtaining 
“private sources” to fund such a project. 

Finally, on the recommendation of Vito 
Giarrizzo, chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
men, the town reduced the amount from 
$24,000 to $12,000 with the proviso that 50 
percent of the work will be done by town. 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick initiated a motion 
for reconsideration of article 4 calling for a 
request for funds to pay for a consultant to 
advise the town on rehabilitating Winchester 
Center area. 

Chadwick noted the vote at the previous 
special town meeting had been close, 85 op¬ 
posed and 71 in favor, a difference of 14 votes. 

He said at the beginning of the initial 
session of the present special town meeting 
there were 193 town meeting members 
present; but when the vote for article 4 took 
place, attendance had dropped to 156, a loss of 
37 members. 

Chadwick said he is "absolutely convinced 
that this meeting did not vote in accordance 
with the desires of the citizens-of this town.” 

He said the townspeople want “some 


positive action on the center area. They want 
it now and as soon as possible. 

"By this vote we have guaranteed 
stagnation. Worse still, if we let the 
situation continue we 

will have further deterioration,” 

Chadwick said areas of Woburn were 
former eyesores but have been changed from 
“dismal deteriorating buildings’’ to 
something “quite different.” 

Chadwick suggested finding out why , 
residents go out of town to shop and what 
would keep them shopping locally. “Tlieae 

things are ascertainable,” he said, “but we 
can’t expect laymen on a committee to'dorp^ 
up with this kind of information.” 

TMM Arthur J. Hewis Jr. said the town 
didn’t need “to hire a person to read the 
federal and state books to see how we can get 
federal money.” He said, “Thousands has 
been spent studying already.” 

His solution to the center problem is to 
change the zoning law to allow multi-purpose 
use in Winchester Center. Stores, offices and 
apartments would stimulate center business, 
he said.

Tlu> Winchester School Committee 
Tuesday voted 5-1 to direct the administration 
to prepare an implementation plan for Metco 
participation. 

In the words of the chairman. Stephen R. 
Parkhurst. “it’s a safe assumption" the 
committee action indicates tentative ap¬ 
proval for Metco participation. 

Several hundred persons were present for 
the 50-minute discussion at Ambrose School 
but few from the audienco spoke. It was clear 
from the outset that the committee favors 
participation. 

The sole committee dissenter, Mary G. 
Pronski. attempted at the start of the meeting 
to pul off a vote on Metco until the end of the 
meeting. 

Mrs. Pronski argued that the item was a 
“new” one since it didn’t appear on the 
committee's printed agenda. Committeeman 
Richard Pharo argued that Metco was an old 
item because of its discussion at previous 
meetings of the committee. 

The committee voted 5-1 to take action on 
Metco and then went on to become embroiled 
in an argument with Mrs. Pronski over the 
wording of the motion to direct the superin¬ 
tendent to prepare a plan for later committee 
vote 

Mrs. Pronski insisted that the word 
“implementation” in the motion implies 
committee approval of Metco when “all we 
arc asking for is information from Metco so 
we first have the opportunity to hear it." 

The dissenting committee person wanted 
the motion only to direct the superintendent to 
gather information on Metco. 

Committee person Catherine R. Fallon, 
who made the initial motion to vote on Metco. 
said that to merely gather information and 
not draw up a plan for action would give them 
nowhere to go. “It’s important we go 
somewhere.” 

A vote was taken on Mrs. Pronski’s ob¬ 
jection, with Committeeman Richard Pharo 
voting with Mrs. Pronski. 

Supt. William C. MacDonald said he will 
bring back to the committee by the second 
week in January a plan along with alternative 
plans “to best serve the kids."

unanswered questions. “I don’t know 
anythVng about it.” 

Some of her questions were which grades 
would be involved, how would Metco be 
funded, who makes that type of decision —

Chairman Parkhurst commented: “As for 
as Winchester is concerned, since no proposal 
has been made (yet) we’re all starting from 
scratch.” 

Parkhurst earlier appealed to fellow 
committeemen and the public not to inundate 
the school administration with questions.

The estate is located partly in 
Arlington, on Mystic street, and partly 
in Winchester, on Cambridge street 
The territory was originally 
Charlestown and Monotomy. later 
Arlington and Winchester 

■’Of late it has been spoken of as the 
Smith farm The Samuel Smith farm, 
however, is located on High street, in 
the town of Winchester, a long distance 
from, and in no way connected with the 
present estate 

“The Swan farm was originally a 
part of the Squaw Sachem farm, 
famous in the early annals of this 
section The *Squa Sachem’ was 
otherwise known as the Queen of 
Misticke,’ and' in 1620. she owned 
substantially all the land in Winchester, 
and in several of the adjoining towns.” 

"In 1636, shV executed the following 
deed to Jotham Gibbons of Boston... " 
PD (The deed gave to Gibbons Squaw- 
Sachem ’s land "which lies against the 
ponds of the Mysticke. with the said 
ponds. No reason for the "gift” is

Professional Planner 
Onlv Answer Today 

EDITOR OF T1IIC STAR. 

Last Monday’s town meeting came as a 
shock to many associated with attempts to 
improve Winchester Center. Certainly it is 
hard to vote for $21,000. 

But the selectmen’s task force committee 
has shown that residences will have to bear 
tax additions much higher than that if present 
standards of services are to be maintained, 
unless the center is improved. In amy case, 
surely the work of that committee deserves 
more than the cursory dismissal it received. 

Among the questions raised at the meeting 
that should have been thoroughly discussed 
were: 

(1) Why engage a planner at all, why not 
local unpaid citizens? (2) Why another 
planning firm, why not use the existing plan 
from Candeub and Fleissig? (3) Mow will the 
$21,000 be spent? 

I would like to venture some answers to 
these questions as one who has pondered this 
problem with members of the WBA for four 
years, has spoken to many architects about it 
and planners and developers, as well as 
arranged for open meetings to make known a 
variety of solutions to the problem. 

(1) Many individuals, both lay and 
professional, and several committees have 
given hours of time to the subject of the center 
but have not come up with an answer because 
no one has had the means to formulate a 
consensus of opinion, the time to pursue all 
aspects involved nor the authority to press 
forward any ideas. 

Many towns now employ a full-time 
planner, a method this town would clearly not 
use. The selectmen's Task Force Committee 
concluded, however, that professional 
planning is needed to sum up such ideas on 
the center as have so far been collected, and 
to shape it into an acceptable and workable 
plan. 

(2) Why a new firm, why not the Candeub 
and Fleissig report? Their recommendations 
were in part good, but hard to evaluate since 
their effect on the town was not visually 
presented. 

Above all, the suggested method for 
change was too theoretical and in the light of 
experience, impossible to carry out. To be 
sure, the Planning Board has created the 
mid-rise apartment zone in the center. 

But in order to muke use of the zoning 
changes, Candeub and Fteisaig suggested 

“action by private developers to assemble 
obsolete commercial and residential 
properties for rebuilding.’’ 

No developer has been willing to accept 
this challenge! Again, to improve the ap¬ 
pearance of the retail area, they suggest 
“action by individual property owners in 
cooperation with the Center Study Com- 
mitteee and the WBA.’’ 

The WBA spent time and money to draw 
up plans for improving one of the downtown 
retail properties and in spite of enthusiastic 
receptions by the public at an open meeting, 
and by the owners of the property themselves, 
neither group has known how to carry it out. 

The kind of planning firm the selectmen’s 
committee had in mind when it asked for 
$21,000 is one which can, and does, carry its 
proposals into action. It is unfortunate that in 
the presentation, urban renewal and eminent 
domain were so prominently discussed. 

These are only some of the tools that 
planners have used (e.g. Amherst). A 
planning firm can help devise incentive 
schemes to property owners for property 
improvement (e.g. Natick), or propose 
changes in tax structure, and tailor them to 
our town. 

For $21,000 the town would get a “brain¬ 
storm." For two to three months such a firm 
would muster all its resourees-economists, 
planners, architects, lawyers, to make a 
unified proposal, illustrate it with models and 
photographs, subject it to open discussion. 

Further it would present the means for 
implementation by seeking out the finances 


available for the change and statutes which 
could be used in its cause. A planning firm 
could further be employed to present this plan 
to developers and act as spokesman to con¬ 
vince them of success within such a 
framework. 

The history of Winchester shows that town 
deterioration is not new, nor is the 
proliferation of committees to effect change, 
nor the employment of a planner to deal with 
a specific area of change. 

The fact that in the past such committees 
were more successful than they seem to be at 
present is due in part to the fact that the 
problems were less complex, the population 
smaller (44,861 in 1890, just before the 
Manchester Field project was begun) and 
that there was relatively more t money 
available. 

Many public schemes were saved by 
private funds (Mr Ginn paid $38,000 for a 
piece of property in order to ensure its 
demolition and clear the way for Man¬ 
chester’s Aberjona park). 

Above all, the dedicated individuals who 
helped to shape Winchester enjoyed an in¬ 
come and a way of life which allowed a single- 
minded pursuit of their vision almost im¬ 
possible today. Professional planners seem to 
be the only alternative to that mode of action.

High Cost Of Living Helps 
Some See Real Christmas

The cost of living this holiday season 
seems to be helping many people gain per¬ 
spective on the real meaningfiM CftWaltwe* 

This year, as none other in my lifetifa^', I 
hear people talking about cutting down oty 
Christmas expenses, reducing meaningless 
trivia, sending greeting cards only to those at 
distances and putting more of “the personal 
touch” into gifts. 

A friend of mine is telephoning her 
Christmas greetings and making persohal 
visits to those in her neighborhood. 

Another friend told me she is saving 
postage by delivering cards to people in the 
same town. For those who have the time, 
these visits can turn into real blessings. 

Parishioners of the First Congregational 
Church and the Parish of the Epiphany are 
delivering one holiday greeting card per 
family to the church for all their church 
friends. These cards are displayed in the 
narthex. 

The idea here is that the money not spent 
on additional cards and postage may be 
donated to a worthy cause. And there are 
plenty of those around. 

Many people speak of buying less ex¬ 
pensive gifts for family members and giving 
homemade articles. Here the personal touch 
becomes evident. 

Are you doing something different this 
Christmas to add more meaning to your life 
and those around you? 

Last Thursday night Rep. Harrison 
Chadwick appealed to members of the special 
town meeting to reconsider article 4 and 
“take some positive action on the center 
area." This, he said, would be in response to 
what townspeople desire. 

But this second opportunity to help put 
Winchester Center back on its feet was turned 
down. The reconsideration request lost by 
five votes. 

It appears to me a town meeting that 
would choose a bicycle path over revitalizing 
its center is having difficulty getting 
priorities in order. 

Selectmen agree with this opinion, as was 
revealed Monday night in their discussion 
prior to the third session of the Dec. 2 special 
town meeting. 

“Town meeting has done a poor job,” said 
John Sullivan, who noted his "disappointment 
in what has happened so far." 

Sullivan said he didn't really blame town 
meeting members. Instead, the fault is with 
selectmen themselves for not communicating 
“priorities" and with the Finance Committee 
for their negative recommendations, he said. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith agreed. He 
noted the intense consideration he and his 
associates give to potential articles so that 
only “urgent matters” are brought up at a 
special town meeting. 

“If we were just choosing to be responsive 
to citizens requests and complaints" there 
would be many more articles on the present 
warrant, Smith said. 

He pointed to the weekly requests from 
residents for additional street lighting in all 
parts of town as a perfect example. “We do 
exercise some kind of judgment," said Smith. 

“The very fact that we are having a 
special town meeting shows we feel these 
matters are important to the town," said 
Chairman Vito Giarrizzo. 

William Chapman, too, mentioned his 
disappointment that “true grit articles are 
not getting the attention of town meeting they 
warrant." 

Selectmen finally determined the mood of 


the present town meeting is to keep the tax 
r^te down.

.problem, that town meeting members are 
^frustrated about the cost of living and are 
using warrant articles to vent their anger. 

No one can condemn voters who watch 
pennies and try to keep taxes down, but I 
think criticism is due when decision makers 
are pennywise yet pound foolish. 

The Star has complained in the past about 
municipal boards holding meetings which are 
not posted. The law requires that these 
meetings be posted at least 24 hours 
beforehand to enable the general public to 
attend. 

Tuesday night the Finance Committee and 
Board of Selectmen met in the selectmen’s 
meeting to discuss article 11. This meeting 
was not posted. 

At least they met in the Town Hall and not 
in somebody’s home as has been the case of 
some boards in the past. Also the meeting was 
held on a non-holiday. 

In an effort to provide transportation in 
getting people who do not have cars to church, 
the Winchester Unitarian Church has started 
a pick-up service. 

Called Hospitality Car, the program has 
various volunteer families taking turns on 
Sundays picking up those who would not get to 
church otherwise. 

This is certainly being a good neighbor. 

The Unitarian Church is looking for 
volunteers to court-watch. 

According to their newsletter, the 
Administration of Justice office of the UU 
Service Committee is planning a court¬ 
watching project in the Roxbury District 
Court for early 1975. 

The purpose of the project is to elevate the 
quality of justice in this particular court and 
to acquire knowledge with which to influence 
judicial reform in the 1975 legislature. 

A New England chain of ice cream stores 
and restaurants is encouraging SIN as they 
try to increase their business through radio 
commercial skits. Instead of WIN (whip 
inflation now) the commercials feature less 
expensive menus which will SIN (stop in¬ 
flation now.) 

Everybody has to get into the act. The 
commercials are pretty clever though.

Metco Tactical Error; 
‘Christmas’ Now ‘Holiday’ 


Many people seem confused about the 
sequence of events over this Metco thing. 

The most important thing to remember, 
perhaps, is that no matter what the town 
meeting votes, or the public decides in a 
possible referendum, the School Committee 
action is the final one as far as Winchester is 
concerned. 

Neither the town meeting, nor the public 
through a referendum can negate the action 
of a School Committee in Massachusetts. This 
much we know so far: 

1. The School Committee has “tentatively” 
approved Metco participation. 

2. There will likely be a special town 
meeting in January or early February to vote 
an advisory opinion on Metco. 

3. A referendum is possible following the 
special town meeting if the town meeting 
members vote in favor of Metco. 

4. No matter what the special town 
meeting says, or the public in referendum, or 
the School Committee, Metco has the final say 
whether some Boston children are educated 
in Winchester or not. 

5. And lastly, though some of the op¬ 
position has surfaced, they have yet to really 
show themselves. I am still adamant that 
those who favor Metco far, far outweigh those 
opposed.

1 know everyone is sick of hearing about 
Metco so I’ll just make one more point and go 
on to something else. 


It seems to me the School Committee 
made an error (both tactical and 
philisophical) in changing the date of its 
Metco vote from Dec. 23 as originally an¬ 
nounced to this past Tuesday. 

The committee didn’t try to hide the fact 
that it was going to vote on Metco earlier than 
expected. They even telephoned The Star so 
we could put something in about it. 

But it gave the opposition a wedge. The 
committee’s change of mind on dates looked 
bad and the Metco opponents have used that 
poor appearance to their advantage.

—Just as it’s important for those who 
oppose Metco not to name-call (“do- 
gooders,” “bleeding hearts’’) it’s important 
for Metco supporters not to call opponents 
rascists.

Wetlands Protect Animals, 
But Disappearing Fast 


What is a wetland? 

Contrary to popular conception, a wetland 
is far from a wasteland or a breeding place 
for mosquitoes and flies. Acre for acre, 
wetlands are the most productive plant and 
wildlife environments in the world, providing 
food, shelter and nesting grounds for coun¬ 
tless species of fish, birds and mammals. 

Whenever a wetland is filled in, the 
delicate web linking wetlands to streams and 
rivers and then to the sea is strained or torn 
apart. Wetlands also provide opportunities 
for hunting, fishing, biking, bird watching, 
blueberry picking and other outdoor 
recreation. 

Pave over a "wetland wasteland” and you 
destroy one more fast-disappearing op¬ 
portunity for man to breathe, smell and feel a 
natural environment. 

Bogs, marshes and river meadows are all 
inland wetlands. More precisely, however, a 
wetland is a stage in the life of a pond or lake. 
A cycle of growth and decay continues over 
years, and the pond begins to fill in. 

Grasses, bulrushes and eventually woods 
emerge from the shallow water. Ultimately, 
if not checked by other environmental fac¬ 
tors, the wetland becomes a field or forest. 

Inland wetlands act as natural catch 
basins. By storing, then releasing rainwater 
slowly, wetlands prevent flash floods 
downstream. In the U.S. every year there is 
more than $700 million in flood damage. 

The U.S. Army Corp of Engineers, which 
in the last 30 years has spent more than $4 
billion on flood control projects, now ad¬ 
vocates that one of the most effective and 
economical approaches to flood control is the 
acquisition of large natural wetlands. 

This is far less expensive than dredging 
channels and constructing and maintaining 
dams. 

Besides flood control, the slow release of 
the water from the wetlands enables some of 
the stored water enough time to sink deep into 
the ground where it replenishes ground water 
supplies, keeps springs bubbling and fills 
wells. 

Draining, filling or paving over a swamp 
or marsh will destroy its natural ability to 
store water. 

Aesthetics of wetlands affects the 
economics of towns also. Property values are 
higher in areas where open space is 
preserved than where they have been filled in 
for housing, roads and parking.

keeping wetlands and waterways free from 
pollution, is in the process of establishing a 
new national permit program to control 
discharge of pollutants from factories, waste 
disposal plants and other processing 
operations 

In Massachusetts, officials hope^ that 
tighter laws will, in 10 years, lead to the 
protection of the state’s more than 300.000 
acres of inland wetlands, roughly six percent 
of the state’s area. About one per cent is 
destroyed yearly. 

There are critics of the effectiveness of the 
state’s programs to protect inland wetlands. 
One of them is Allen Morgan, executive vice- 
president of the Audobon Society, who leveled 
charges this month. 

He points to the lack of implementation of 
the Inland Wetlands Act of 1968 (not to be 
confused with the Wetlands Protection Act of 
1972) which is directly administered by the 
state. 

So far, he reports, the act restrictions, 
which could guard strategic and valuable 
wetlands, have been approved in only three 
towns: Dover, Wellesley and Westwood. 

To remedy what is considered a lack, 
Audobon obtained foundation grants this 
summer to develop programs to aid con¬ 
servation commissions and other groups in 
their efforts which focus on wetlands. 

A flood plan management kit will be 
available Dec. 1 to help in mapping and in 
understanding the national flood insurance 
program. Another project is a technical guide 
to assist commissions, like Winchester’s, in 
writing "orders of conditions" required under 
the 1972 act. 

A wetland plant guide and color slides is 
another project in the works at Audubon. The 
botanical guide will aid commissions and 
citizens in identifying wetlands. This iden¬ 
tification by plant life is a new amendment to 
the 1972 act to prove the existence of a 
wetland

Sunday was do-it-ourself Christmas card 
day at our house; I am glad it is over. 

1 must have been out of my mind when I 
blithely volunteered to create our message 
and reproduce it myself this year. Next year I 
am going to let the friendly local printer 
multiply my efforts *which I am going to 
design with a felt tip pen and a piece of typing 
paper 

This year’s effort required special tools, 
cutters, inks, printing blocks and rollers. 

After hours of work cutting a block, nicked 
fingers, blood-spattered paper and paint- 
spattered children, the results were hung to 
dry on fishing lines strung up in the living and 
dining room. 

Despite my marked lack of technical skill. 
I think the final results might pass muster in a 
Cub Scout troop, but just barely. But I am 
sure that our “original,” while lacking in 
skill, does not lack in the personal touch in 
conveying a season’s greeting. 

Do you call it “primitive” art? asked my 
spouse when he surveyed the results. 

Although economy suggested that we use 
our own labor and a free supply of printing 
paper scrap samples, 1 am much in favor of 
personzlied Christmas cards, or even cards 
with a cause, such as Unicef's wonderful ones 
which aid the international children’s fund. 

I am delighted to receive homemade or 
home-designed cards, photo greetings, and 
even the ubiquitous Christmas letters (which 
I send myself). 

I am dismayed by the impersonal custom 
of signature — imprinted cards and 
depressed by stock designs and meaningless 
messages. 


My personal feeling is why bother at all 
unless you give something of yourself? 

After completing the printing task, 1 
served this quickie casserole of leftover beef 
to the family. It has always won raves for its 
cheddar cheese and wine-laced flavor. It is 
also a good meat extender in these days of 
economy. 

Savory Beef Casserole 
3 tablespoons shortening 
2 medium onions, sliced 

2 cups cut-up leftover beef or pot roast 
1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 

I can (l pound) stewed tomatoes 
•a cup red wine 

I I cup water 

1 can (2 oz.) pimentos, sliced 
1 teaspoon salt 
Pinch oregano (generous) 
pinch black pepper 

3 cups cooked macaroni, drained 

0 to 8 ounces grated cheddar cheese 

In skillet, heat shortening and saute onions 
until golden brown. 

Stir in beef and brown quickly over high 
heat. 

Stir in flour and then next seven 
ingredients. 

Simmer a few minutes until slightly 
thickened. 

In large casserole, layer macaroni, meat 
mixture and cheese. Repeat, ending with 
cheese. 

Bake in a preheated oven (375 degrees) for 
15 to 20 minutes until heated through and 
bubbling. 

Garnish with parsley, if desired. Six 
servings.

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Leo Baranek 

Channel 5 Head Intended To 
Be President In Name Only

A leader in the field of communications is 
Leo Beranek of 7 Ledgewood rd. 

Today, as president of Boston Broad¬ 
casters, Inc., operators of WCVB-TV, 
Channel 5, Beranek is involved in daily 
decisions affecting the quality of programs 
seen by many of the 2-3 million people in the 
greater Boston area television audience. The 
present job follows a long, distinguished 
career that began with a Ph.D in com¬ 
munication engineering in 1940 from Har¬ 
vard. 

As ex-president of Bolt, Beranek & 
Newman, a consulting firm with over 000 
employees, Beranek is familiar with the need 
for effective management in dealing with 
large groups of creative people. 

“One of my traits is to hire good people. 
I’ve learned through history not to com¬ 
promise.” He sees his job with Channel 5 as 
encompassing many of the same kinds of 
challenges as his former work, but admits 
that the move into public communications 
“kind of sneaked up on me. 

“We applied for license to operate the 
station when the FCC opened it up for new 
applicants. My intention was to be president 
in name only, one day a week. The executive 
vice-president would be here full time. But 
when the license came in 1969, I became full¬ 
time president I haven’t switched in what I 
do, only the name of the company.” 

According to Beranek, today’s television 
viewer is becoming selective in viewing 
habits. “People are freer to turn the knob 
than they used to be. Station loyalty is 
disappearing; people are quite aware of the 
programs that they like. I do the same thing 
myself. If I find a good program, I watch it.” 

One of Channel 5’s efforts to increase 
viewer loyalty centers around the station’s 
emphasis on public affairs programming. A 
good deal of Beranek’s time is spent in 
dealing with community groups - chambers of 
commerce, various public commissions and 
agencies. 

“I try to bring back preferences of viewers 
to the station. We have interviewed over 600 
community leaders, from the mayor of 
Boston to the chief of police and league of 
Women Voters, and sent out over 12,000 


questionnaires to random viewers to get ideas 
on how people think we could become a better 
station.” 

This kind of feedback has resulted in 
programs centering on such issues as safety 
at Logan Airport, cleaning up the Charles 
River, ambulance safety and food stamp 
programs. Viewer polls also indicate that the 
station’s most popular programs are "Good 
Morning” and “Ur. Timothy .Johnson’s House 
Call.” 

One question that concerns many parents if 
the effect on children of violence on 
television. Beranek shares this concern. 

“We all have the broad feeling that too 
much violence on television is bad. A steady 
diet of violence isn’t going to be good for the 
normal, thinking child. 

“But there is a line to be drawn between 
some violence and none. Throughout history 
we’ve had violence in drama and literature 
Children’s fairy tales are full of it; people get 
cut up and their eyes scratched out. 

“People seem to demand a certdin amount 
of violence, perhaps to vent an instinct that 
we all hove.” Studies which Channel 5 has 
commissioned on the impact of violonce on 
the television viewer, have been inconclusive. 

In deciding where to draw the line, 
Beranek feels the public itself offers a check, 
either by turning off the television set, or by 
protesting to stations. “Society, when they 
complain, is doing the right thing.” 

Although violence on television has 
decreased in the past five years, sex has 
become more prevalent. Dr. Beranek notes 
conflicting attitudes on this subject. 

“There’s a side that says that the shielding 
of children from the facts of sex is very bad, 
that children will grow up in a kind of unreal 
world. Others say that sex is something that is 
so personal that it shouldn’t be talked about or 
discussed.” 

Beranek has regard for the individual to 
make judgments for himself. “Even children 
have picked up some value judgments that 
make sense. I have a feeling that we may end 
up with a healthy happy medium.” 

As to the question of how much television 
children should watch, Beranek believes 
parents ought to exercise some kind of control 
over their children’s viewing. “Rationing 
seems to help.” 

With over 60 percent of families today

owning two television sets or more, he notes 
that it is increasingly difficult to monitor 
what children watch at home. 

Beranek points out that Channel 5 is the 
only locally owned, commercial station in 
Boston. “The significance of this is that we’re 
not used as a money machine for a big cor¬ 
poration. 

Profits run approximately one-third of 
other stations because so much more goes 
back into local programming. A significant 
number of stockholders are also working at 
the station. 

They have an understanding of the 
problems of operating a station like ours. This 
is a vantage point flavored from both sides; 
we want to be financially successful but, at 
the same time, to be good for the public.” 

If awards are any measure, Channel 5, 
under Beranek’s leadership, seems to be 
thriving. The station has been averaging one 
award every two weeks since they’ve been on 
the air. 

“We have as yet to receive an Emmy, but 
were finalists last year for “The Frightening 
Feeling You’re Going to Die,” a special on 
heart attacks. We think that we are doing an 
effective job of communicating with the 
community.”

The Long And Short 
Of Dog Pound Bill 

EDITOR OF TIIF STAR: 

There must be many people who are 
wondering why Winchester cut the holding 
period for lost and stray dogs in our pound 
from to down to seven days in line with the 
seven days in the rest of the state in view of 
the fact that my letter to The Star in June 
stated that S.849, our bill to restore the 10-day 
holding period, had triumphantly passed the 
legislature, and had made it to Gov. Sargent’s 
desk 

We had been very apprehensive about 
whether the governor would sign the bill, but 
both Republican and Democratic legislators 
all smiled and said, "It’s a good bill. Don’t 
worry. He’ll sign it." 

We were worried because Gov. Sargent is 
a member of the Board of Directors of the 
MSPCA, which had in 1973 secretly cut the 
humane 10-day holding period in our public 
pounds down to an impossible five days, and 
both that group (worth an estimated 00 
million tax-free dollars), and the Animal 
Rescue League (worth an estimated 1 million 
tax-free dollars), had from the beginning 
opposed S.849, the bill restoring the S.849... 

Here I must emphasize that the parent 
branch, MSPCA, has nothing to do with Kay 
Cardin’s wonderful Winchester Auxiliary, 
MSPCA. also known as the Winchester 
Animal Welfare, and which receives no 
financial help of any kind from the extremely 
rich parent group. The Winchester group 
wholeheartedly backed S.849, and does out¬ 
standing work for animals. 

Suffice it to say, on the tenth day on Gov. 
Sargent's desk, and still unsigned, S.849 was 
quietly removed by Sen. Michael LoPresti Jr. 
of East Boston, who had been convinced by a 
City of Boston lobbyist, Charles Kougeas, that 
it would cost the city $800,000...even though 
Boston... had been exempt for three years. 


Since the Animal Rescue League is under 
contract as the main pound for Boston and 
Suffolk County, they had fought S.849, 
beginning with the Feb. 25 hearing where our 
bill won unanimous approval. 

We went through two days of intensive 
pressure, including an unforgettable session 
in Sen. LoPresti's office, and we had to agree 
to PERMANENTLY exempt "Suffolk 
County " at the risk of losing the bill and the 10 
days for hundreds of public pounds all over 
the state. 

What the senator, and presumably Mr. 
Kougeas, didn’t know was that all of the 
money from dog license fees, paid by 
thousands of dog owners, is what pays for the 
care of dogs in the pounds, including the 
Animal Rescue League The City of Boston 
doesn’t pay for it, as they tried to say. 

Under intense pressure himself, both from 
a barrage of protesting phone calls to his 
office from people we had alerted, as well as 
pressure from the legislature, Sen. LoPresti 
rapidly refiled S.849. re-worded to exempt the 
Animal Rescue League (as "Suffolk County") 
and S.849 shot through the House and Senate 
rapidly and again went to Gov. Sargent. 

Another nailbiting, nerveracking 10 days 
went by. with everyone saying, "He’ll sign it 
this time. He’ll sign it!" On the tenth day. 
after our repeated visits to the legislative 
secretary’s office, at 5:30 p m.. July 30. S.859 
came out of Sargent’s office, not only un¬ 
signed hut completely amended to read 
"seven days," by Gov. Sargent himself. 

I had written two letters to him outlining 
the situation, and with all of the facts backing 
the need for a return to the humane 10-dav 
holding period, and the fact that dog owners 
are paying for the care of dogs in pounds. 

Sargent, however, listened to the MSCPA 
and Animal Rescue League, who argued for 
keeping the five-day holding period. But he 
also partially agreed with us and set his own 
compromise of seven days, in addition to 
which he eliminated the section which 
exempted the Animal Rescue League! 

When Interested (and powerful) 
legislators saw what Sargent had done to our 
hill, the air turned blue. A rapid council of 
war was held and it was agreed that although 
they would have preferred the 10-day bill, and 
overriding a veto, there was no time for that. 
The legislature wus proroging in three days. 

So the amendment had to he accepted, and 
S.849 was reworded, refiled and was enacted 
in the House in the morning of Friday, Aug. 2, 
and enacted in the Senate Friday afternoon 
with the legislative session ending that night! 

S.849 made a remarkable third trip to the 
governor's desk, where it was signed at 1:35 
p.m., Friday, Aug. 9, becoming effective 
immediately. 

This, my friends, is a condensed version of 
what we here went through for a humane bill.

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Last 4 Communities Reply To Metco Poll 


School Committeeman Robert T. Pricard 
has released to The Star the remaining four 
responses of a nine-community poll he 
recently took on Metco. 

Pritchard asked the school superin¬ 
tendents in nine Massachusetts towns or 
cities certain questions about their com¬ 
munity in relation to Metco. The Star last 
week presented five of the responses. 

Winchester has a school population of 
about 5,283 and a yearly education budget of 
about $7 million. 

Ilingham 

School Budget: $7 million. 

Total number of pupils: 5,400. 

Metco program in existence: Five years. 

Number of Metco Students: Twenty at 
outset; increased by 15about three years ago. 
Present total: 35. 

Development of Program: Started in the 
senior high school because there was space 
available in that school. Added the additional 
15 to the junior high school. 

Evaluation: Very positive. The original 
concept was not to solve the minority 
problems for Boston, but to do something for 
Hingham and the 35 kids involved. Feels that 
Ilingham's effort is a very minor blip on the 
radar screen of progress in regard to racial 
isolation. 

Advantages: Hingham youngsters got 
something out of it. Black youngsters go a lot 
out of it and the majority went on to further 
training, which they would probably not have 
done in their ghetto environment. 

Disadvantages: No great disadvantages. 
Staff had double standards, especially with 
respect to favoring blacks, and needed staff 
training to learn how to deal with the 
situation. Blacks tend to stick together and 
there is not great integration into the white 
school community. 

Budget: Waive tuition fees, except for a 
token payment for supplies and materials. 
This amount is increased proportionally with 
the budget as the budget has increased. 

Tuition. $1,855; salaries, 15,075; other 
charges, 2,100; transportation, 17,500; 

Total, $30,520, or $1,042 per Hingham 
student vs. $53 per Metco student. 

Does Metco lead to mctropolitanism? No. 
If voluntary action is not taken, it will be 
thrust upon us by other means. 

Does the influx of Metco student tend to 
have a negative impact and lower the stan 
dards of existing school system? If the school 
system is on a sound basis, it can stand up to 
any Metco situation. 

There is no doubt that black kids are more 
poorly prepared and more diffucult to teach 
than their white counterparts from Hingham. 
However, nothing has happened in a 
disciplinary or learning problem that hasn’t 
also happened with a Hingham child. 


Same discipline problems. There have 
been some that have been disenrolled form 
the program and sent back. 

LEXINGTON 

Metco Program in Existence: One of the 
original four communities which started in 
program. 

Number of Students. 240. 

Development: Started program in the 
junior and senior high schools and moved 
downward to the elementary grades. Had an 
initial goal to reach a level of 20 students per 
grade, an objective that was just reached this 
year. Have been increasing the number of 
students each year, and we have a com¬ 
mitment to maintain the current level. This 
might be increased, however. 

Evaluation: Metco has been a good ex¬ 
perience for us. It hasn't been all easy. We - 
have gone through stages. Initially do- 
gooders and liberals fought for Metco so that 
blacks would get a better education and 
understand whites better, and to change 
attitudes toward whites. 

However, the blacks segregate them¬ 
selves, especially in the secondary grades, 
and there is not as much participation with 
white kids as perhaps there should be. Our 
own kids go through a learning process and 
can focus on problems and learn’ to handle 
differences. 

We have gone through some bad scenes, 
but as the problems are worked out, some 
very positive things come out of it. This is a 
learning experience that cannot be achieved 
from reading about it in the papers, but must 
be part of the real world that kids and parents 
find themselves in. 

Advantages: A more realistic attitude of 
both parents and kids as far as a mix in 
society. There seems to be no disadvantage to 
whites. Some of the needs of students have 
been highlighted by having the blacks 
because schools tend to become complacent 
about needs until they show up as being pretty 
obvious when the black kids came in. 

The overlap between black and white 
student needs benefittcd the whites, because 
these student needs were not dealt with until 
the black needs became apparent. 

Disadvantages: A big disadvantage is the 
time required to bus the Metco kids to and 
from Boston. They can’t lake advantage of all 
the benefits and programs our school system 
has. 

Also, parents cannot be participating 
parents and get involved in programs and 
meetings that they should be participating in 
as far as their kids are concerned. Parents 
cannot be as well aware of some of the 
problems as they should be. 

Budget: Tuition $101,055; salaries, 58,267; 
other, 26,600. 

Total $184,022; $720 per student.

Students are assigned on a space available 
basis. Lexington determines classes. Also 
additional personnal that have been hired for 
the program can be used for regular students. 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? No. I 
do not believe in the foot in the door policy. 
This question will be decided by a legislative 
body or by other political or social im¬ 
peratives. 

NEWTON 

School budget: $29 million. 

Number of pupils: 16,546. 

Program in existence: One of the original 
communities. Started in 1966 with 50 students. 

Number of students: 202. Number has ben 
increasing steadily about 20 per year since 
inception. Start children in the first or second 
grades Community is planning a sizable 
increase in January of this year and an ad¬ 
ditional commitment over the next three 
years. 

Development: Very positive. Newton is a 
healthier town because of Metco. There is less 
stereotypic thinking about blacks in schools 
that have black students than those that do 
not. 

Advantages: More racial awareness, in 
the positive sense. We are getting federal 
grants of money to develop programs of 
racial awareness. 

An integrated education is better than a 
segregated one. Newton does not become an 
enclave. Our sense of awareness has also 
made it easier for us to participate in other 
types of cooperative programs, such as Edco 
and Metro. 

Disadvantages: Can’t think of any. Of 
course we have problems, but I don’t look at 
them as disadvantages. No difficulties in 
behavioral attitudes of Metco students more 
than among our own resident students. 

Budget for 202 students: $1,160 per student. 

Does Metco lead to Metropolitanism? Do 
not know what you mean by this term. It 
means different things to different people. 
This is a voluntary program-not mandated. 

Would much rather do something over 
which we have control. Surest way to bring on 
outside mandates is to do nothing. Can only 
have a reverse effect if nothing is done. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and a lower standards 
of existing school system? If you will read the 
Coleman Report you will find that whom you 
are educated with makes the difference. The 


prevailing group will deterine the general 
level of performance. 

Newton has found this to be so in its own 
experiences. There are not that many kids in 
each class to affect the level of education that 
goes on in that class. 

Besides, we find that the level of black kids 
is fairly high because they come from 
families that apparently place a premium on 
education. If not. they wouldn’t voluntarily 
bus their children to the suburbs for an 
education. 

WELLESLEY 

School Budget: $10 million. 

Number of pupils: 5.677. 

Program in existence: Started in 1966 with 
25 students. 

Number of Students: 147. 

Development: Started in the high school 
because of the availability of space. It has 
been moving downward to junior high and 
now to the elementary school. 

In 1969 it was increased to 50 students; 100 
in 1970; 125 in 1971 and 147 in 1973. Wellesley 
would prefer jo start kids at the early 
elementary grades (1-6) but this is not always 
possible. 

General impression and overall 
evaluation: A terrific program. Excellent in 
many ways. 

Advantages: Very important program in 
helping Wellesley kids understand some of 
the problems that blacks face. Improves the 
quality of education of black kids. 

Disadvantages: Long bus ride fc~ the 
blacks, and it is more difficult for them to 
participate in late afternoon and evening 
activities in school. 

Budget: $1,935 per student 

Does Metco lead to metropolitanism? 
Metco is not the answer to the Boston racial 
problem so there is no incentive for the 
program to lead to metropolitanism. This is 
not a foot in the door situation. 

Does the influx of Metco students tend to 
have a negative impact and lower the stan¬ 
dards of existing school system? There is no 
doubt that the Metco kids require more 
personal attention than Wellesley kids, but 
this has not resulted in depriving Wellesley 
kids of anything. The state provides 
necessary funds for special tutors and 
programs that work with these kids. It is 
interesting to note that the same percentage 
of Metco kids go on to college as Wellesley 
kids (about 80 percent. 


Watch Out For Toys! 


The toy which brings a shine to a child’s 
eye and a smile to its lips may be not only 
injurious but lethal, according to Dr. 
Lawrence F. Quigley Jr. of the Winchester 
Board of Health. 

Dr. Quigley and David Black, assistant 
health inspector, recently researched the 
subject of hazardous toys with the help of the 
national Consumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission (CPSC). 

James Gast, sophomore at Winchester 
High School, was the impetus for the project. 

Involved with the high school radio station, 
WHSR, Jim had to do a half-hour educational 
program. His project, to be broadcast 
tomorrow morning at 10:30 on 91.9 FM, will 
consist of an interview with David Black and 
Dr. Quigley. 

Since Christmas is near, Jim felt the 
subject of dangerous toys was timely. "I also 
have a younger sister. So I was interested in it 
myself.” 

Based on samplings done by the CPSC 
from 119 emergency rooms throughout the 
country, Quigley and Black found there were 
143,000 toy-related accidents in 1973 and 
149.000 this year. 

Concluding that tdys are safer today than 
yesterday, the commission found that toy- 
related injuries are less serious than in the 
past, the number of unsafe toys being banned 
is decreasing, manufacturers are making 
safer toys and the public is more cautious in 
buying and using toys. 

According to a Washington Post article by 
Nancy L. Ross, which appeared in The Boston 
Globe recently, ‘‘Formation of toy design 
standards and prosecution of manufacturers 
who make, or retailers who sell, unsafe toys 
still lag.” 

Quigley said, ‘‘We (Board of Health) want 
to get across to the public what to look for and 
what not to look for, but the most important 
idea we want to get across is the idea of adult 
supervision.” 

Quigley memtioned the necessity of 
looking for the underwriter label and the 
Good Housekeeping seal of approval. 

Toy buyers this Christinas should also be 
on the lookout for toys which can easily be 
broken, exposing sharp edges or have small 
removable parts which can be swallowed or 
become lodged in a child’s windpipe, ears or 
nose. 

Also potentially dangerous are toys 


producing loud noises which may damage 
hearing, and propelled objects such as guided 
missiles which can be turned into weapons 
and injure eyes. 

Choosing toys appropriate for a child’s age 
and development is also important, the Board 
of Health says. Adults should beware of toys 
which although safe for older children can be 
dangerous in the hands of younger children. 

According to the commission, toys for 
infants or small children should not be made 
of glass or brittle plastic, have cords or 
strings over 12 inches, or have parts that can 
pinch fingers or toes or catch hair. 

A “non-toxic” label should be considered 
by adults. Painted toys should be avoided for 
infants who put playthings in their mouths. 

In an effort to reduce the number and 
seriousness of toy-related injuries, the Child 
Protection and Toy Safety Act was put into 
effect in January. 1970. 

Under this act the CPSC has the authority 
to remove and keep from the market toys and 
other children’s articles with electrical, 
mechanical and thermal hazards. 

A banned products list intended to identify 
banned products so they can be removed form 
sale, contains products banned according to 
regulations of the Federal Hazardous Sub¬ 
stances Act. 

Any manufacturer, distributor or retailer 
who sells a product banned under the FHSA is 
subject to criminal penalties. 

Stocks of banned products in the 
distribution chain are subject to seizure. 

Consumers who have purchased banned 
products are entitled to refunds from 
retailers, according to repurchase 
regulations effective last March. 

Manufacturers and distributors are 
required to repurchase banned articles from 
their buyers. 

A consumer product complaint form is 
available from the Winchester Board of 
Health. Town Hall. Mt. Vernon street. This 
form may be used for any product, not only 
toys.

“This warning is not just for Christmas 
time,” stressed Dr. Quigley. “Continuous 
care is what is needed."

Post Office Has Kits To Rush Mail 


Christmas mailing kits are being 
distributed by the Winchester Post Office. 

It is expected the kits will help speed 
deliveries of Christmas mail and in the long 
run save the U. S. Postal Service money. 

Each kit contains paper bands to wrap 
around packs of letters or cards. The bands 
are marked “local,” “within state,” “out-of- 
state,” and “air mail.” 

The bands should be wrapped tightly 
around mail, pressing the ends with finger 
tips. The Post Office requests that letter 
mailers make certain addresses are facing in 


one direction and that zip codes are used. 

Further, they ask that the name of all 
cities and towns be written out. Do not use 
abbreviations or the terms “city” or “local.” 

They also ask that residents remove snow 
from sidewalks and cuibline mail boxes.

Reconsideration did not carry. 

The final action, according to the 
Moderator Raymond Kenney, is that the 
matter is “indefinitely postponed.” Kenney 
said, “This is a clear action and the final 
action of this town meeting.” 


TOWN PROPERTY 

There was much discussion on an article to 
authorize $31,388 for emergency repairs to 
town-owned properties managed by select¬ 
men. 

The mood of the voters was the town 
should “get out of the real estate business.” 

The initial presentation, given by 
Giarrizzo, called for $59,822 in repairs. He 
said $31,385 “is urgently needed for these 
eight houses.” 

The initial cost of the houses was $199,999. 
Repairs have amounted to $25,213. Taxes 
have been $85,134. Income from rentals has 
been $113,025. 

TMM Borggaard said: “Looks like we’re 
losing money evety day." 

TMM Hcwis called the situation “a 
festering sore." He said the property, pur¬ 
chased for future school expansion, is the 
"School Committee’s great cancer.” 

Hewis said the School Committee “had no 
intention then, nor now to enlarge the 
Washington school." He said, "That was the 
biggest robbery that ever came down the 
pike." 

School Committee Chairman Stephen R. 
Parkhurst said, "Hindsight is a wonderful 
thing.” 

He added that the town meeting of 1980, 
which authorized the purchase of properties 
in the Washington School area, believed there 
was a “definite need then.” 

Parkhurst suggested town meeting might 
like to “demolish buildings but retain control 
of land for some municipal use.” He said the 
committee will not need some of the property. 

Finance Chairman Hankins said it ap¬ 
pears some of the property is not needed for 
school use for many years, “if ever.” 
Therefore, “it is unwise to rehabilitate 
buildings unless consideration is given as to 
what is going to be done.” 

She said the Finance Committee would go 
along with making “only the most urgent of 
repairs.” 

The School Committee should be prepared 
to report on school needs, and use of other 
town-owned properties should be determined, 
she said. 

James B. L. I^ine, chairman of the Capital 
Planning Study Committee, said the motion 
before the town meeting was putting "the cart 
before the horse. A study is certainly 
needed,” he said. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said a detailed 
survey showing needs of the town-owned 
properties was done by town workers 
"without a dime to a consultant.” This report 
is to be placed in the public library to give 
town meeting members an opportunity to 
read it. 

Whether the wisdom of the town meeting 
which purchased the properties was right or 
wrong is not the issue, Sullivan said. "We 
have the properties today and we have to be 
good neighbors. 

"If the town is going to buy properties, it 
has to accept the responsibility to protect 
these properties and keep them in good 
repair.” 

TMM Marjorie H. Moore of Prec. 3 said it 
made sense to her to make repairs to the 
properties “whether we sell them or not.” If it 
is decided they should be sold, they will bring 
a higher price “if they are attractive and in 
good repair,” she noted. 

Giarrizzo said the selectmen don’t think 
the town is ready to do uway with “these 
properties.” He recommended favorable 
action for urgent repairs. But the majority 
voted the article down.

A WEA committee will meet Wednesday to 
formalize plans for these sessions. 

"The WEA feels that all its members 
should have a strong and informed opinion on 
Metco and it is for that reason that these 
activities are being planned,” said WEA 
President Frances Allou Gershwin.

Finance thought the cost estimates vague. 

Frank Curtis of the Historical Commission 
said the graphics exhibit will depict the 
history of Winchester for the coming 125th 
anniversary of the town and the nation’s 
bicentennial. 

The exhibit will move around to public 
places, Curtis said. 

The Board of Selectmen argued in favor of 
the full appropriation. Chairman Vito A. 
Giarrizzo said the money spent on the exhibit 
could be cut by half if state matching funds 
are approved. “If you are going to do 
something you should make it impressive,” 
argued Giarrizzo. 

TMM Richard L. Sampson suggested use 
of private funds for such projects. He also 
said such projects should come at the annuul 
rather than at special meetings. 

The meeting voted down $6,700 for 
publication of 5,000 copies of a tour guide with 
pictures after Finance Chairman Hankins 
called the project a duplication of effort based 
on an “unrealistic assumption on sales.” 

Mrs. Hankins noted that the town meeting 
lust year approved $31,0(H) for reprinting and 
updating Chapman’s "History of Winchester. 

“The availubiUty of histories might reduce 
the town guide sales,” she said. "We’re not 
out to compete with ourselves.” 

Curtis argued that the town guide book is 
different, that it is intended for a wider and 
different audience. 

Said Selectman Chairman Giarrizzo: “As 
the executive branch of government we would 
be remiss in not supporting these hard 
working people who are working at our 
request for the bicentennial.

‘Need Greatest In Africa

In among trees off Cambridge street lies 
the American headquarters of the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary. 

Begun in Nigeria in 1937 and in Winchester 
in 1952, the order of Roman Catholic nuns 
provides medical personnel and services 
mostly in the third world such as Africa, 
Taiwan and Brazil. 

With 450 sisters in all, the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary deal’s primarily with 
mothers and young children. “That’s where 
the need is greatest, especially in Africa, 
where disease, hunger and all those crazy 
things are,” said Sister Anthony, a silver- 
haired woman in charge of promotion and 
public relations. 

After the church declares a need for 
medical help in an area, at least two sisters 
will be assigned. “You can’t do much by 
yourself,” stated Sister Anthony. 

‘‘It starts with a dispensary in a two-room 
hut, then grows according to what is needed,” 
she continued. “But because of the demand, 
the first thing you know we have a line of 100 
people.” 

The missionaries encounter malaria, 
leprosy, children’s diseases and malnutrition. 
For t e most part, the people they help are 
grateful and enthusiastic. 

‘‘Leprosy patients may hide,” explained 
sister Anthony. But the sisterg try to have a 
car and will travel 200 miles sometimes to the 
patient. 

The Winchester headquarters has about 45 
nuns with at least 30 away at one time. Bet¬ 
ween the sisters at the International Mother 
House in Ireland and those in Winchester, 
nationalities range from Irish, English, 
Scotish, French, Italian, Nigerian and 
Ugandan. 

Depending on climate the sisters spend a 
prescribed amount of time in the field, then 
return to Winchester to take courses in 
nursing or social work. 

For instance, the policy is to spend three 
years in Uganda or two in Kenya, and return 
for several months. 

Ten percent of the Medical Missionaries of 
Mary are doctors. There are also dentists, 
pharmacists, radiographers, surgeons, lab 
technicians, secretaries and dieticians. 

The women may come from high school or 
college. It is not necessary for them to have 
medical experience. The religious training is 
done in Winchester. 

"The only basic requirement is that they 
must be interested in helping people,” said 
Sister Anthony. 

"The modus operandi of the religious 
aspect "is she is Christian and wants others to 
know what Christ is like, to know that God 
loves them. But people don’t get it at all. It’s a 
basic truth of existence and nobody seems to 
care.” 

For some sisters it is easier com¬ 
municating than for others. A few of the 
countries they serve are under British rule. 
Consequently, English is spoken. 

Others learn the language when they get 
there. Many attend a language school. 

Brazil and Portugal require the sisters to 
take the medical exam in Portuguese. Most

other places accept American registration. 

Two sisters who recently returned from a 
stint in Africa are Sister Patricia and Sister 
Mary Catherine. 

Sister Patrica, who came to the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary from a Buffalo, N.Y., 
high school, has been Winchester-based since 
1960 after completing eight years’ training in 
Ireland. 

Spending three years in Uganda as a nurse 
and midwife, Sister Patricia’ “Wants to bring 
God to other people through my own 
apostolate.” 

She was one of six sisters, one a native 
Ugandan, to work in a 110-bed hospital 
specializing in care for mothers and children. 

The hospital was neither modern nor 
primitive. “We made do with what we had,” 
commented Sister Patricia. 

“It was a very busy place because of the 
political and economic situation. There is a 
shortage of drugs and medical supplies, 
especially antiobiotics. There was much 
sickness.” 

Like Sister Patricia, Sister Mary 
Catherine is a registered nurse and midwife. 

A native of Cotesville, Pa., she did two 
years of nursing, one at Boston Lying-In 
Hospital, before she decided to join the 
Medical Missionaries because "I wanted to 
give myself to God. 

"The idea just started coming,” she said in 
answer to why she joined the sisters. “The 
only way to get rid of an idea is to go and try 
it,” 

Recently returned from two years in 
Nigeria, she haS spent 11 years altogether 
there as a midwife tutor. 

Part of her two years was spent in a 300- 
bed hospital with general nursing, midwife 
and lab technician training. 

Sister Mary Catherine also worked in a 
small hosptal serving a rural area — with 150 
beds, midwife training and general medical, 
surgical and pediatrics services. 

The Medical Missionaries work hand in 
hand with the native nurses and doctors. “We 
hope they will be able to be responsible 
enough to eventually take over,” commented 
Sister Anthony. 

She concluded, “We show them what God 
is like. We don’t seek anything from them, we 
don’t preach. We tulk to them about religion if 
they’re interested but our main apostulate is 
to serve, to heal.”

Metco Special Town Meeting Jan. 23 


The warrant for a special town meeting 
Jan. 23 will close next Monday. 

The special town meeting was prompted 
by a petition filed with selectmen Dec. 9 by 
town meeting member Arthur J. Hewis Jr. 
seeking an advisory vote on possible Metco 
participation by Winchester. 

Hewis told Selectman John J. Sullivan he 
would like to have the town meeting 
scheduled to coincide with the presentation of 
an implementation plan for Winchester’s 
involvement in Metco to the School Com¬ 
mittee by Supt. of Schools William C. Mac¬ 
donald. 

According to law, the special town meeting 
must be set 45 days from the date of petition, 
or in this case Jan. 23. 

Hewis has indicated that he will seek a 
referendum if the Jan. 23 special town 
meeting favors Metco. A referendum would 
have to be held 31 days after the conclusion of 
the special town meeting. 

The annual town election is March 3. Thus 
the referendum normally could not be held at 
the time of the annual election. 

Since it costs about $3,400 to conduct a 


referendum, selectmen hope that the town 
meeting Jan. 23 will agree to adjourn a week. 

The 31-day requirement would thus extend 
beyond the March 3 date and both the 
referendum and the election could be at the 
same time. 

“There is no need to have people go to the 
polls twice,” Selectman Lawrence T. Smith 
said at the weekly meeting of the board this 
week.

Minority Report Filed On Proposed Charter 


Even before the Charter Commission 
completes its report to the town, two Charter 
Commissioners have filed a minority report. 

Cmsrs. William T. Ryerson and Francis F. 
Cullen filed the report with the commission 
Tuesday night. Their arguments must be 
presented to the voters just as are the 
arguments of the majority. 

There are nine Charter Commissioners. 
The board’s final report is now being readied 
for presentation to the public The voters at 
the annual election in March will vote to 
accept the majority report or reject it. 

“We believe the proposed new charter 
erodes the personal liberties of the people of 
Winchester by curtailing the freedom of self- 
government through elimination of many 
elected positions,” the report says. 

As if to prove the two dissenting com¬ 
missioners right, the board Tuesday met with 
the disgruntled Board of Assessors and 
agreed to rescind an earlier commission 
decision making the assessors appointed. 

Thus the three-man Board of Assessors 
will remain an elected board as present under 
the recommendations of the charter. 


The report of Ryerson and Cullen con¬ 
tinues: “The proposed charter greatly 
eliminates the traditional practice of citizen 
participation in town government, which has 
provided Winchester with a beautiful, honest 
and well-run town envied by many and at¬ 
tractive to the many people who have moved 
here in the past decade.” 


The Charter Commission has voted to 
eliminate or to change the following elected 
positions to appointed ones under tlje town 
manager: Town clerk, commissioners of 
trust funds, constables, treasurer-collector, 
park commissioners, Water & Sewer Board 
and Cemetery Commission. In addition, the 
six-person appointed Recreation Committee 
would be abolished. The recreation director 
would report directly to the new town 
manager's office. 


“The proposal will increase the cost of 
government by removing volunteers and 
replacing them with high salaried employees, 


assistants, vehicles and other expenses,” 
Cullen’s and Ryerson's statement reads. 

“The proposed new charter does little to 
change town meeting except to shuffle things 
around, resulting in the same play with the 
same actors. 

“In the eliminating of a balance of power 
in our town government, the charter creates 
dynasties and dictatorships, further 
removing the citizen from his government. 

“The proposed new charter creates more 
jobs, lessens self government, increases 
taxes, /educes protection of our natural 
resources, increases bureaucracy, removes 
citizen participation, provides a power base 
for a select few, lessens town-type govern¬ 
ment, increases a city form of government. 


“In short,” the charter minority report 
concludes, (the charter) ruins the town 
government of Winchester. For these reasons 
we recommend the defeat of this proposed 
new charter.” 

The statement on reducing protection of 
the town’s natural resources refers to 
elimination of the independent Board of Park 
Commissioners, a five-person body 
responsible for upkeep of most of the town’s 
parks. 

Under the new charter, all such work will 
be in the hands of a public works department 
directly responsible to a town manager. The 
manager would be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Cmsr. Ryerson is an elected park com¬ 
missioner. He is also a constable. Like Cullen, 
he also serves as a town meeting member. 


from the Solid Waste Disposal Committee 
regarding the town incinerator and another 
from the Recreation Department which will 
pave the way for the town to receive a federal 
grant for a special education program. 

The other article will seek to find relief for 
Winchester residents who are without 
driveways or garages and no place to park 
vehicles at night except on the street. 

Presently night street parking is in 
violation of the town by-law. 

Robert Winn of Kirk street appeared 
before selectmen Monday night to report he 
and other neighbors are being tagged by 
policy on a nightly basis ($14 per week) for 
) Mretvl parking. He is presently gathering the 
"required 100 vbter signatures to put an article 
op 4 the special town meeting warrant for 
January. 

Winn, who said he has been parking on the 
street for 25 years, didn’t blame police for 
enforcing the law after receiving complaints 
from unfriendly neighbors. He asked select¬ 
men for a solution to the problem which he 
said concerns “about 100 people all over 
town.” 

Chairman Vito Giarrizzo said: “We ap¬ 
preciate your problem but the real problem is 
plowing.” Cars parked on the street during a 
snowstorm “tend to make unsafe conditions,” 
he explained. 

Winn was told it will take town meeting 
action to repeal any portion of the town by¬ 
law. Meanwhile, “If you have no garage or no 
driveway, you ore over a barrel,” Giarrizzo 
said. 

Winn pointed to Medford and other cities 
as making allowances for residents without 
driveways or lawns which can be converted 
into driveways. 

Medford has an amendment, enacted by 
the.**- Traffic Commission, which allows such 
residents to park on the even numbered side 
of the street from Nov. 1 to May 1. This allows 
town trucks to plow the rest of the street. 

Tom Wall of Kirk street, another recipient 
of tickets lately, suggesting the town grant 
hardship permits. Special stickers could be 
issued in these cases and would be easily 
identifiable by police, he said. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith acknowledged 
there is some “need for modification of the 
by-law,” but noted “it would be inappropriate 
for this board to encourage waiving of laws 
which will just make more problems.” 


The Skilling’s Path site was unanimously 
approved at the last session of a special Town 
Meeting last Thursday. 

The meeting voted 121-8 to amend the 
zoning by-law to change the easterly side of 
Main street from a center business and 
conservancy-institutional district to an 
apartment house residential district. 

And in a heated debate, the town meeting 
voted to indefinitely postpone action on a 
zoning change request on the southerly side of 
Swanton street; and rejected a change on the 
northerly side of the street. 

The town meeting also voted to ap¬ 
propriate from the general surplus revenue 
the following: 

—$5,659 for additional expenses in the 
Building Department. This is for more part- 
time help and an increased stipend for the 
building commissioneer. 

—$117,200 for increased energy expenses 
in various town departments. 

—$44,000 for transportation and tuitions in 
the School Department, some of which is 
needed as the town implements Chapter 766 
(special needs). 

SENIOR CENTER 

A senior citizens activities center will be a 
part of a elderly housing project to be 
presented to the Department of Community 
Affairs for state funding by the Winchester 
Housing Authority. 

According to Mary Murphy of the Housing 
Authority, unanimous approval by the town 
meeting of the Skillings Path site for the 
center will strengthen Winchester’s position 
for funding. 

By approving the center, the town is also 
committing itself to providing funds in the 
future for maintenance and operating ex¬ 
penses for the facility. 

Winchester has 2,700 residents who are 
over 65 years of age, said Dr. Richard Nor- 


berg of the Council on Aging. 

He said 1,100 of this five percent of the 
town’s population applied for ID cards for the 
merchant discount program, a plan instituted 
during the past two years in cooperation with 
Winchester merchants and the Council on 
Aging. 

Participation of elderly in Council on 
Aging programs has steadily increased, said 
Norberg, adding that “we knew from the 
beginning the new Lincoln School was not big 
enough” and “we’ve been constantly on the 
lookout for a better site.” 

The Skillings site was one of three con¬ 
templated by the Housing Authority and the 
Council on Aging. Other alternatives were the 
old Wadleigh School site at the corner of 
Mount Vernon and Washington and the Town 
Hall auditorium. 

The two groups preferred the Skillings site 
because there is room for a 4,500 sq. ft. 
facility which can be centrally located, a 
requirement of DCA; the surroundings are 
attractive, and the land is close to the high 
school where future programs for the elderly 
will likely be held. 

Selectman John Sullivan, speaking for the 
majority of selectmen, favored the town 
donating the site to the Housing Authority for 
construction of a center. He also favored 
commitment of an operating budget for the 
center estimated as $10,000 a year. 

Sullivan noted the town meeting was ac¬ 
ting in a frugal manner and the request “may 
not be timely but the elderly are suffering 
more than any in this room.” 

Selectmen William Chapman favored 
building a center for the elderly but opposed 
the Skillings site, which he feels should be 
saved for future expansion of police and fire 
departments. 


‘Members Had One Idea 
■ - To Get Out Of There ’ 


Rep. Harrison Chadwick thinks the site of 
the Winchester Theatre is more suitable for a 
new post office than present plans for an 
apartment building. 

Noting that the apartment building would 
be abutted by two gasoline stations, railroad 
tracks and Main street, the town meeting 
member said: 

“Figuritively speaking, the building would 
be so close to the railroad you could raise a 
window and shalte hands with the B&M 
conductor. 

“If your apartment is in front, you can 
raise the window and say to the gas station 
attendant: Toss up a bag of ice.’” 

Chadwick feels the proper location for an 
apartment building is on the other side of 
Main street. 

Chadwick said he would have noted all 
these objections at the town meeting last 
week dealing with the subject of Winchester 
Theatre rezoning. 

But, he said, the hour was very late and he 
didn’t want to impose on the membership by 
keeping them any longer. 

“Most of them had come in with their 
minds made up. The Finance Committee, 
Board of Selectmen and Planning Board were 
all in favor. I think that it was pretty much a 
foregone conclusion the motion would go 
through. 

“We were going to amend the zoning by¬ 
law and it didn’t make any difference what 
anyone said.” 

Chadwick was highly criticial of the town 
meeting action, saying that any legislative 
body should attempt to get all the pertinent 
information on an issue before taking action.

“We didn’t didn’t do anything like that at 
all....The members had only one idea in mind 
and that was to get out of there.” 

Chadwick felt the public was “being 
shortchanged” and the procedure of voting on 
such an important article at that time was 
“asinine.” Chadwick, a former town meeting 
moderator, added that he felt only the 
Massachusetts legislature worked in such a 
fashion. 

What got him upset was that many persons 
were not in their best form due to the late 
hour, others had to get up early in the mor¬ 
ning, still others had babysitters waiting at 
home. 

Chadwick notes that only 129 town meeting 
members voted on the subject of Winchest'r 
Theatre rezoning, 100 short of the total 
number of members. “And that is not good 
representation.” 

The state representative, leaving office 
this year, takes issue with the location of an 
apartment house in on that spot, calling it “a 
very bad example of spot zoning.” 

The town meeting last year adopted a new 
zoning by-law for the town, designating the 
theater side of Main street as a business 
district. One of the first actions to come up 
under the new zoning was the proposal of 
Fitzgerald Associates to build an apartment 
building there, requiring a change in the new 
zoning by-law from business to residential. 

“I think in the long run this is going to be 
detrimental,” Chadwick responded, adding, 
“if Fitzgerald in fact builds there." 

Chudwick says that Conservation Com¬ 
mission approval is required and that is not a 
certainty. He says he is speaking for the good 
of the town. 

But, he adds, the development on that side 
of Main street is “untimely because we have 
not yet developed a master plan for Win¬ 
chester Center. And far.from being an asset, 
this building on this site could be a hindrance 
to the proper development of that side of Main 
street.” 

Chadwick feels a post office “would fit 
very nicely into that area,” stating that the 
location is perfect. “We need a post office 
here and we need it right down in this center. 

It would be an anchor to the center. It would 
be a great asset, a magnet, an incentive for 
further development.” 

WALKER SPEAKS 

The Star contacted George Walker, acting 
director of the New England region for the 
Postal Service, to ask about post office 
locations. 

Walker said the Postal Service had talked 
to the theater owners and was definitely in¬ 
terested in the site. He didn’t know why the 
postal authorities didn't buy the site. 

The Winchester Post Office at Thompson 
st. and Water field road recently transferred 
the bulk of its back-room operations to 
Woburn because of a lack of space in the 
Winchester facility. 

Authorities say they are continuing their 
search for a permanent home in Winchester.

Dr. Baisley, Was 
On Medical Staff 
At Local Hospital 

Dr. Charles R. Baisley of Reading, a 
member of the medical staff at Winchester 
Hospital for many years until his retirement 
in 1973, died Saturday at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital after a brief illness. 

He was born in Beverly 74 years ago and 
lived in Reading most of his life. He was a 
general practitioner there for 45 years. 

He was graduated cum laude from Har¬ 
vard College in 1922 and from Harvard 
Medical School in 1920. 

Besides being on the staff of Winchester 
Hospital, he also served at the New England 
Memorial, Melrose-Wakefield and Choate 
Memorial hospitals. 

He was chairman of the Reading Board of 
Health for 25 years and had been a councillor 
for the Massachusetts Medical Society.

Reed Co., an industrial wax manufacturer. 

He leaves his wife, Madeleine (Libby) 
Baisley; a son, Donald of Ipswich; and three 
daughters, Mrs. Jay Allen of Hamilton, Mrs. 
Brenda Gianelli of Malden, and Mrs. Virginia 
Zitzow of Reading. 

He also leaves a sister, Ruth Baisley of 
Reading, and 14 grandchildren. 

Memorial services were held Tuesday at 
the Unitarian Universalis! Church, Reading. 


Cecilia Cunningham 

Cecilia Cunningham, a resident of Mount 
Vernon House, died last Saturday. She lived 
in Winchester since 1949. 

Mrs. Cunningham was born 89 years ago in 
Carnoustie, Angus, Scotland.

Commissioners 
Will Dedicate 
Davidson Park 

Next spring the Park Commissioners plan 
to dedicate Davidson Park. 

For the occasion they will invite the family 
of former Park Cmsr. and Selectman George 
Davidson to ceremonies. Davidson served 
Winchester from 1913 to 1939. 

At their latest meeting, the commissioners 
went over a list of upcoming plans. 

The commission has plans to install 
backstops at Ginn Field and West Side Park 
Each backstop will cost SI.200. 

They also plan to put an article before the 
annual town meeting for lighting of tennis 
courts. 

Members perused a list of estimates for 
Park Department jobs submitted to them by 
Town Engineer John Ciarcia. Items on the list 
included: 

Ginn Field: To refurbish the basketball 
court, $500 A new basketball court, $4,500. 

Leonard Field: Work to be done on 
existing tennis court. $2,500. 

Park garage: Work on the driveway, 
$10,000 

McDonald Field: A new tennis court back- 
board, $4,500. A new tennis court, $12,000 

Mill Pond: To regrade the area, $250. 

Ciarcia gave estimates for four alternative 
plans to repair the parking area at Wedge 
Beach and take care of necessary drainage 
These estimates ran from $2,000 to $12,000 

The commissioners talked about whether 
or not to put up fencing in the area of the Mill 
Pond duck feeding station. 

Mrs. Stella Aitken, commissioner, was of 
the opinion that fencing would be required 
regardless of their approach to improve the 
area. 

She said if you replant from an aesthetic 
point of view you have to put up fencing 
because "human nature" will have people 
walking on the planted area. 

And if you blacktop you invite people to get 
closer to the water’s edge and therefore need 
fencing for the sake of safety. 

Chairman Albert MacDonnell told the 
committee board members of the formation 
of a new Playground Improvements Com¬ 
mittee, chaired by Robert McGillicuddy of 
Cox road. Also on the committee are 
representatives of the School Department, 
Captial Planning Improvements group and 
other town boards, he said. 

At their initial meeting recently the group 
determined "erosion from school buildings 
and slopes must be taken care of first," 
MacDonnell said. 

He told his associates he asked the School

Department to "designate play from 
aesthetic areas" at each of the schools. 

He noted members of the group appear to 
be sympathetic to the Park Department 
"needing more help." 

Mrs. Aitken said the group should not 
forget that "school grounds are essentially 
play areas." 

Chandler Parkhurst agreed, adding 
"there’s no need to try to keep grass where 
children play." 

William Ryerson complained that year- 
round use of Ambrose Field is ruining the 
playground there.

League’s Position 
On Taking Positions 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The reporting in a recent Star of the two 
previous Charter Commission meetings af 
fords an excellent opportunity to inform the 
community about the League of Women 
Voters' nonpartisanship policy in the process 
of correcting several misstatements. 

The league’s policy applies only to political 
parties and candidates not to governmental 
issues chosen for study and action. However, 
in order to ensure nonpartisanship and to 
convince the public that the league’s policy is 
bona fide, members in prominent positions on 
any league board do not engage in any par¬ 
tisan political activity during their terms of 
league leadership. 

It also follows that visible board members 
have a special responsibility to avoid public 
statements or actions in behalf of another 
group, organization or issue that are likely to 
cause public misunderstanding of a league 
position or "non-position.” 

To return to the reporting of the Charter 
Commission meeting (no reporter from The 
Star was present): 

(1) The opening statement about 
"reaching agreement on what was said or not 
said about Metco" might be of concern to 
some commissioners, but not to me. When I, 
as clerk, submitted the minutes of the 
meeting to the commission for approval, the 
word "Metco" was omitted purposefully. 

The subject for discussion was not Metco, 
but the principle of "political involvement on 
non-charter issues while serving as com¬ 
missioners.” 

Because of an individual commissioner’s 
public stand on Metco, I felt the principle 
needed to be discussed; I offered the league’s 
nonpartisanship policy as an appropriate one 
for Charter Commissioners. 

In response to a question, Consultant 
Curran stated that the National Municipal 
League's Guide to Charter Commissions (not 
an organization of municipal employees, as 
reported) endorses non-involvement in 
political activities unrelated to the charter. 

There was no agreement to adopt the 
principle so the minutes simply mentioned 
that the subject was discussed. I might add 
that I could not infer from the discussion 
whether any individual commissioner (other 
than the one who spoke publicly) favored or 
^opposed participation in the Metco program. 

(2) By (inadvertantly?) omitting key 
words, the statement that "as former 
members of the league, they had learned not 
to take positions on public issues" is ab¬ 
solutely incorrect. Members of the league 
work long and hard specifically to take public 
stands on issues it supports. Visible board 
members, however, take public stands only 
on issues studied and endorsed by the league 
as a whole, for the reasons stated above.

Christmas is a tipie to deck the halls with 
boughs of holly, to jingle bells, to expect to a 
walk in a winter wonderland, to sing carols, to 
look for miracles and to just plain be happy to 
be alive. 

Yet with all the joy in the hearts of man, 
woman and child during the Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and New Year’s holidays, there is 
a lot of sadness around. ' 

Many people become depressed dicing 1 
holidays nnd it is not because there 1 b sL 
shortage of money for gifts or that they ar£ 
without family or friends and social 
engagements. 

Then why do people get depressed during 
this joyous time? 

This is what we talked about Tuesday 
morning at my weekly yoga excrcise- 
meditation-discussion session. 

This discussion was prompted by one of 
our group who said she was feeling depressed. 

Our leader, a clinical psychologist and 
professor at Tufts University, said depression 
is not uncommon at Christmastime. 

She said one of her students, a young girl 
who appears to have everything going for her, 
told her this week she would be glad when 
Christmas was over, that she hated the 
holiday. 

As we continuecftn the subject we came to . 
the conclusion tbif people are looking for 
something "completely different” at 
Christmas. They don’t know what it is but 
when it doesn't come they are disappointed. 

After going through this anticipation for a 
number of Christmases with the same results, 
depression sets in before the disappointment. 

One of the group mentioned that Christmat 
has its unique problems. One of the major 
issues that comes up in most families is 
"who’s going to go where for dinner?" 

Sometimes it goes something like this. A 
young couple marries. They may go to the 
parents of one for Christmas eve and the 
parents of the other Christmas day. 

Usually this pattern works with great 
success, that is until the young couple has 
children of their own. Suddenly they may 
decide they want to stay home for Christmas. 

Now where is everyone going? 

In some families the question comes up as 
early as October. Assuming everyone loves 
everyone else, the young couple and their 
parents want to be together for all holidays 
yet they understand problems of geography 
and numbers in a family may make a 
seeming simple question a bit complex. 

And if there are family members whose 
personalities clash, there is an element of 
anguish added to the situation. 

The women in our group who said she was 
depressed was really feeling sad because this 
is the first Christmas she will spend without 
her husband, who died a few months ago 

Anyone who has lost a loved one through 
death is generally reminded of that person at 
special holidays and can relate to her kind of 
depression. 

I remember the Christmas 1 was 15. My 
younger brother. Charlie, died that summer 
just before his 12 birthday. 

It was my job to set the table every - 
evening and it was many months before I 
could remember to bring one less plate to the 
table. He was dearly missed. 

That Christmas day my mother prepared 
a memorial for the cemetery but when it 
came time to visit Charlie’s marker, she 
wept. She could not make the journey 

My father started out the door. I followed. 

I could not let him go alone. 

I guess Dad and I followed this ritual for 
many years until the time came when mom’s 


grief was easier to bear and she too could visit 
the cemetery without pain. 

Charlie is especially remembered by me 
at Christmastime because of the hymn "0 
Holy Night.” 

He was the member of the family with the 
good voice. He sang with the church choir and 
the Christmas before he got sick he was 
rehearsing at home and singing that par¬ 
ticular hymn. 

I will never forget how he suddenly flopped 
to the floor when he got to the words "fall on 
your knees.” 

When I hear the hymn each Christmas I 
alw-ays cry. My tears used to be out of sadness 
because I didn’t understand why he was gone 
and I was still here. Now my tears are full of 
joy for the beautiful memories I have of a boy 
who blessed my life. 

It was brought out in our discussion that 
persons who admit themselves to mental 
health facilities because of depression usually 
do so during the holidays. 

And it was pointed out that very often 
parties are held at institutions right after the 
holidays to offset a depression that comes 
over residents. 

I suppose depression can be defined as a 
manifestation of an emptiness ... a void ... 
something that has been taken away or 
something not yet experienced. 

I suppose too if it exists at Christmas, it 
more than likely existed before and will exist 
afterwards and will remain until the person 
faces the problem and discovers what is 
missing or standing in the way of happiness. 

As we approach this Christmas, let’s deck 
the halls and jingle the bells. Let’s walk with 
joy whether it be in sunshine, rain or snow. 
Let’s sing and be expectant of beautiful ex¬ 
periences. 

And when the holidays are over and the 
holly and tinsel are packed away for another 
year, perhaps the Christmas spirit will 
remain with us as we keep singing and 
looking for the good that surrounds us. It’s 
there. All we need to do is see.

Bad Scene At Theatre, 
At Davidson Park Too 


Winchester Theatre on Main street was the 
scene of numerous small disturbances 
Saturday night, small enough not to warrant 
arrests but large enough to bother most of the 
audience. 

Young tennagers, mostly boys, ran around 
the theater as if they were outside. They 
thought it was very amusing to shift their 
seats every few minutes. 

The boys were located in the front sections 
of the theater. They laughed in all the wrong 
places, shouted obscenities and wrestled with 
each other. 

They made any concentration on the 
movies impossible. The theater manager 
admonished them at the beginning and then 
left. After that the youths did pretty much 
whatever they wanted. 

Some adults tried to quiet them—to no 
avail. The theater was left in the care of a 14- 
vear-old usher, whose threats to kick the boys 
out only caused the gangs to laugh louder. 

Finally the usher was directed by a patron 
to call the police. Two officers came and 
ejected about 10 youths, which helped quiet 
the theater for a little while.

Linking Metco, 
Metro Deliberate 
Misrepresentation 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I have noted with interest the activities of 
Mr. Arthur Hewis in generating his petition, 
signed by almost 600 citizens, and presented 
to the selectmen for action in calling a special 
town meeting. 

As I understand it, the petition calls for the 
meeting to consider “Metropolitan Schools- 
Metco-School Busing and-or any other related 
matter.” 

I am concerned that Mr. Hewis, either by 
lack 6f understanding or by deliberate 
misrepresentation, could have misled many 
of the petition signers and many citizens who 
are now weighing the relative advantages and 


disadvantages of a Metco program for 
Winchester. 

However, although I have heard the 
scenario Mr. Hewis espouses, I have never 
seen or heard any detailed informational and 
data backup sources on which he bases his 
conclusions. So perhaps I might be doing him 
an injustice if, indeed, he does have some. 

The reason for my concern is the attempt 
to link together Metco and “metropolitism” 
in the sense that metropolitism, in this case, 
means reverse busing, and the eventual 
absorption of Winchester into a large, 
Greater Boston educational district over 
which we have little or no control. 

I realize this belief has been held fon many 
years by Mr. Hewis and others who see any 
collaborative action as a “foot-in-the<loor” 
toward reverse busing. 

I, too, am against reverse busing, but I feel 
that if we do not become involved in a 
voluntary program such as Metco, sooner or 
later, and probably sooner, we will become 


Fire Chief 
Offers Tips 
For Holidays 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
has issued a list of tips per¬ 
taining to holiday safety in 
purchasing and decorating 
Christmas trees. 

The tips are given by Amico 
and the Underwriters 
Laboratories Inc., a non-profit 
organization which tests for 
public safety. 

• Do be careful when buying a 
Chirstmas tree. 

When purchasing a tree, buy 
one which is firm and fresh. 
Store it in a cool place with the 
base of the tree in water until 
ready to be decorated. 

If an artificial tree is 
preferred, be sure to look for 
the UL label before making 
purchase. 

..Do make a check of 
decorations to be used. 

Remember to check 
decorative lighting strings for 
frayed wires, broken cords and 
loose sockets. These conditions 
pose potential electrical 
hazards. Use only light strings 
that bear a UL label. 

When trimming the tree, 
avoid using candles or other 
decorations that may ignite 
easily. 

Keep the tree away from the 
fire place, radiator and the 
television set. Any source of 
heat may cause the tree to bec¬ 
ome dry, thus creating a fire hz 
hazard. 

Don’t overdo it. 

Be sure not to overload 
electrical circuits. Wires 
carrying more current than 
usual may overheat and cause 
a fire. 


subject to mandatory programs over which 
we will have no control. 

My opinions with respect to this matter are 
not based upon theoretical feelings, but have 
been subject to a considerable amount of 
investigative research. 

State Education Commissioner Gregory 
R. Anrig has repeatedly warned that actions 
on the state and federal levels, as well as in 
the courts, take place because of inaction at 
local levels. He has specifically cited the 
failure of surburban communities to take full 
advantage of Metco. 

Gov. Sargent, Gov.-Elect Dukakis, 
Secretary of Education Cronin and other 
educational and political leaders have all 
expressed similar viewpoints and concerns. 

None of the superintendents of schools in 
the nine communities I interviewed felt Metco 
had anything to do with “metropolitism,” and 
many of these educational leaders pointed out 
that lack of voluntary programs could have 
the reverse effect. Their statements have 
been printed in the last two issues of The Star. 

Consequently, the overwhelming con¬ 
census of authoritative opinion supports 
voluntary action, and one hopes that Metco 
opponents have not misjudged the situation so 
that their actions will cause the very thing 
they want to prevent.

Mrs. Hankins, Hewis 
Taken To Task By 
Art. 16 Opponent 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As a resident of Oak street and a member 
of the neighborhood that was to be directly 
affected by the outcome of the town meeting’s 
vote on article 16 last Thursday evening, I 
must state that while I was angered by the 
malicious remarks of Mr. Hewis, I was more 
disturbed by the irresponsible statement that 
was made by Mrs. Barbara Hankins of the 
Finance Committee. 

With the rejection of article 16 by in¬ 
definite postponement, it is obvious that Mr. 
Hewis failed to win support for his proposals 
by attacking the character of his opponents. 

While it is usually best to let false charges 
be forgotten or dismissed by the good sense of 
our citizens, my outrage at Mr. Hewis’ 
remarks will not let me remain silent. 

It is time to speak out when two men who 
have given of their time and ability to present 
a defense for a threatened neighborhood 
through the democratic means that are 
available to them are publicly accused by Mr. 
Hewis of having harassed him and of having 
been completely unscrupulous in their ac¬ 
tivities. 

The activities of these men and of the other 
local residents consisted of circulating a 
petition, contacting town meeting members 
to make them aware of their opposition to 
article 16 and of taking photographs as 
concrete evidence for their defense. 

A most favorable response of 77 signatures 
was received for the petition. 

No petitioner ever refused to leave a 
person’s home when a signature was refused 
as Mr. Hewis stated. 

Neither of the two men ever harassed Mr. 
Hewis nor did either of them ever follow him 
into the men’s room. This was a vicious 
remark with obvious undertones. 

The statement made by Mrs. Hankins as a 
member of the Finance Committee was far 
more important and serious since she was 
speaking for the committee and showed 
herself to be incompetent in that position. 

In her statement on the position of the 
Finance Committee on article 16 she quite 
clearly termed the opponents of article 16 as 
being "the vociferous opponents." 

Webster’s New World Dictionary defines 
"vociferous" as "making a loud outcry," 
"shouting noisely,” or "clamorous." One 
should ask Mrs. Hankins if she really con¬ 
siders Mr. Boodakian and the Planning Board 
to he vociferous, if she really considers John 
Brown the consultant to be vociferous, and if 
she considers the residents to be vociferous 
because they are concerned about the safety 
of their children, the preservation of their 
neighborhood, and the value of their property. 

When speaking for the Finance Committee 
Mrs. Hankins should restrict her remarks to 
relevant financial issues and leave her per¬ 
sonal judgments aside.

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Learning To Play Instruments 
Fun By Orff-Kodaly Method

Learning to play a musical instrument 
may bring to mind the picture of a child 
struggling with boring scales while thinking 
about playing outside. 

This picture is particularly bothersome to 
Carole Davidson of 14 Thornberry rd., who 
teaches music to children under the premise 
that "music can be fun." 

Mrs. Davidson is an advocate of the Orff- 
Kodaly method of teaching music to children. 
Her pupils learn coordination through the use 
of voice, movement and percussion in¬ 
struments such as the xylophone, triangle, 
wood block, tambourine and sticks. 

"Coordination is the secret of performing 
music well," said Mrs. Davidson. "It’s the 
secret of practically anything." 

Carl Orff and Zolten Kodaly were early 
20th century musicians, composers, writers 
and teachers. 

Orff’s main idea was that children can 
learn to sing whole steps in tune before half 
steps. 

Contending that children need to have 
"total emersion," Orff instructed his students 
to sing and accompany themselves at the 
same time. 

Zolten Kodaly of Hungary "was more 
pedagogical,” stated Mrs. Davidson. "He 
carefully worked out a method for teaching 
children step by step in the proper order, 
basing his material on folk songs and tales of 
his country." 

Although he was more structured than 
Orff, who held with personal expression and 
freedom of movement. Kodaly employed 
musical games and singing. 

"Both men’s teaching methods were set up 
so the children enjoyed learning," explained 
Mrs. Davidson. "That’s what attracted me to 
the system. 

"These men did the best job of combining 
material children liked with what is 
necessary for them to learn. 

"I could never stand the silly little songs 
about postmen and such which I heard being 
taught," she continued. "They seemed futile. 
Children should know skills so they can enjoy 
music on their own." 

An important element in- Carole David¬ 
son’s music class is that each Child par¬ 
ticipates. "When we play music games we 
sing it 12 times through so everyone gets a 
chance. Nobody minds, either. Most adults 
would go out of their birds hearing a song 
sung 12 times!" 

Songs are carefully chosen and arranged. 
Nursery songs form the basis of the 
curriculum. Some are reset, however, since 
"most nursery songs are poorly arranged." 

The Orff-Kodally method is a three-year 
program. 

First-year students are ages four and five. 
"We start simply by clapping and singing at 
the same time. It collapses unless you thing 
about it. Parents have trouble with it." 

The first-year program includes learning 
to sing whole steps in tune, basic rhythmic 
coordination and learning to listen. 

The second year utilizes Orff instruments 
— thd ; Xylophone, triangle and wood block. 


Now the students, ages five and six, tackle 
singing half-steps. 

During the last year, the seven and eight- 
year-olds learn to play the recorder and about 
musical form. 

"By the end of the last year the children 
are ready to learn an instrument," explained 
Mrs. Davidson. 

As co-chairman of the Enrichment 
Committee for Vinson-Owen School she is 
trying to bring musical events to the school, 
"in order to give children a chance to have 
experience outside their normal range." 

A string quartet, bagpiper, ballet company 
and the MIT fencing team have already en¬ 
tertained the Vinson-Owen children. 

Mrs. Davidson feels there should be more 
music in school, especially for the younger 
children. She is not one for bulldozing, 
however. 

She is content with a slow gradual change. 
"No one realizes that for every addition to the 
school curriculum, we must take something 
out." 

Right now’ she is please with the recent 
addition of a half-hour of music per week at 
the kindergarten level. 

When Mrs. Davidson speaks about the 
Hungarian method of music teaching her eyes 
light up. "It’s a fantastic idea. The children 
have music every day. Everyone who 
graduates from high school can read music 
perfectly because they’ve had a lot of 
training." 

Hungary has special schools for those who 
wish to pursue music. 

These students score the highest in 
mathematical exams. 

"Music develops the ear and coordination. 
It helps the thinking process because one is 
able to convert what is on the page to in¬ 
formation one can use.” 

Carole Davidson received her bachelor’s 
degree and teaching certificate from Pomona 
College, Calif. She received her Orff-Kodaly 
technique at the then Dana Hall School in 
Wellesley six years ago. 

A mezzo-soprano who sang with the Boston 
Opera Group and opera singer Beverly Sills, 
she plays the piano and recorder. She is the 
organ player at the Old North Church in 
Boston. 

Her husband, Douglass, is director of 
music and conductor at the church. Also a 
composer, he plays the clarinet, tenor- 
recorder and piano. 

The Davidsons have three daughters: 
Kathy, 13, who plays the violin, clarinet 
recorder and piano; Christy, 11, who plays the 
piano, flute and alto recorder; and Beth, 9, 
who plays the violin, flute, piano and recor¬ 
der.

Know Your Town 


Board Of Health Programs 
Far Reaching, More To Come 


Winchester Board of Health member Dr. 
Lawrence F. Quigley Jr. explained the 
board’s present and future concerns to the 
Winchester Visiting Nurse Association last 
Friday. 

The Visting Nurse Association, a board of 
lay directors, has contracts with the Board of 
Health and the Winchester schools. 

Included in their duties are providing 
home nursing and conducting eye and hear 
testing for schools. 

Quigley, considering himself "a liason 
between the Board of Health and Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Association." explained the 
construction of the board. 

There are three members elected for three 
years;* Dr Warren Taylor. Vartkes K. 
Karaian and Dr. Quigley. 

Michael D. Saroco is director; David 
Black, agent: Mary Keith, clerk; Dr. Lesley 
B. Heafitz, clerk physician. A public health 
nurse is provided by the VNA. 

Eight years ago it Was decided to appoint a 
member w ho had been on the board for three 
years as chairman, representing the board at 
town meeting. 

Quigley hopes to have the Winchester 
Board of Health "combihe with one or two 
other towns so as to attain more personnel." 

Perhaps in the future also are way stations 
for garbage disposal. 

Quigley referred to Wellesley’s policy on 
getting rid of leaves. The town employs a 
truck which sweeps and compacts leaves 
residents rake into gutters. 

A truck brings leaves to another area for 
mulching. "In this way Wellesley brings the 
leaves to a viable, usable material ... the 
initial expense is large, but it is far less ex¬ 
pensive in total savings," explained Quigley. 


Immunization clinics is another board 
program. Quigley feels "some progress is 
being made" with flu clinics begun in 1973 for 
elderly and town employees. 

"However, this just touches the surface," 
he continued. The board hopes to include 
school-aged children in these flu clinics. 

A glaucoma clinic is a wish of the board’s. 

The Board of Health provides financial 
assistance to parents of premature infants 
(less than five and one half pounds). 

Working with the dog officer, it handles a 
rabies clinic in spring where dogs get shots. 

With the help of the state, the board em¬ 
barked on a lead paint program. "The 
protection of the child is of the utmost im¬ 
portance here," said Dr. Quigley. 

The board will test paint in school or at 
home at requests of parent’s. 

A tuberculosis clinic and biological 
distribution stations at Winchester Hospital 
and Board of Health, concerned with im¬ 
munization, are available to the public. 

The Board of Health will comply with 
requirements for filling out international 
vaccination certificate and death certificates, 
said Quigley. 

"The board is of a preventative nature," 
he concluded. 

Dr. Quigley showed films of his research 
experiments in South America with students 
from the Central University of Curficas and 
University of Zulia at Maracaibo. 

This opportunity came about as a result of 
his position as orthodontist for children of the 
Esso Co.’s executives in South America. 

"For five days every two months I am 
flown to the island where Esso’s refinery is. 

"I do as little work there as possible,” he 
laughed.

Selectmen Monday night voted to place an 
article on the annual town meeting warrant to 
transfer the Swanton Street Bridge from the 
Boston & Maine Railroad to the state. 

Chairman Vito A. Giarrizzo said the bridge 
belongs to the railroad. The state has in¬ 
dicated that as soon as the bridge-is turned 
over to them it will be “number one priority” 
for widening.

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said he un¬ 
derstands the state is in the process of taking 
over bridges. 

Town counsel Douglas Randall indicated 
the town may have to “acquire some land by 
eminent domain to widen the bridge” which 
Giarrizzo described as “safe” but “a sore eye 
and an obstacle.” 

Selectmen voted to ask Town Engineer 
John J. Ciarcia to prepare a plan showing the 
location of the bridge and what needs to be 
done to widen it. 

CHRISTMAS LIGHTS 

Selectmen voted to decorate Town Hall 
with Christmas lights. Selectmen prefer 
turning on the lights “right away.” 

Funds for the display will come from the 
public celebrations budget. 

Smith was in favor of “a modest display” 
while John Sullivan favored lighting up the 
whole Town Hall. 

Giarrizzo said: “Most communities make 
Winchester look silly.” 

Joking, Giarrizzo said: “John (Sullivan) 
will come in and turn the lights on and off.”

Giarrizzo said: “If they are appointed 
there is always the possibility of con¬ 
frontation and argumentation of the public 
and assessors.” 

ACTING TREASURER 

Selectmen voted Monday to extend Acting 
Treasurer Carol Thomas’s position “for 
completion of the unexpired term” of the 
former treasurer. 

Selectman Smith noted state auditors have 
completed routine work in the town 
treasurer’s office and will probably report 
back in February. 

He said Miss Thomas has indicated she is 
“favorably inclined to be arcandidate” for the 
office in the coming election. 

Selectmen noted that if the proposed 
Charter Commission charter is accepted by 
townspeople, the treasurer will complete his 
or her three-year term and then the position 
will become an appointed one. 

OTHER MATTERS 

In other matters, selectmen voted to ask 
the Finance Committee to transfer $30,000 
from the reserve fund to supplement the Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield account for premiums. 

On the recommendation of Comptroller 
James J. Costello, selectmen are extending 
the contract on a month to month basis 
pending “resolution of financial implications 
of the latest Blue Cross-Blue Shield proposal. 

Selectmen appointed three residents to 
become consumer aide volunteers. They are 
Jeff Travaline, a Winchester High School 
senior; Edward Rodriguez of 16 Sargent rd. 
and Charles Yorke of 7 Ardley rd. 

As aides, these volunteers will participate 
in a training program sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Consumers Council. They will 
learn how to deal with consumer problems 
and work in conjunction with the council, 
government and law enforcement agencies 
and local consumer organizations. 

The program is funded by a grant from the 
Dept, of Health, Education and Welfare. 

Selectmen voted to award the printing of 
the Winchester annual report to low bidder G. 
R. Barnstead. 

A letter signed by all selectmen will be 
addressed to Daniel J. Doherty commending 
him on his retirement from the town as 
director of veterans services and burial agent 
for deceased soldiers and sailors. 

Selectmen noted Robert G. O’Brien, 
superintendent of streets, has enrolled in a 
course in basic computer and programming 
at the Burlington campus of Northeastern 
University, Payment of this course will come 
from the Highway Department budget. 


Saltmarsh Intends 
Full-Time Service 
To Constituents 

Rep.-elect Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
recently resigned as director of the Win¬ 
chester National Bank and as corporator of 
the Winchester Savings Bank. 

“My association with these two local 
banks has been a most rewarding ex» 
perience,” Saltmarsh said, “but I feel an 
elected official should be available at all 
times to serve his constituents. 

“During the campaign I promised to 
deliver fulltime service to this community 
and I intend to keep my word.” 

Saltmarsh, who in January will become 
the first newly elected representative from 
Winchester to the Massachusetts General 
Court in 28 years, served as Winchester 
Savings Bank corporator for seven years and 
as a director of the Winchester National Bank 
for two years.

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Caroling, Wassail Bowl Are Christmas Traditions

A red-crayoned and potato-printed in¬ 
vitation to a neighborhood family Christmas 
caroling party was a cheerful and nostalgic 
note in the mailbox this week. 

Nothing creates the mood of Christmas 
more quickly than singing familiar carols. 

Locally, the custom of caroling is enriched 
by groups like that at the Winchester 
Unitarian Church which plans to visit shut-ins 
and some senior citizens tomorrow night. 

Winchester’s special custom of early 
Christmas eve caroling around a lighted tree 
on the Common is intact this year after last 
year’s blackout. 

The Park Department is supplying a few 
lights and volunteer choral leader Mary 
Witham promises a dozen brass instruments 
from the high school band and a group of 
youngsters with bells. The public is invited to 
supply voices at 7 p.m. Dec. 24. 

Christmas has been associated with music 


ever since the angels heralded the birth of 
Christ. The history of the carol, which comes 
from two Latin words meaning “to sing with 
joy,’’ goes back onto Roman antiquity and 
pagan festivals. 

The melody of “God Rest Ye Merry 
Gentlemen” was known before the birth of 
Christ. The tune was sung when Charlemagne 
was crowned Holy Roman Emperor on 
Christmas Day, 800 A.D. Our traditional 
words were added a mere 500 years ago and 
“God Rest Ye” was popular in England in 
William the Conqueror’s time after 1066. 

The custom of caroling, which legend 
attributes to Francis of Assisi, reached full 
flowering in King Henry VIII’s Tudor 
England. Rulers and titled gentry supported 
holiday carolers and musicians, enjoyed 
plays and pageants, and partook of elaborate 
feasts. 

Wassail bowl, a hot spiced cider punch, 
dales from that time and is a traditional drink 
to serve carolers in from the nippy December 
air or for a beverage at a holiday open house. 


The punch is delicious plain, but if spirits 
are to oe added, the rum, brandy or sweet 
wine should be added to the individual just 
before adding the hot wassail. 

Wassail Bowl 

3 quarts apple cider 
1 quart unsweetened pineapple juice 
1 cup orange juice 
cup brown sugar 
3 sticks cinnamon, broken 
1 teaspoon whole cloves 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 
Small pieces lemon peel 
Small apples 

2 oranges, sliced 

Combine all the ingredients except apples 
and oranges. Bring to a boil; simmer 15 to 20 
minutes. Strain into preheated punch bowl - 
(rinsed with hot water) and decorate with 
floating apples and orange slices stuck with 
whole cloves. Makes four quarts or 40 punch 
cup servings.

Recreation Board Won’t Recommend Wedge Pool 


The Recreation Committee Monday voted 
against seeking town meeting approval of 
$242,000 for a swimming pool at Wedge Pond. 

Some committee members indicated a 
desire to start planning for a youth center. 
Also discussed at the meeting was 
Recreation's article for the Jan. 23 town 
meeting on funding for a mentally retarded 
day camp. 

The Capital Planning Committee recently 
asked all town boards and committees their 
priorities for the year. In 1972 Recreation and 
the Park Commission met to discuss the 
possibility of a swimming pool at Wedge. 

The idea is included in the list of future 
recreation projects. 

Monday night Recreation Member Robert 
Winn said: “If you mention $242,000 at town 
meeting you’re going to have to have four 
doctors and eight nurses to take care of the 
coronaries.” 

Recreation Member Karen Wharton ad¬ 
ded : ‘'Any $242,000 expenditure is going to get 
laughed out of town meeting.” Both Mrs. 
Wharton and the chairman, Peter Kennedy 


Tully, said they would not vote for such an 
item. 

Tully suggested an article be included for 
the town meeting asking the members if 
Recreation should consider such a project. 

But the other members disapproved of 
even that and the idea, which was not a 
proposal, was defeated. 

The idea was presented by Recreation 
Director Donald T. Spinney, who said 
professional surveys show that an artificial 
pool is the number one priority for additional 
recreation in Winchester. 

He said the idea came up when the 
proposal to build an artificial pool at 
Leonard’s Beach came up. Town meeting 
defeated an artificial pool at Leonard’s, 
approving instead a lesser amount for 
rehabilitation. 

Last year the pool area at Leonard’s was 
dredged and new sand placed. This year there 
will be improvements made to the bathhouse 
and play area, Spinney noted. 

Spinney figured the total cost of an indoor 
pool as $400,000, noting that federal funds may 
be available for part of the cost. 


Chairman Tully said the committee 
already has a consensus from the town 
meeting on a pool “They voted down 
Leonard’s overwhelmingly.” 

Mrs. Wharton moved that the committee 
not request a pool. The vote was unanimous. 
A letter will go to the Capital Planning 
Committee informing them of the vote on the 
basis of cost, the town’s current financial 
situation and the previous town meeting vote 
on a pool. 

In other action, two committee members 
indicated support for a town youth center. 
Chairman Tully said if the committee is 
considering long-range goals, one should be a 
drop-in center. 

He suggested such a center contain a coke 
bar, juke box, pool tables, arts and crafts and 
activities for girls. 

Tully said the old youth center at the 
Epiphany Church died because there were no 
activities for girls. 

Tully noted that the town now has a drop-in 
center for the elderly and activities for many 
age groups. He said there is a need for ac¬ 
tivities for teenagers.

Representing Fitzgerald Associates, Atty. 
Henry Quill said his clients have an option 
with E. M. Loew to purchase the theatre 
property and adjacent land. 

Fitzgerald Associates has entered into a 
covenant with the town of Winchester to keep 
the Aberjona River adjacent to the property 
in the SCI district. 

The L-shaped apartment house will be four 
feet below the required height limitation; 
there will be four stories with 20 units on each 
floor, with units renting for approximately 
$400 per month. 

The Planning Board, Finance Committee 
and Board of Selectmen all favored the zoning 
change. 

The only opposition came from Rep. 
Harrison Chadwick, who called it “asinine to 
try to start a discussion after 11:30 p.m.” 


Selectmen to include in the warrant for the 
special town meeting Jan. 23 an article to 
permit the town to accept state funds for a 
w-inter camp for the mentally retarded. 

Town Comptroller James J. Costello is 
requiring the town meeting vote because of a 
technicality. Involved is about $13,000, all of it 
in state funds. 

A motion was passed to thank George 
MacMillan for all the work he has done in 
getting the $13,000 in state funds, for all he has 
done for the Recreation Department and for 
all he has done for retarded children. 

The committee voted unanimously to hold 
a dance Dec. 30 at Town Hall in conjunction 
with Youth Mark, a Winchester High School 
group. Proceeds will benefit the retarded. 

The youth group had originally intended to 
hold the dance the same week that Recreation 
scheduled its dance. Reddy Teddy was 
scheduled to play at both dances. 

Youth Mark thought it would be better to 
combine the two events. Entrance donation of 
50 cents will be charged to pay for the $150 to 
$200 expenses of Reddy Teddy, a Winchester 
group of musicians who have recently cut a 
record.

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Rifle Expert Calls ‘Single 
Bullet Theory’Ridiculous 


Eleven years after the death of President 
John F. Kennedy the controversy surroun¬ 
ding his assassination in Dallas continues. 

The assassination facts contained in the 
Warren Commission Report are still being 
scrutinized. There are many people who still 
challenge the credibility of the United States 
government’s official version of what hap¬ 
pened on Nov. 22, 1963. 

Charges Coverup 

One such critic is G. Norman Albree of 
Winchester, who considers the Warren 
Commission Report a giant government 
coverup of what actually occurred. 

Five days after the assassination, Albree 
said he became incensed because of reports 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was being 
"presumed guilty” and wrote his first letter 
of complaint to J. Edgar Hoovel*, the then FBI 
director. 

Since then, the assassination and Warren 
Commission Report have been Albree’s 
avocation. He has written numerous letters to 
government officials and law enforcement 
officers, all without satisfaction. 

Albree claims a typical reply to his 
questions was received from President 
Gerald Ford, who was at the time a 
congressman. In a letter dated April 26, 1967, 
Ford stated, in part: 

"The report of the Commission on the 
Assassination of President Kennedy must 
speak for itself. The Commission’s Report 
analyzed all the available evidence and, of 
course, the 26 volumes of hearings and 
exhibits form the basis for the conclusions 
reached in the report. 

"The Commission has been discharged by 
the President and answers to specific 
questions by interested parties will have to be 
found in the Report or in the hearings and 
exhibits.”. 

Albree’s Views 

Yet, the 87-year-old Albree has persisted in 
his beliefs that more than one rifleman fired 
on the limousine containing President Ken¬ 
nedy and the then Texas Gov. John Connelly. 

Albree believes that: 

—A lone rifleman could not have fired 
three shots in 5.6 seconds with two of the 
bullets hitting their mark. 

•—The "single bullet theory” advanced by 
the Warren Commission "is an insult to the 
intelligence of any rifleman.” 

Albree said, according to the Warren 
Commission, the first of the three bullets fired 
struck President Kennedy and then hit Gov. 
Connally. 

The report states, Albree said that this is 
believed to have been the first shot fired and it 
struck the President in the back of the neck 
and exited the front of the neck and then hit 
Connally. This bullet was found on the floor of 
the hospital where Connally was taken for 
treatment, he said. 

"Newton’s first law of motion,” Albree 
explained, "proves beyond any question that 
a bullet could not alter its course without 
being acted upon by some other force. 

Disputes Theory 

"From pictures of the way the president 
and Connally were sitting in the limousine, - 
the bullet that struck both of them would have 
had to change direction, not once, but twice. 

"This single bullet theory is an insult to the 
intelligence of any rifleman,” Albree said. 
This information is cold, hard fact and sheds 
legitimate doubt on the Warren Commission 
Report. 

According to the report, Albree said, three

shots were fired. The report claims the first 
shot struck both the president and Connally, 
the second shot missed, and the third shot 
struck the president in the head. 

The Warren Commission reports that all 
three shots were fired in 5.6 seconds, Albree 
continued. The report also said it takes 2.3 
seconds to operate the bolt action rifle that 
was allegedly used by Oswald, he added. 

"Maybe someone could operate the action 
on this particular rifle in 2.3 seconds, but I 
couldn’t do it. To shoot the rifle three times 
you have to operate the action twice, which 
requires 4.6 seconds. 

"This means the person who fired the 
shots would have had one second to recover 


from recoil twice, and get back on target 
twice." 

"There is no doubt in my mind that more 
than one person had to be involved. Oswald 
could not have acted alone,” Albree said. 

This information has been forwarded to 
several government officials, yet, Albree 
said, no action has been taken. 

"Everything indicates a coverup,” he 
said. 

"I believe that two persons did the firing, 
and therefore a conspiracy existed," Albree 
said. "It is my opinion that the first and third 
shots were fired by one person and the second 
shot by another.” 

"I believe the first shot hit the president, 
the second shot hit Connally and the third shot 
hit the president. This is the only logical 
determination that can be made,” Albree 
said. 

Albree said he has been handling guns 
since he was eight years old when he received 
a .22 calibre rifle for his birthday. He has 
invented both guns and ammunition.

Mohawks Wintering In Park 
Need Food, Warm Clothing 


Bill Rice, a member of the 
American Indian Movement 
(AIM), was guest speaker at 
the Winchester Unitarian 
Church last Sunday. 

He explained that AIM has 
become actively involved in a 
project of the Mohawks in New 
York State since their call for 
help in October. 

Rice said the Mohawks are 
trying to reclaim some of the 12 
million acres of land that was 
agreed upon in a treaty dated 
1794. 

The land, he said, was 
turned over to the Mohawks for 
their alliance in the 
Revolutionary War. It was 
later taken by the state through 
illegal manipulation, he said. 

The treaty between the 
state and the Mohawk nation 
was signed by Joseph Brant, a 
white man who was married to 
a Mohawk woman and, ac¬ 
cording to Rice, was not a legal 
representation of the Mohawk 
nation. 

The political ramifications 
of the treats are complex, he 
S;aid. arud will tie settled in the 
1' S District court system. 


Rice said "The Mohawks 
have maintained their 
sovereign nation status for 
over 300 years. Their passports 
are accepted in foreign 
countries just as the American 
passport is accepted. 

"The state of New- York 
cannot make a treaty with the 
Mohawk nation any more than 
it can with Great Britain, and 
this is the basis of the legal 
argument involved," Rice 
said. 

Rice is presently appealing 
to churches and civil 
organizations for help for 350 
Indians who are camped near 
Eagle Bay, N. Y. 

He has organized people in 
Winchester, Lexington, Con¬ 
cord and other communities to 
collect supplies and financial 
contributions which he will 
take back to the Indian village 
of Ganienkah. 

Indians living in Ganienkah 
are wintering in wood houses 
built by themselves. They eat 
deer they have hunted and fish 
they have caught in RaqUett 
Lake, Rice said. 

While in Winchester, he 


spoke to members of Action ’74 
at Winchester High School. 
Forty students listened for two 
hours as Rice lectured on the 
Mohawks. 

According to Robert Lepp- 
zer'of WHSR Radio at the high 
school, Rice "is extremely 
dynamic. He told the kids 
things they’d never thought 
about before." 

Rice said the property the 
Mohawks occupy is 612 acres of 
Adirondack State Park. The 
call for help came after the 
state posted blockades and 
eviction notices, and the 
Mohawks were unable to take 
in more supplies. 

Their need, explained Rice, 
is for warm clothing and 
canned goods to help them 
survive the winter. They will 
plant their garden in the 
spring. 

A box has been set up at the 
Winchester Unitarian Church 
for donations.

Morton Promises 

Cooperation On 

Energy Prices 

The Secretary of the Interior 
Rogers C.B. Morton promised 
his cooperation to meet the 
problem of rising fuel and 
electric prices in New 
England. 

After a meeting with 
Congressman Torbert H. 
Macdonald (D.-Mass.), the 
assistant minority leader for 
New England, Morton, who has 
emerged as the Ford 
Administration’s chief energy 
spokesman, said he would 
recommend the adoption of a 
price equalization program 
which will level off the cost of 
both home heating oil and 
residual fuel oil which is used 
to generate electric power. 

Macdonald said the 
program, as outlined by 
Morton, will mean a savings of 
$30 million a month in energy 
costs for the people of New 
England. 

The price equalization 
program is to be established 
under a directive from the 
Congress contained in a law 
authored by Congressman 
Macdonald. 

Macdonald, who has been 
actively fighting for a broad 
program which would allow 
New England to share lower 
cost domestic oil supplies 
equally with other regions in 
the country, said he viewed 
Morton’s support as “very 
helpful and a big step foreard.’’ 


Chief AdvtaeM 
Travelers To 
Check Weather 

With the warning “winter 
road conditions change as fast 
as winter weather," Chief of 
Police Edward F. Bowler 
urged all Winchester drivers to 
brush up on their winter 
driving know-how in a 
statement this week. 

As helpful reminders, Chief 
Bowler reviewed several 
major winter driving tips 
recommended by the National 
Safety Council’s committee on 
winter driving hazards and 
endorsed by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 

To help maintain stay-in-line 
steering: 

—Anticipate stops and slow 
down gradually, especially 
approaching intersections. 
They can be unexpectedly 
slippery because of the 
polishing effect stopping and 
starting traffic has on snow 
and ice. 

—Anticipate turns. Slow 
down well ahead and make 
them smoothly 

—Never jam on your brakes 
on a slippery surface, you’ll 
only lock your wheels and go 
into a skid. The best way is to 
pump your brakes to keep the 
wheels rolling part of the time. 
You then maintain steering 
control. Remember, you can't 
steer with sliding, locked 
wheels. 

—If you do go into a skid, act 
quickly—but don’t overreact. 
Take your foot off the gas and 
steer in the direction the rear 
of the car is skidding. You’ll 
feel the car regain a grip on the 
road. Then straighten your 
wheels, pointing them in the 
direction you want to go. 

To help getting stopped in 
time: 

—You need a lot more room 
to stop on wintry roads, so keep 
a safe following distance in 
traffic. 

—The type of tires or traction 
aids you use can help you stop 
sooner. While the following 
distances are averages, they 
can indicate the differences: 

On glare ice from a speed of 
20 mph, regular tires with good 
treads may bring your car to a 
stop in 149 feet, for example, 
once you get your foot on the 
pedal. Snow tires on the rear 
will probably show no im¬ 
provement. New studded tires 
on the rear wheels (where 
legal) may give you about a 19 
percent improvement. 

Reinforced tire chains on 
your rejjr wheels are the best, 
giving you a 50 percent im¬ 
provement in stopping 
distance. 

On loosely packed snow it 
may take 60 feet to bring your 
car to a stop. Snow tires on the 
rear will do 13 percent better. 
Reinforced tire chains on the 
rear give you a 37 percent 
advantage.

Many Hawaiian chants have 
been preserved without change 
over the centuries - for a very 
good reason. Chanters once 
feared death if they made a 
mistake. 

In the old days, Hawaiians 
believed that the words of a 
chant had supernatural power. 
A careless slip of the tongue, a 
lapse of memory, and the god 
to whom the chant was 
dedicated could rise up in 
wrath and strike down the 
offender. 

The chanting tradition lives 
on, though today's singers may 
not l?e as meticulous as their 
predecessors, now that the 
penalty for a wrong note or 
word may be only an icy staee 
from a recording director. 

Tradition Preserved 

Respect for tradition is 
apparent in “The Music of 
Hawaii," a new National 
Geographic Society record 
album than includes the old 
chants, recent ukulele 
melodies, steel guitar solos and 
the love songs the islands in¬ 
spire. 

In the course of tracing the 
complex history of Hawaiian 
music, the album notes offer 
information that may change 
popular misconceptions: 

The song called “Hawaiian 
War Chartt,” popularized by 
Tommy Dorsey and other big- 
band leaders, actually is a 
perversion of a love song, 
“Kaua I Ka Huahua’i,’’ written 
by Prince Leleiohoku, brother 
of King Kalakaua, himself the 
author of the anthem, “Hawaii 
Pono’i.’’ 

Hawaiian royalty regularly 
turned their hands to 
songwriting. Queen 
Liliuokalani wrote "Aloha 
’Oe,“ perhaps the best known 
of all the songs of Hawaii. The 
story goes that she was in¬ 
spired by seeing the tender 
farewell of two lovers after a 
summer idyll. 

The ukulele was not invented 
in Hawaii but was a type of 
guitar called braga or 
braginha brought to the Pacific 
by Portuguese sailors. Augusto 
Dias is credited with in¬ 
troducing the instrument in 
1879, making it so popular that 
he soon had his own music 
shop. 

One day Edward Purvis, an 
Army officer visiting in 
Honolulu, heard Dias play. He 
became so intrigued that he 
bought a braginha and played 
it at the court of King 
Kalakaua. The small and 
nimble Purvis was nicknamed 
Uku-lele (jumping flea), and 
the name soon was applied to 
the instrument. The ukulele 
and the steel guitar added a 
new dimension to the island 
music. 


Steel Shimmer 

The deep-bodied steel guitar 
was invented in 1895 by Joseph 
Kekuku. He used a sliding steel 
bar to replace the fingers in 
altering the pitch and gave the 
instrument its characteristic 
shimmering tone that evokes 
swaying palms. 

Once so popular that no yard 
gathering or luau was com¬ 
plete without one, the steel 
guitar now is heard only 
rarely. It is cumbersome to 
carry and calls for demanding 
practice to play it properly. 

On the side of tradition, 
however, are many Hawaiian 
composers who are returning 
to the old poems - called mele - 
for inspiration, retaining the 
old rhythmic and melodic 
forms. 

A major source for modern 
writers is the family songbook, 
where lyrics have been 
carefully written down and 
new songs added over the 
years. Some have entries 
dating from the 1840s, not long 
after Hawaiians began to learn 
to write.

Power Plant Would Run 
Completely On Processed 

Trash Instead Of Fuel 


Plans were announced last week for 
construction of a 100-megawatt power plant 
that will operate completely on processed 
trash instead of fuel, the Associated Press 
reported in a story this week. 

The plant, which developers hope to build 
in Danvers, would be the largest and most 
refined of its kind. The only similar plant, 
located in St. Louis, runs 20 percent on trash. 

The Associated Press story follows: 

Power will be produced by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Wholesale Electric 
Co. of Littleton and will be sold to 23 
municipal utilities. They are in communities 
that range in size from Holyoke to Paxton. 

The $35 million plant would take in 2,000 
tons of garbage from surrounding towns and 
burn 1,200 tons of paper, plastic, wood and 
cloth 

Much of the heavier material, such as 
glass and metal, would be sold to industries. 


The project is being developed by Clean 
Communities Corp. of Peabody. 

Its president, Bernard Caniff of Lynnfield, 
said, "The hardest thing to overcome was the 
dump image. There is a lot of emotionalism 
involved when you talk about refuse. People 
envision rats." 

A 100-megawatt plant is considered 
moderate in size by utilities standards. The 
plant would produce light weight trash that 
would be burned to make steam, which in turn 
would run generators. 

Caniff said the steam produced would cost 
the utility about orie-quarter that of a com¬ 
parable amount of residual oil. 

Caniff said he hoped that other plants will 
locate in the area and use other reclaimed 
material. "The time is coming when 
everything that comes in the front door will go 
out the back door and be used."

By this he means that a public adjuster 
makes sure that homeowners who file claims 
get a fair shake with their insurance com¬ 
panies. 

He explains further that a public adjuster 
is hired by a policy holder for a fee. The ad¬ 
juster handles negotiations with the in¬ 
surance company to assure an honest set¬ 
tlement of a claim. 

Furr says that an insurance broker 
ostensibly is acting on behalf of a policy 
holder whereas the insurance adjuster ac¬ 
tually is only trying to keep the claimant 
happy while getting the best deal for the 
company. 

A public adjuster intervenes on behalf of 
the policy holder. The bulk of a public ad¬ 
juster’s business deals with fire claims. 

But a public adjuster may also intervene 
in cases dealing with many other types of 
insurance: wind, theft, vandalism. “Anything 
negotiable except automobile insurance," 
Furr sums up. 

Automobile insurance claims are easily 
determined by manuals detailing how much it 
costs to replace each item on a car and how 
much labor is involved. 

But, Furr explains, when it comes to a fire 
in a home there are many variables. For 
instance, the cost of home repairs is different 
on the Cape than in Winchester. 

How does a homeowner know the 
replacement cost of furniture? How does a 
homeowner know the costs involved in roof 
repairs and construction repairs? 

To be a licensed public adjuster, says 
Furr, you have to have been in building 
construction for four years. A three-hour 
exam involving questions on fire prevention, 
construction, state laws on insurance and 
other subjects is given. 

Furr was a building inspector for five 
years. From 1946 to 1954 he was an apprentice 
with his father, who is an architect. 

Furr has formed a corporation for the 
purposes of adjusting fire losses. He claims a 
35 percent average increase in claims than 
what the insurance companies originally 
intended to give out.

He cited “three significant additions...to 
our patient services:” 

One-day surgery, introduced in April, and 
averaging nearly 40 admissions per month 
with estimated savings of $150 to each patient. 

Installation of a $25,000. ultrasound 
diagnostic machine in the hospital’s x-ray 
department. 

Major up-dating of the X-ray department 
involving replacement of equipment over 25 
years old “allowing us to perform 
significantly sophisticated procedures.” 

“In the past year we have purchased over 
$250,000 of new equipment and we are most 
grateful for the help and support of in¬ 
dividuals and organizations in underwriting 
some of this cost, ” James said. 

“We find ourselves increasingly depen¬ 
dent upon the generosity of other for these 
special need..” 

Speaking on the hospital’s financial 
position, James said, “Financial solvency is 
becoming more and more a problem under 
government controls. Our pre-audit surplus of 
$29,000 is substantially below the ap¬ 
proximately $150,000 we need to keep our¬ 
selves financially solvent. 

“Contractual adjuctments and unreim¬ 
bursed care amounted to $850,000 and this is 
approximately $10 per day at the main 
hospital and $6 a day at the continuing care 
unit. Is it any wpnder that hospitals 
throughout the country are in financial 
stress?” 

James praised the “Strong corps of 
volunteers—close to 50,000 hours in 20 dif¬ 
ferent services.” We are indeed indebted to 
the Friends, the Winton Club, EnKa and the 
Junior Volunteers for their interest ans 
support.” 

Reviewing the building programs which he 
described as “A complex and slow process, ” 
James informed members that the Maple 
road relocation project had been cleared of all 
hurdles with construction to be started by 
spring of 1975 and completion by the next 
November. 

Referring to the major building program, 



he stated that emphasis will be on parking, 
out-patient and ancillary services and that a 
certificate of need from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health will be* 
requiered before any definite steps can be 
taken. 

In his report, president Robert B. Kit¬ 
tredge paid tribute to Maurice T. Freeman 
and Edward V. French whose resignations as 
trustees in May “were accepted with deep 
gratitude for the tremendous contribution 
made by them to the hospital over so many 
years of volunteer service.” 

Kettredge reviewed the progress of the 
fund development committee established in 
1971 under the leadership of D. Reid Weedon. 

“In three years the annual gifts have In¬ 
creased from $14,000 to $40,000 and the goal 
for next year is $50,000. Over the past three 
years $89,000 has been received and $87,000 of 
these funds have been used for purchase of 
new equipment." 

Commenting on the hospital’s parking 
problem and the need for improvement of the 
physical facilities, Kittredge said, “We have 
been discussing these throughout the five 
years I have served as president and un¬ 
doubtedly these subjects will be discussed for 
many more years ahead. 

“In 1974, however, we did make real 
progress. We, at last, are headed in a single 
direction and have cleared away the initial 
obstacled. 

“But there is still a long way to go. There is 
ahead of us the major task of financing a 
major building program but our goals are 
legitimate and reasonable and will, in due 
course, be attained.” 

In concluding his report Kittredge said, 
“In spite of our day-to-day problems and 
frustrations, we should keep things in proper 
perspective and recognize that the hospital is 
very fortunate in many respects. 

“Our .medical and dental staff and our 
nursing staff are exceptionally good and 
together make it possible of the hospital to 
perform very well its basic function of 
providing first-rate medical care to our 
patients.” 

Reporting for the medical and dental staff, 
staff president Joseph J. O’Conner, M.D., 
praised “the close cooperation between the 
medical staff and the board of directors. 

“Winchester Hospital pioneered by putting 
a staff physician on the board several years 
ago.” he said, “and two years ago having the 
president of the medical staff serve on the 
board and on its executive committee. There 
are plans to put another physician, perhaps 
not necessarily a staff member, on the board 
and this trend should be encouraged.” 

Dr. O’Connor referred to the changes 
taking place in medical practices and how the 
medical staff has had to adapt to them. 

"One of the biggest changes has been the 
need to carry elderly patients or these with 
severe chronic illnesses through major 
surgery. A few years ago, such patients were 
simply rejected as poor surgical risks. 

“Now, through the combined efforts of 
specialists in many fields, and with 
sophisticated* diagnostic techniques, we are 
able to evaluate patients better. With team 
effort, we have reasonable chance of carrying 
these patients through complicated surgery 
and it is most gratifying to see them survive.” 

He outlined some pressures on the doctor 
in the private practice of medicine- 
limitations on the amount and type of drugs 
prescribed, setting of fees by the federal 
government for Medicare and Medicaid 
patients and monitoring of doctor’s patients 
in the hospital by hospital committees. 

“With all of these pressures, it is no 
wonder that the doctor may look harassed at 
times,” he concluded. 

Tn other business, president Kittredge 
presented retiring director David F. Choate 
Jr. with a plaque in appreciation of his work 
during his term of service. 

The following were re-appointed directors 
for three years: Sumner R. Andrews, Mrs. 
Bradford M. Bentley, Ralph W. Hatch, 
Kenneth C,. Latham, Goorge A. Marks, M.D., 
and John E. Wilkinson. 

Re-appointed a trustee for three years was 
Daniel S. Ahearn. 

Newly elected to the nominating com¬ 
mittee were Warren S. Berg, David F. 
Choate, Jr. and Henry K. Porter. Re¬ 
appointed were Mrs. Justin L. Anderson and 
Donato Gattineri.

Bullock Files Legislative Program On Taxes, Consumers, Handicapped 


John W. Bullock (D-Arlingt jn) has an¬ 
nounced his 1975 legislative program sub¬ 
mitted to the legislature. Bullock’s package 
represents 45 separate pieces of proposed 
legislation. 

Highlights of Bullock’s program: 

1. Proposed constitutional amendment 
tieing graduated income tax to property tax 
relief. • 

Until now the graduated income tax has 
been repeatedly turned down by the state’s 
voters. 

Under Sen. Bullock’s constitutional 
amendment, a taxpayer would pay no more 
than 10 percent of his or her annual income on 
the property taxes for principal residence. 

The remaining portion of the individual’s 
property tax would be paid to the 
municipality by the state from funds fur¬ 


nished by the graduated income tax. 
Proceeds from the graduated income tax 
would first be required to provide property 
tax relief before other state obligations would 
be met. 

2. Three different bills deal with credit 
and fire insurance costs. 

In the area of consumer credit, Bullock 
has proposed that individuals must be 
provided with written reasons whenever 
credit is denied them. Under a separate bill, 
Bullock would require credit bureaus to 
eliminate information from files more than 
three years old. 

To remedy a gap in the provisions of the 
state’s fire insurance laws, another proposal 
of Sen. Bullock would prohibit “over¬ 
insurance” in certain cases. 

Until now some consumers have had to

3. To deal with problems relating to the 
steady increase in broken marriages, Bullock 
has proposed a 15-member commission of 
“legislators, marriage counselors, 
clergymen and other qualified citizens to 
study and propose changes in existing laws 
and other official practices in order to 
strengthen the social structure of the family 
and to better protect the interests of all 
members of a family in danger of breaking 
up.” 

4. For the approximately 14 percent of the 
population that is handicapped, Sen. Bullock 

’has submitted two bills. 

The major proposal would require that the 
MBTA take all necessary steps to make its

Red Line, plus connecting surface lines, 
accessible and usable by the physically 
handicapped. 

This legislation “would be of immense 
benefit to cardiac patients and elderly per¬ 
sons who presently cannot cope with the long 
stairways in stations along the MBTA’s Red 
Line, Bullock stated. 

Sen. Bullock is also promoting strict 
standards for construction of curbstone 
ramps for those in wheel chairs. 

5. To give the utility consumers a louder 
voice, Sen. Bullock has filed legislation that 
would require all utilities to furnish 
customers with periodic questionnaires 
covering quality of services. Questionnaires 
would be sent by utilities with billing 
statements. 

0. To meet the rising costs of gas and 
electricity, legislation filed by Bullock would 
provide that uniform rates be charged all 
consumers. 

•‘This would effectively eliminate the 


preferential treatment currently afforded 
large industrial users of gas and electricity,” 
he said. 

7. The energy shortage is the focal point 
for two other pieces of proposed legislation. 

One would establish a Massachusetts 
energy corporation to supervise natural 
resources, including off-shore oil, which are 
the property of the Commonwealth. 

A second bill would authorize the governor 
to take all necessary steps to acquire the right 
to drill for oil off the shores of Massachusetts. 

Other legislation filed by Bullock deal with 
consumer affairs in banks and banking, mass 
transit and utility reforms favoring the 
consumer. 

In disclosing the content of his legislative 


program, Bullock made the following com¬ 
ment: “In submitting bills for consideration 
by the upcoming legislature, I have carefully 
considered many of the pressing needs of the 
people of the Fourth Middlesex DISTRICT s 

“As my proposals and the proposals of 
others make their way through the legislative 
process, 1 hope that many of our citizens will 
avail themselves of the opportunity to express 
their opinions to me and other legislators. 

“I would like to see more people from my 
district appearing at State House hearings 
expressing their views on proposed 
legislation. 

“As always, my State House office is as 
close as the nearest phone. I want to en¬ 
courage people to phone me and let me know 
their thoughts on state government."

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Uproar At Town Meeting As 
Members Clash Over Zoning 


A two-part article seeking to rezone 
residential lots on both sides of Swanton 
street, which includes businesses, from a 
general residence district to a general 
business district did not pass by the special 
town meeting last Thrusday. 

Proponents of the article wanted to extend 
the 150 ft. permitted use business line an 
additional 50 ft. 

Opponents of the article charged that 
passage of the article would increase business 
use in “an already densely populated area.” 

“We are not attempting to enlarge the 
business district," said Arthur J. Mewis, 
spokesman for proponents of the article. “We 
are just trying to make a person's property 
that is zoned 150 ft. another 50 ft." This will 
put all their land in the same zoning 
description, he said 

Hewis, who said he was authorized by 
property owners to represent them, criticized 
neighborhood opponents of the article for 
“harassing me in the corridors and in the 
men’s room” at this town meeting. “They 
have harrassed neighbors," he said by taking 
pictures of their houses. 

Following Hewis' remarks, Philip Piscopo 
of 23 Oak st. jumped up and shouted: "I’ve 
had just about enough of you." 

Town moderator Raymond Kenney 
quelled the uproar, Hewis then concluded his 
arguments and then Piscopo took the podium. 

Pleading for a negative vote on the article, 
Piscopo showed blaek and white slides of 
properties in the area in question and read an 
unsigned statement presented by opponents. 

The statement had been distributed to 
town meeting members. 

Piscopo charged the area is a close-knit 
high density community, that in the last few 
years decisions affecting the area have been 
made by persons who do not reside in the 
area, and that opponents are no longer going 
to accept decisions affecting their community 
without consent. 

"We have put up with the indifference of 
business establishments presently located in 
the area long enough. 

We cannot accept the proposition of more 
intrusion into our residential community.” 

Section A of the article affecting the 
properties on the southerly side of Swanton 
street — was indefinitely postponed. The 
motion was made by Planning Board

chairman Michael Boodakian, who said, 
“Approval of this article could be very 
destructive...It would be inappropriate to 
extend the line." 

According to Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, indefinite postponement means 
petitioners will have to wait two years before 
they can bring the matter before town 
meeting again; however the Planning Board 
may do so. 

Several town meeting members criticized 
the Planning Board for not keeping their 
promise to Hewis at an earlier town meeting 
by coming forth with a plan for the Swanton 
street area. 

Before the final vote, Hewis said: “If you 
think the Planning Board is right, crucify us." 

Section B of the sume article - affecting 
the northerly side of Swanton street — did not 
pass either. Before the vote Hewis said: “If 
you don’t approve this, each resident will 
request individual articles." 

TMM Clarence Borggaard said he didn’t 
like to be threatened. 

Finance Committee Chairman Barbara 
Hankins said her committee “has had great 
sympathy for the petitioners." She said 
Finance feels the Planning Board “should 
have come in with a plan long before now." 

She went on to say that though there was 
“vociferous opposition” to the first part of the 
article, “we are not aware of opposition of 
abutters on this side of the street. The 
Finance Committee recommends favorable 
action." 

A two-thirds favorable majority vote is 
required to change a part of the zoning by¬ 
law. Section 2 of article 16 lost 64-72.

Don’t Forget 
Christmas Eve

There are times in all of our lives when 
everything comes together for a few minutes 
or longer to produce a feeling of well being. 

The occasion might be the happy news that 
a friend not long seen is coming to visit, or 
someone who has been sick has suddenly 
turned for the better or you have been 
recognized in such a way as to make you feel 
good. 

The occasion might not be an occasion at 
all. You might just walk out of your door in 
the morning and the sun is shining and you 
feel happy to be alive looking forward to an 
active day. 

Or maybe you are looking forward to an 
inactive day. It doesn’t matter. The point is 
that the spirit of the day has entered your 
thoughts and you feel as if you are an im¬ 
portant part of the universe. 

In some people, like myself, the feeling is 
an insouciant air, an attitude that no harm 
can occur on such a day. The attitude is not a 
protective armor. Far from it. 

The attitude is one that opens yourself. But 
there is such a flame inside nothing can dim 
it. You feel like singing and skipping down the 
pavement, laughing with malicious glee at 
the disapproving stares of your neighbors. 

Who cares! 

That’s what we say on days like those. 

Christmas is one of those days for many 
people. People put aside petty grievances 
with the world and concentrate their attention 
on more important matters. 

Gone, at least for part of the day, are 
troubles with the Telephone Co., annoyance 
with a neighbor who throws his snow on your 
side of the street, hatred for spiritless 
politician*. 

Instead, the thoughts and words of people 
at Christmas are occupied with making 
someone else feel better, with the well being 


of your friends and family, even with those 
you don’t know. 

Such concern for others arises from that 
inner flame which for a short while at least is 
burning warmly. 

The brightness of this flame permits us to 
extend ourselves more than we normally 
would. It’s easier to forgive under such cir¬ 
cumstances. 

That’s why people don’t take so seriously 
the supposed transgressions of their neigh¬ 
bors during the Christmas season. They have 
more patience and understanding. 

The spirit of Christmas and of the few days 
preceding Christmas is contagious, just as the 
carefree spirit of singing and skipping down 
the pavement is contagious. 

Sit and watch a group of people joking and 
laughing and not feel better! Unlikely. You 
may not know the words they are using, but 
they are communicating a feeling. 

If you open yourself just a bit you can 
monitor their radiant spirit and feel better for 
it. 

This business about wishing the spirit of 
Christmas would live year round is a cliche 
and not a very good one at that. If the feeling 
of Christmas time were all year round it 
wouldn’t be called the spirit of Christmas. 

But there may be something to say about 
becoming more aware of the Christmas spirit 
in each of us that lies dormant mqst of the 
year, awakened by an occasional spurt of well 
being created by good news, or a sunny day, 
or a good night’s sleep. 

We can look to discover more of these 
times, learn to recognize them. Then we can 
try and spread the warmth of these moments 
to others. 

Some people are saying this year more 
than ever we need cheering up, that the 
economy, the series of “shortages” and 
"crises" and disappointing world events have 
combined to produce a universal malaise. 


Just as surely as murder and mayhem 
make their indentation on the human spirit, 
so do laughter and music. To concentrate on 
one side or the other is to have an unbalanced 
view of life. 

The Christmas season is a good time for 
everyone to rediscover the fundamental spirit 
in ourselves and try to extend that spirit and 
rekindle it all the days of the year. 

If that spirit exists at Christmas time then 
it exists at other times. It nni« waits for a 
spark to ignite it

Adopt A Christmas Custom

The Nordic name for Christmas is Jul. 
Candles, strawgoats, saffron buns and hot 
spiced glogg are ingredients of our Swedish- 
inspired Christmas holidays. 

I look forward to Christmas, but there was 
a time when it meant little but frantic 
shopping and January bill blues. 

Adopt-a-Christmas custom has been a 
happy inspiration at our house. Not all 
families come equipped with traditional 
family foods, customs and reunions at 
grandparents’ on the family farm in New 
Hampshire. 

Our mobile society coupled with the 
dislocations of wars and international politics 
have affected some family and holiday 
traditions. 

In my case, the rise of Germany under Der 
Kaiser in WW I and Der Fuhrer in WW II 
caused my relatives to erase any trace of 
German Christmas customs and adopt 
"American” ones like the neighbors. That 
heritage was lost before I ever knew it was 
gone. 

After one glum year, far from family and 
friends and even our modest "American” 
celebrations, our nuclear family gathered 
around a poinsettia plant, the only decoration, 
and reflected on putting some meaning and 
tradition into our Christmas. 

No celebration in this country is so steeped 
in tradition as that df Christmas. While many 
of the customs such as carol singing, the 
lighting of candles, the tree itself and Santa 
Claus prototypes developed in Europe, 
around them each family usually develops its 
own special rituals, which are adapted and 
passed along from one generation to the next. 

So in order to create some of my own, I 
made a trip to the Winchester public library, 
where I found shelves of books on holiday 
customs around the world in the young 
people’s room. 

I remembered the Lucia Day celebrations 
of my Swedish-American neighbors and their 
holiday gift baskets of delicious Swedish 
cookies left on our doorstep each year. 
Another memory was the cardamom-spiced 
fragrances from the Scandinavian bakery in 
my childhood neighborhood. 

I read and learned that Scandinavian 
Norsemen burnt the Yule log to com¬ 
memorate the return of the sun’s life-giving 
rays. Old sagas tell about heathen festivals of 
mid-winter solstices when Vikings greeted 
the sun’s return and made sacrifices to insure 
a good crop. 

Before Christianity reached the Scan¬ 
dinavian countries, the Christian festival 
calendar had already merged with pre- 
Christian Roman traditions. 

The early Christians found it much easier 
to adopt these rites in celebrating the bir¬ 
thday of Christ than to eliminate them. Thus 
the Yule log, holly and mistletoe and even the 
Christmas tree have been handed down from 
long-forgotten pagan customs. 

So I decided to combine both pagan and 
religious customs as reflected in Sweden. St. 
Lucia, an early.Roman martyr from 3rd- 
century Italy, was absorbed into the solstice 
customs of the Nordic countries centuries 
ago. She symbolizes the bringing of fire and 
light in winter’s darkness and is pictured 
carrying candles in a crown on her head. 

In today’s Swedish custom, the oldest 
daughter or mother in a family rises before 
dawn and serves cardamom-saffron yeast 
rolls and hot strong coffee to the family. 

It is a nationwide tradition in schools and 
businesses which elect a Lucia much like a 
beauty contest. Stockholm’s Lucia queen also 
serves as a goodwill emissiary and travels to 
other countries throughout the year 
promoting Sweden. 

The various Lucias serve the coffee and 
rolls on Dec. 13 in stores and businesses to 
kick off the Christmas shopping season. Like 
critics of the merchandising Santa Claus in 
the U.S., Swedish critics complain of the 
commercialization of the religious and 
traditional custom based in the home. 

A Lucia party on Dec. 13 starts our holiday 
anticipations and plans. We share our spirit 
with friends by serving the traditional 
Swedish wine, hot spiced glogg with raisins 
and almonds. Swedish meatballs, saffron 
yeast rolls twisted into scrolly shapes ac¬ 


company the herring, rye crackers and 
Swedish mustard-glazed ham. 

A traditional Swedish potato dish, Jan¬ 
ssen’s Temptation, is also on the buffet table. 
Although the dish is basically scalloped 
potatoes, guests enjoy the story of the temp¬ 
ted Janssen who couldn’t get enough of the 
anchovy seasoned dish. 

The spirit of Lucia is symbolized by a 
candle ring set in a circle of evergreen 
boughs. Candles are placed throughout the 
house as a symbol of warmth against winter’s 
cold. Of course there is a fire in the hearth. 

Our first glogg party was successful many 
years ago and has continued in one form or 
another depending on energy and finances. It 
has ranged from a bash for 50 to an informal 
ham and potato supper for six. 

Straw ornaments are used on the tree and 
throughout the house. They are all un¬ 
breakable and are easily available in all price 
ranges in gift stores. 

Children are delighted by bur large Jul 
goats. These straw animals in many sizes are 
scattered throughout the living room. I had 
seen them in gift stores but didn’t know what 
they were until my library trips. 

Although the goat is a part of the Swedish 
holiday straw decor, his past is decidedly 
devilish and dates back to medieval times. 
The goat is said to symbolize the devil and he 
accompanied the European St. Nicholas 
figure on his rounds while playing tricks. 

Swedish Santa Claus is called Jultomten 
and is a large red-coated version of the totem 
or elves that live in every Swedish house and 
barn. Like leprechauns, they bring good luck 
and play tricks. 

A collection of Swedish-made red-hatted 
troll wooden dolls decorate one table in our 
dining room. Children enjoy the story of these 
elves and we follow the custom by making a 
dish of pudding with an almond for them on 
Christmas eve. 

We also put our milk and cookies for Santa 
and gift for the Christ child so we are com¬ 
bining all the customs in our own family way. 
It continues to grow every year. 


JUGLOGG 

For a group of a dozen or less I make this 
simple glogg recipe. In a large kettle heat one 
bottle port wine, one bottle burgundy wine 
and 1 bottle aquavit or substitute one pine 
brandy with three-quarters cup small 
seedless raisins. 

Simmer for 20 minutes with a cheesecloth 
bag containing two or three pieces stick 
cinnamon, a teaspoon whole cloves, a dozen 
cardamon seeds and a small piece of leomon 
peel. 

Add up to a cup of sugar to taste. Serve 
glogg steaming hot in preheated punch cups 
or mugs each containing two unsalted 
almonds and a few raisins. 


Swedish Meatballs 

2 eggs 

l cup light cream 
Mt cup dry bread crumbs 
1 onion peeled and sliced 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
l pound beef, finely ground 

Mi pound veal, finely ground 
■ i pound suet finely ground (optional) 

>h teaspoon powdered allspice 

1 tablespoon salt 

teaspoon pepper 

2 cups boiling water 
• » cup flour 

2 tablespoons finely cut fresh dill, or dried dill 
leaves 

Beat eggs in large bowl. Stir cream into 
eggs. Add crumbs and let soften 5 minutes. 
Cook onion in large skillet in one tablespoon 
butter until tender. Add to egg mixture. 

Add meats and seasonings. Mix well. 
Shape into one-inch balls. Melt remaining two 
tablespoons butter in skillet. Brown meat¬ 
balls lightly. Add boiling water. Cover skillet. 
Bring to a boil, then lower heat and simmer 20 
minutes. 

Remove meatballs to warmed platter. 
Skim off excess fat from pan, then stir back 
into skillet. Let boil two or three minutes, 
stirring constantly. Pour over meatballs and 
sprinkle with dill. Makes eight servings. 


Chief Bowler Tells 
How To Keep Moving 
During Snow Storms 

Chief of Police Edward F. 
Bowler suggests ways drivers 
may help keep traffic moving 
during winter storms. 

These suggestions are 
recommended by the com¬ 
mittee on winter driving 
hazards of the National Safety 
Council and endorsed by the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

Before starting out, clear the 
glass of side and rear windows 
of all ice and snow...not just 
peepholes. 

Keep headlights clean. Dirty 
lenses can cut illumination by 
25 percent. 

Operate heater a few 
minutes before getting un¬ 
derway. One can be blinded by 
sudden fogging of glass while 
car is warming up. 

Keep speed down when 
driving in sleet, fog or swirling 
snow. Keep headlights on low 
beam. In severe conditions pull 
off the road if possible to a safe 
spot. 

Get the feel of the road. 
Away from traffic, try brakes 
gently to find the point at which 
brakes lock. Or accelerate 
easily to determine when tires 
start to spin. 

Keep the proper antifreeze 
solution in windshield washer 
to keep glass clear of road 
splatter. Check the fluid 
reservoir at regular intervals. 

Operating wipers on gritty or 
ice-encrusted glass damages 
the blades. Replace them when 
they cause streaking. 

Shut off wipers before tur¬ 
ning off engine. Otherwise 
blades may freeze to the 
windshield and cause wiper 
motor damage when the engine 
is restarted. 

Some sections of the road¬ 
way, such as underpasses and 
deep cuts, can be icy when 
other surfaces are dry because 
of shading. Overpasses and 
bridges present the same 
problem because of cold air 
beneath the road surface. If a 
person hits an unexpected ice 
patch, he should ease up on the 
gas, hold the wheel steady, and 
roll straight through. 

Avoid unnecessary travel 
during snowstorms or 
whenever heavy snow is 
predicted. 

If one must travel under 
these conditions, use rein¬ 
forced tire chains. They 
provide the ultimate self-help 
for pulling through deep snow. 

Getting stuck in a traffic tie- 
up makes a person just one 
more driver out there helping 
to clog the streets and choking 
off vital emergency services, 
Bowler concluded.

Blue Jay Watcher 
Tells His Story 

EDITOR OF THE STAR 

Some time ago in a letter to the Star I 
noted that there were very few blue jays that 
winter in this area. 

Wherever they went, and for whatever 
reason they disappeared, they have now 
returned and seem to he even more numerous 
than ever. 

Blue jays of course are crows, and like 
crows they are robbers, rogues, and thieves. 
They are raucus and noisy, and they do, 
unfortunately, carry off and eat the young 
fledglings of other species. 

Nevertheless I welcome the sudden 
brilliant blue flash of their plumage as they 
come and go at my feeders. 

And their "primal scream," and constant 
scolding at the presence of my cat, seem like 
symphonic music to my ears compared to the 
squacks, squeaks and other mutterings of the 
starling, grackles, sparrows and blackbirds. 

"Frozen sound" is what Thoreau called 
their imperious challenge and war cry! 

From watching their manners at the 
feeders, it seems to me that they display two 
distinct approaches to their table etiquette; 
either each bird has both or different birds 
have elected a different approach. I find it 
almost impossible to tell the individual birds 
apart!) 

First: the real "robber baron” tactic, 
dash in, grab a morsel and dash away again 
to a safe perch nearby. There they sit and 
hammer at the husk until the meat can be 
extracted. Then they go back again to the 
feeder to repeat the process and grab some 
more booty. 

Second: the "glutton” approach; this time 
the bird dashes in to the center of the pile and 
stands there for a full minute or two. 

He reaches down, grabs a sunflower seed, 
throws his head way back as for as it will go 
and gulps a few times to help him swallow. He 
then repeats this whole maneuver eight or 10 
times until he gets his fill or until his nervous 
instincts warn him that he has stood still in 
one place long enough. 

Then, off he goes and another blue jay 
takes his place 

This latter procedure raises the question of 
whether blue jays can digest seeds like those 
of the sunflower with the husks still on? 

Certainly the rapidity of the swallowing 
process seems to preclude the possibility or 
probability of the bird being able, in those few 
seconds involved, to separate the husks from 
the kernels. 

I am almost certain that the seeds are 
swallowed whole! 

However, in this connection, I have noticed 
that sometimes something like a part of a 
husk seems frequently to fall out of his bill 
just as his head comes down and his bill opens 
for another grab. These birds are so quick and 
nervous that I have never been able to satisfy 
myself as to whether they swallow some, ail 
or none of these seeds whole. 

Blue joys are gregarious, hut only to a 
certain point. They seem to travel more or 
less in family groups; three, four, sometimes 
five. They never do engage in mob manouvers 
like sparrows, blackbirds, grnckies, etc. I 
seldom see more than two of these birds on 
the same feeder at the same time. 

Usually, they come alone, one after the 
other. 

They fly across country the same cautious 


way; "Indian file,” as someone described it. 
First one. then another, each crossing the 
open spaces alone and by himself. They 
tackle feeders the same way. 

I noticed also the other day a variation on 
their "leaf throwing" tactic that I once wrote 
about in The Star. 

The particular bird that I watched this 
lime did not throw or fling the leaves aside 
hut merely picked them up one by one, 
carried each to one side, dumped it there and 
then returned to the place where it had lain 
and scrutinised carefully the ground that had 
been under it. 

I assume that certain worms, bugs, ants, 
or whatnot, may have come up under these 
leaves and these are what the birds are 
searching for. 

Hard way to make a living, I would say!

Trees Convey A Message For 
Man , Especially At Christmas

No matter how tall they may be, trees 
stand erect and hold a certain dignity that 
cannot be compared in life. Trees seem to 
say: Take note my friend. I am a thing of 
beauty. 

One might note that man and trees fife 
partners on this earth. I don’t know or un¬ 
derstand the scientific language or the 
natural formula of plant reproduction and the 
total purpose of trees in the scheme of things, 
hut I trust and believe those who say they act 
as filters for the air we breathe. 

And I understand a spiritual message a 
tree is able to impart. Just today a tree spoke 
to me: 

Here I am. 

My name is tree. 

I am a creation 

Of God with thee. 

You have a job. 

I have one too. 

I do mine. 

How about you? 

How’s that for a challenge? And from a 
tree. 

With this in mind, it is fairly easy to un¬ 
derstand why trees have been symbolic with 
life forces throughout the centuries. 

And it is understandable why the 
evergreen, which stands tall and straight and 
stays "ever green,” was selected by man (at 
least in areas where they grow) to convey joy 
at Christmas. 

After cleaning the house last Saturday I 
asked my son, Chuck, to put up our Christmas 
tree, which he did. I got out all of the or¬ 
naments and placed them nearby so we could 
decorate the tree in the evening. 

However, I was surprised to discover my 
children, who are now single adults, were not 
keen on decorating a Christmas tree 

It wasn’t that they were against Christmas 
or Christmas trees because they both con¬ 
sider the birth of Christ important and 
significant in their lives. But they had other 
plans. 

Paula said: "Frankly, Mom. I'd rather 
change the ornaments around after the tree is 
already decorated." 

With that I decided I’d decorate the tree by 
myself. It would be a new experience and l 
wondered what it would be like. 

I loved it. I decided this year I’d skip the 
lights and just use the revolving spotlight 
which would alter colors on the wall when 
other lights are out. 

I skipped tinsel which always makes a 
mess on the floor and is difficult to vacuum, 
and I skipped over some of the gaudy 
decorations which the family seemed to 
gather from year to year. 

It was an evening of pleasant memories as 
I placed on the tree an ornament Chuck made 
in grammar school and other decorations 
with stories surrounding them. 

With the job done 1 sat back and con¬ 
templated my work. "Well done. Pauline." I 
said 

I turned on the revolving spotlight, lit a 
candle on a stand nearby and reflected on 
Christmas. 

My mind returned to a story 1 used to hear 
on the radio every year . It was a beautiful 
story telling about the love of a boy for his 
mother . 

They were poor. As 1 recall the child sold 
newspapers. His goal was to buy a 
mechanical Christmas tree which danced in a 


ircular fashion as music played. This would 
e his gift to his mother who was confined to 
her bed. 

I wished I could remember the details of 
the story but I couldn’t. Yet I felt the warmth 
and love the story had conveyed when I was 
young and I was glad to he alive this 
Christmas of 1974. 

My thoughts traveled on to the story "The 
Gift of the Magi" by 0. Henry. Recalling this 
sharing tale of the young couple who gave up 
prize possessions in order to give to each 
other made me very much aware of those I 
love and those who love me. 

My thoughts went on to the babe in the 
manger for without Him there would be no 
Christmas. 

That night when the family returned, they 
agreed with their mother. 

"You did a great job, Ma," said Chuck. 

His sister agreed as she stood before the 
tree with scrutiny on her face. "It looks nice,” 
she said as she turned and went into the 
kitchen without changing an ornament. 


I visited Walpole prison the day after the 
three hostages were released. I was appalled 
when I walked through the front door and into 
the reception area. 

When I say I stepped through ankle-deep 
debris (cigarette butts, drink cans and candy 
papers) to get to the office and ask for a 
visitor’s slip, I am not exaggerating. 

There was a nearly empty rubbish can in 
the reception area along with several butt 
cans, yet reporters and others who were there 
for one reason or another preferred to drop 
rubbish on the floor or were too busy to move 
to the waste receptacles. 

Inside in the visitor’s room I found the 
following words printed on a piece of paper: 

"There is no reason why prisoners cannot 
be treated humanely, even though a small 
minority of them must live in maximum 
security. 

"The prisoner must retain his rights of 
living with his family or mate. He must retain 
his right of living as nearly as possible as he 
would in a free community. 

"Indeed, that should he the whole point of 
corrections: to give the prisoner the op¬ 
portunity, under security, the means to live as 
normal and creative a life as possible. 

"Corrections must not mean and cannot 
mean that people should live like animals, be 
locked in cages, be separated from living with 
their wives and children, he regimented into 
robots." 

When I talked with my friend, who was not 
involved in the trouble, I discovered several 
of the guards worked double shifts and were 
unable to leave their posts to eat during the 
fracus. 

As it so happened, because of Christmas, 
inmates are allowed to receive canned goods 
and bakery products from the outside. My 
friend told me about making peanut butter 
sandwiches and heating pea soup which he 
passed through the bars of his cell to feed the 
guards. 

This kind of sharing between prisoner and 
guards is not the kind of story which generally 
gels reported. Maybe that’s because i.t might 
force people to change stereotype images

Ms. Abbott continues: "After hours the 
owner of the money came back to the hospital 
to ask hopelessly if anyone had found some 
money. 

"In all the gentleman (a visitor) had lost 
$300! The money, he said, for his children's 
Christmas, was probably gone. Not so. 

"We work with honest people around here 
and the grateful gentleman left thinking and 
saying some pretty nice things about people 
at Winchester Hospital. 

"As President Truman said, 'The buck 
stops here."’ Ms. Abbott headed her article: 
"Hey, Diogenes! You Should Have Looked 
Here.!!”

The other story comes to us from Andy 
Connolly, foreman of the incinerator. 

It seems he had a telephone call recently 
from McCall Junior High School reporting 
that a student had lost her $400 pair of braces. 

Andy says the junior high student had 
taken her braces off while she was eating 
lunch and wrapped them in a napkin. 

You can probably guess what happened. 
The napkin was picked up with the trash and 
seemed lost forever. 

But Andy and his men are not easily 
discouraged. When the truck containing the 
McCall rubbish—all 30 bags of it—arrived at 
the incinerator, Andy stopped it and brought 
his men over.

Jason Dade is comptroller of the local 
newspaper (The Star), Mike Saraco is 
director of the Board of Health, Vincent 
Carroll is very active in the affairs of the 
elderly, Clara Hewis is administrative 
assistant of the Winchester Housing 
Authority. 

Did I leave anything out? Oh yes: Robert 
Ericson was a member of the Town Govern¬ 
ment Study Committee, which originally 
recommended a charter commission.

Editor Wrong 
By At Least $200 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Your column published Dec. 19 concerning 
the cost of installing and removing electrical 
equipment for the town’s Christmas 
decorations was both misinformed and un¬ 
fair. 

Your column insinuated that my prior 
service on the Park Commission had resulted 
in my being asked to do this work. You also 
led your readers to believe that my charges 
this year would be $300, which you impliedly 
asked your readers to agree was exorbitant. 

Before you make such reckless and 
damaging allegations you should check the 
facts. Let me set the record straight for your 
readers: 

1. I have performed electrical work for 
various town departments for about 15 years, 
and my charges have always been com¬ 
petitive, both for bid work and for contract 
work. Your insinuation that I received this 
contract because of my previous service on 
the Park Commission is completely un¬ 
founded and libelous. 


2. Contrary to your implication that I have 
charged $300 for this year’s work, I have yet 
to submit a bill. When I do, it will be for about 
eight hours of labor for installation and 
removal, plus materials, and will in no event 
exceed $100. 

The $300 figure to which you referred was 
the amount appropriated in some prior years 
when town decorations were far more ex¬ 
tensive and required greater work. Last year 
no work was done, contrary to your 
statement. 

3. Your article suggested that the work I 
performed was unneessary since Park 
Department workers “string the lights.” 
Stringing the lights is far different from 
bringing *he power to the various sites, 
making necessary live connections and 
removing this equipment, all of which require 
an experienced professional electrician. 

Your article was potentially damaging to 
my business reputation and an insult to my 
personally. I would like to believe that its 
errors were not deliberate but rather the 
result of a misunderstanding of the facts.

Public transportation to Boston passes 
within half a mile of the majority of Win¬ 
chester homes, according to a transportation 
study by the League of Woman Voters. 

Train service to and from the central city 
is frequent since Winchester is on the main 
line of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

There are two major stations in Win¬ 
chester, Wedgemere Station and the Center 
Station 

The league study continues: 

Beyond Winchester Center the tracks 
branch, carrying half the trains to Cross 
street and Woburn, while the rest go to 
Wilmington, North Billerica and Lowell. 

On the latter line one train stops at Win¬ 
chester Highlands on the way to Boston at 
7:2H a.m. Two trains.stop on the way out, 
having left Boston at 6:05 and 6:50 p.m. (The 
Highlands station is at the bridge on lower 
Cross street.) 

New off-peak fares mean that from any 
Winchester station passengers pay only 50 
cents to Boston on any trains except those 
which arrive in Boston between 6:00 p.m. 
a m. and 9:45 a.m. or leave Boston between 
3:30 p.m. and 7:05 p.m. weekdays, according 
to the schedule. 

During these commuter hours a single fare 
is $1.10. Of special interest: the 50 cents fare 
is in effect all day Saturday and Sunday. 
Twelve rides or monthly commuter tickets 
must be bought in North Station. For single 
rides the conductor will make change on the 
train. The run between the center and Nor f h 
Station takes 15 minutes. 

Two MBTA bus routes serve Winchester. 
The North Woburn bus will stop any where 
along Main street. It leaves the Common at 25 
after the hour and stops at Medford Square 
and Wellington Circle on its way to the 
Sullivan Square rapid transit station, from 
6:25a.m. to8:25p.m. weekdays; 7:25 a.m. to 
7:25 p.m. Saturdays — no service Sundays or 
holidays 

Outward bound, it leaves Sullivan Station 
every hour on the hour from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

Running time between Winchester and 
Sullivan Station is 30 minutes; fare - exact 
change required - is 50 cents. Within the 
boundaries of Winchester, fare on this bus is 
30 cents. 

If you live on the west side, the Lowell bus, 
which will stop anywhere along Cambridge 
street to take on or discharge passengers, can 
get you to Park Square, Boston, in just half an 
hour - for 60 cents exact fare. 

This bus is express between Arlington 
Center and Kendall Square, nnd discharges 
passengers on the inbound trip at the corner 
of Tremont and Park streets in Boston. 

There are no labeled bus stops in Win¬ 
chester, but you can figure out when the bus 
should pass your corner according to the 
schedule No. 700, which gives the hours when 
the bus should pass Woburn Four Corners nnd 
the Winchester Country Club. One bus daily 
weekdays at 5:15 p.m. leaves from Govern¬ 
ment Center outbound. 

Travelers to Boston might look into ser¬ 
vice from neighboring Medford and 
Arlington. In West Medford the corner of 
Playstead road and Winthrop street (Route 
38) - not far from the Winchester line - is the 
terminus for two bus lines. 

Buses to Sullivan Station run every 20 
minutes with a fare of 20 cents. There is also 
frequent service weekdays in rush hours to 
Haymarket Square via Interstate 93 for 50 
cents. 

Buses leave inbound between 6:45 and 9:10 
a.m. and between 3:52 and 5:10 p.m. 

Buses leave inbound between 6:45 and 9:10 
a.m. and between 3:52 and 5:10 p.m.

bound buses leave Haymarket between 7 and 
8 a.m. and between 3:37 and 6 p.m. 

In Arlington a parking lot with metered 10- 
hour parking at the junction of Route 3 and 
Massachusetts avenue is convenient to 
frequent bus service down the avenue to 
Harvard Square. 

Winchester residents 65 years or older 
may obtain passes for half fare travel on all 
MBTA lines by applying at the Government 
Center MBTA station. 

The MBTA issues student passes for travel 
between home and school which entitle 
students at McCall Junior High School and 
Winchester High School to commute along 
Main street for 15 cents. 

Interested students may apply through He 
Winchester School Department. 

Traveling Winchesterites may make note 
of Dime Time. From 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and all day Sunday the fare on 
all Boston subway lines is 10 cents instead of 
the regular 25 cents. 

Copies of the schedules for the Lowell, 
Woburn and West Medford-Haymarket buses 
are available at The Star in Winchester, 5 
Church st.

WOBURN WINCHESTER 
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Voke Teachers 
Get Pay Hike 

Teachers at the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School will receive a 6.5 
percent raise. 

A 9-1 vote by the regional school com¬ 
mittee approved the new pact recently. 

The raise is retroactive to Sept. 

Working without a contract since the start 
of school, the teachers gained a hike in the 
amount paid by the school towards Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield. The school’s share jumps 
to 80 percent from the previous 60 percent. 

The new starting salary for teachers is 
$9,378 (those with a bachelor’s degree). 
According to school officials, the same pay 
scale is given to teachers with vocational 
certificates. Few of these individuals ever 
come in at this first step, however. 

Tops on the 8-step scale is an individual 
with a doctorate (or a vocational certificate 
plus a master’s degree and 30 additional 
credits) is $18,303. 

Public relations director William Connery 
at the Wakefield-based school said the raises 
for the 120 teachers would add about $115,000 
to the payroll. 

Winchester, member of the 12-community 
school, pays through an assessment formula 
each year for the school’s support. 

There were further changes in wording in 
the contract, said Connery, who noted the 
contract was signed for a one-year period. 

Also added was a new grievance 
procedure which put into writing that either 
the teacher’s association, or the school 
committee could go unilaterally to the 
Massachusetts Board of Mediation and 
Conciliation if an impasse is reached. 

Before, the procedure was not in writing, 
but one that was understood by the parties. 

The school committee and the teacher 
representatives signed the contract at the 
close of the meeting. 

Philip McAuliffe of Wakefield was the lone 
dissenter in the 9-1 vote. A vote in executive 
(closed) session was 8-2. The vote was 
changed in the roll call in open session. 

A 5-5 vote not to take the vote in executive 
session was forthcoming earlier in the 
meeting as some members wanted doors 
closed on the vote. 

Several opposed, however, noting the 
state’s open meeting law. The official vote (9- 
1) was taken in open session. 

The $9,378 to starting teachers is an in¬ 
crease of $572 over the last contract. An in¬ 
crease of $1,117 went to those on the other end 
of the scale. 

The 6.5 percent also applies to the dif¬ 
ferentials for department heads, coaches and 
nurses at the school. 

The 20 percent increase in the Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield coverage, said one school official, 
would probably mean a raise of close to 8 
percent in terms of real money given to the 
teachers. —The Woburn Times

A mutual cultural deprivation exists 
between the cities and suburbans today. The 
Metropolitan Council for educational 
Opportunity (METCO) is one liaison for in¬ 
teraction between polarized communities. 

Although the percentage of people affected 
by Metco is small compared with the whole 
society, it is one positive step toward 
providing a voluntary quality educational 
alternative for all. 

Metco is a private non-profit voluntary 
organization. Founded in 1966 in response to 
tHe educational issues of that time, Metco was 
a cooperative venture by parents, educators 
and suburban citizens who believed that 
quality integrated education should not have 
to wait for the state’s racial imbalance law to 
be implemented. 

It was believed that suburban com¬ 
munities could and would join in a venture to 
provide that kind of education. Metco began 
with federal Title *111 monies and private 
foundation funds. Beginning in 1968 the 
Massachusetts legislature appropriated 
funds through the racial imbalance act for the 
Boston and Springfield Metco programs. 

The Metco program is now funded by the 
state. The proposed 1975 budget is $4 million. 

Metco is strictly a voluntary program both 
on the part of the students and the par¬ 
ticipating schools. If a community shows 
interest in participating in the program, it 
invites the executive director of Metco to 
speak to an open meeting in the community. 

It is up to the school committee to make 
the final decision whether or not to par¬ 
ticipate in the program. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Education pays the pnrticipatin community 
the cost of educating the Metco student. 
Presently 31 Massachusetts communities 
participate in this state-funded program also. 

Although Metco is a reimbursement, not a 
grant program, funds are advanced on a 
current year basis. 

Reimbursement to towns is made in four 
quarterly payments. Metco does not place an 
unfair bure on teachers and classrooms. 
Local school systems make available 
classroom seals only in those school grades 
where the enrollment allows additional 
students. 

Metco is for minority children who wish to 
receive a quality integrated education. 
Children from Boston are transported to - 


suburban schools. This plan does not tran¬ 
sport suburban children to Boston. 

Thousands of Massachusetts residents 
have been involved in the Metco program 
since 1966 — as students, parents, teachers, 
school administrators, host families and 
supporters. The following communities in the 
Boston area participate in Metco: 

Arlington, Belmont, Braintree, Brookline, 
Cohasset, Concord and Concord-Carlisle. 

Also, Dover, Foxboro, Framingham, 
Hingham, Lexington and Lincoln. 

Also, Lincoln-Sudbury, Lynnfield, Mar¬ 
blehead, Melrose, Milton and Natick. 

Also, Needham, Newton, Reading, 
Scituate and Sharon. 

Also, Swainpscott, Wakefield, Walpole, 
Wayland, Wellesley, Weston and Westwood. 

In the Springfield area, East 
Longmeadow, Hampden, Longmeadow and 


Southwick are participating Metco towns. 

In 1966, seven communities participated in 
Metco. In 1974 , 35 communities educate 2,000 
Metco children. Almost 80 percent of Metco 
graduates have gone on to four-year colleges. 

There are too many problems separating 
people in our society to expect one program to 
solve them all. Yet Metco does provide some 
interaction where there would otherwise be 
none. Metco objectives are: 

1. Provide quality integrated education 
which will reduce or close existing academic 
gaps for the children from racially im¬ 
balanced schools. 

2. Enrich the education of suburban 
students who must live in a multi-racial world 
by providing integrated learning experiences. 

3. Increase the dialogue between urban 
and suburban citizens in the metropolitan 
area.

Sullivan Steam Tug Boat Challenged Fulton’s 


Almost every community in New England 
has a little old lady who has devoted a life 
time of study to some subject and then has 
written a volume about her studies. 

The resulting work may possibly be of 
limited appeal, but it is a work of love, written 
with care, and to be properly appreciated. 
One thinks, in Wilmington, of Carolyn Swain 
and her work. She is one of the Wilmington 
school teachers for whom the Swain School 
was named. 

There was also Clara Olmstead Simmons, 
she wrote so nicely about the Congregational 
Church many years ago. 

Such a lady is Mary Stetson Clarke of 
Melrose. After 10 years of study she has 
written a history of the Middlesex Canal, and 
in a most gracious manner. It is thorough, 
and it is well written. 


Hie volume was privately printed, by the 
Hilltop Press, 333 West Emerson street, 
Melrose. It appeared on the day that the old 
canal was “rededicated” by the Middlesex 
Canal Association. 

There are a couple of errors in the volume, 
yes. There are a few omissions, particularly 
when it comes to relating the history of the 
canal in Wilmington. 

The lady did not, and could not be expected 
to know the names of the lockmasters in 
Wilmington, a fact in which a few Wilmington 
historians take pleasure. 

Nor, regretfully, did she publish the 
original list of subscribers to the Middlesex 
Canal. Hiere was one, at least, from each 
town through which the canal was to pass. 

One more very minor point concerning 
Wilmington, and your writer will change his 
tone. The Col. Hopkins, named on page 85, is

Wilmington’s own Samuel Hopkins, for whom 
Hopkins street is named, and who lived near 
the site of the new Nichols Street Bridge. 

It is a little surprising and a credit to the 
lady that she brings out the effort to convert 
the old canal into on acquaduct to conduct 
fresh water to Boston (Concord River water i 
in 1844. Not many persons have noted that. 

She also brings out some of the facts 
concerning the construction of a steam tow 
boat in what is now Winchester. 

That was one of the most important boats 
ever built in the United States, for it was 
instrumental in breaking the strangle-hold on 
US commerce held by Robert Fulton, 
popularly accredited inventor of the steam 
boat, and his business ally, Chancellor 
Livingston. 

The Sullivan steam tug boat constructed in 
Winchester with a paddle fitted into the stern 
for propulsion was the subject of a law suit 
which went all the way to the US Supreme 
Court, and in that case Fulton and Livingston 
lost their exclusive steamboat franchise 
which had been given them by the State of 
New York. 

Mrs. Clarke does not speak of thet legal 
history, but she does mention something the 
writer did not know. The engine involved was 
one invented by Capt. Samuel Morey, for 
whom incidentally, I,ake Morey in Vermont is 
named. 

Capt. Morey had been making small 
steamboat engines for 20 years before Robert 
Fulton took his voyage up the Hudson in the 
Clermont of North River. He also navigated a 
steamboat on the waters of I^ake Morey. 

Mrs. Clarke has supplied the missing link 
(for this writer) on how a stemaboat con 
structed in Winchester could have been held 
to be of a model that was earlier than that of 
Robert Fulton’s Clermont. 

Her volume is well worth reading by any 
history buff, and it is fortunate that more than 
a few of the paintings which Louis Linscott of 
Woburn made about the old canal are 
reproduced in the volume.

One third of Massachusetts’ registered 
voters stayed home during the Nov. 5 general 
election, nearly a record absence, according 
to statistics compiled by the Associated 
Press. 

James Leary, supervisor of elections, said 
the 67 percent turnout was the Ion °st in this 
century except for 1942 and 1916, ar-time 
years. 

Leary said he did not have data for years 
prior to this century, said the AP report 
reprinted last week in The Wakefield Daily 
Item. 

In Winchester, 72 percent of the town’s 
12,704 voters went to the polls. 

The AP story reprinted in The Item con¬ 
tinued: 

The official vote certified by the Executive 
Council showed that 1,896,421 ballots were 
cast. There are more than 2.8 million 
registered voters. The tabulation for the 
council was done by state bank examiners. 

The closest statewide contest as shown in 
the unofficial count election night was in the 
attorney general’s contest. 

Francis X. Bellotti of Quincy, the 
Democratic nominee, won with 48.19 percent 
of the total vote. Josiah A. Spaulding, R- 
Manchester, received 47.29 percent of the 
total vote; Jeanne Lafferty of the Socialist

The vote for attorney generl was: Bellotti, 
912,244; Spaulding. 894*765; Lafferty. 29.749; 
blanks and others, 59,674. 

The Democratic gubernatorial team of 
Michael S. Dukakis and Thomas P. O’Neill 
3rd received 992,204 votes (52.3 percent). 
They defeated GOP Gov. Francis W. Sargent 
and Lt. Gov. Donald R. Dwight by 207,931. 
The Sargent-Dwight team received 784,353 
votes (41.4 percent). 

The American party team finished far out 
but qualified as a full political party by a 
margin of 0.3 percent. The party’s guber¬ 
natorial candidates Leo Kahian and Nicholas 
Greco received 63,083 votes (3.3 percent) of 
the total. The party needed 3 percent to be 
assured future ballot status. 

There were nearly three times ,ts many 
blanks — 41,623 — as votes for the Socialist 
Workers Party gubernatorial team of Donald 
Gurewitz and Ollie Bivins. They received 
15,011 votes, less than one percent. 

Rep. Paul L. Guzzi, D-Newton, was elected 
state secretary by nearly a 2-1 margin over 
Sen. John M. Quinlan, R-Norwood. The 
certified vote was 1,155,636—60.9 percent—for 
Guzzi to 636,203—33.5 percent—for Quinlan. 

Affirmative votes prevailed handily with 
the six statewide referendum questions. 

The corrupt practices law proposed by 
Sen. Quinlan was approved 898,547-475,694. 
The voters also endorsed passage of com¬ 
plicated legislation revising the state delivery 
of health care services. 

The vote on this question was 1,065,279- 
353,854. The legislature was authorized to call 
additional recesses by a 952,007-471,087 tally. 

A one-third cut in House membership as of 
1979, public aid to private colleges and 
possible diversion of gasoline tax receipts for 
mass transportation were tabulated unof¬ 
ficially election night.

Sister Mary Donahue 
Teaching Navajos 

“I have been here just six months but what 
impresses me very much is the closely knit 
family bond existing in the Navajo people. 
You never see one or two of a family at a 
ceremony. Everyone comes to represent the 
family,” writes Sister Mary Donahue from 
the Maryknoll Sisters’ newest mission in New 
Mexico. 

Sister Mary teaches religion in the public 
and boarding schools in Tohatchi. “We also 
want to visit homes but no one is there until 
evening and on Saturdays the family goes to 
Gallup for the weekly shopping.” 

The importance of family among “The 
People,” as the Navajos call themselves, is 
manifested in peak moments of life. Just 
before festivities came to a close at a recent 
wedding of two teenagers, each family sat 
together and discussed for a few minutes. 
Then a representative older relative got- up 
and gave a word of advice and en¬ 
couragement to the newly-married couple. 

Another time Sister Mary attended a 
funeral and again family groups stood 
together. An older member of each family 
then went forward to give testimony in praise 
of the deceased. “One of the deepest fears is 
the anxiety about death. Formerly no one but 
the priest and the undertaker attended a 
funeral but not long ago when a respected 
elder, Mr. Tommy, passed away, there was 
‘standing room only’ in the small church.” 

Mr. Tommy went to his grave well attired: 
he wore his glasses and his beautiful 
turquoise jewelry. He was wrapped in a new 
bright Indian blanket and on his chest reposed 
a black cowboy hat. “After he was buried just* 
300 yards from his home, all were invited to 
an outdoor Navajo feast with many sflvory 
dishes including mutton stew and fried 
bread,” concludes Sister. 

Prior to her assignment to Mission San 
Rafael, N.M., in 1973, Sister Mary spent nine 
years in Boston Chinatown. She also served 
five years in Hawaii and from 195,0 to 1955 was 
a member of the Maryknoll Cloister. 

Sister Mary, a native of Woburn, 
graduated from Hanson School and Woburn 
High School. She entered Maryknoll in 1941 
from St. Mary’s, Winchester. Her first 
assignment was to Honolulu, Hawaii, in 1945. 

Sister Mary, daughter of the late John F. 
and Margaret McEelhinney Donahue, has a 
sister, Mrs. Edward (Marguerite) Lynch of 
New Orleans, La.; and three brothers: 
Kenneth of Winchester, Harold of Burlington 
and .John F. of Epping, N.H.

Study Shows State’s 
Property Tax Is The 
Nation’s Highest 


The state’s general property 
tax. for the first time, is the 
nation’s highest, using 
population, personal income 
and value of taxed property as 
measures, according to a study 
released today by the 
Massachusetts Advisory 
Council on Education (MACE). 

The study was intiated by 
MACE to help answer a major 
question facing educators: 

Where will the money come 
from to pay for the increased 
cost of schools? 

Dr. Allan S. Hartman, 
associate director of research 
at MACE, said, “The eleir 
direction of this study is toward 
viewing the Commonwealth’s 
financial picture in its totality, 
rather than its parts.’’ 

In its 1975 session, the 
General Court will consider 
proposals designed to reduce 
both the reliance on local 
property taxes and the 
inequalities in educational 
resources among com¬ 
munities. 

The study provides in¬ 
formation to aid in appraising 
the revenue-taxation im¬ 
plications of these proposals 
for reform in state aid to 
education. 

Prepared by the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation, the study shows 


that the income tax raises 
almost as much as all other 
taxes combined 

In 1972-73, Massachusetts 
ranked fourth among the states 
in total state and local taxes 
per capita, behind New York. 
California and Connecticut, 
according to the study. 

Another comparison among 
the states shows that 
Massachusetts ranks sixth 
among the 14 largest states in 
Ihe burden of its business 
taxes. 

In the amount of revenue 
raised by the sales tax, the 
state ranks the lowest among 
the 25 largest states and 45th 
nationally. 

Massachusetts raises the 
least revenue of all the states 
from various non-tax sources 
such as tuitions, fees and other 
charges. 

The report, “Massachusetts 
Taxes: A Factual Guide to 
Future Action," concludes that 
greater use of these revenue 
sources “could produce 
significant amounts of added 
revenue in lieu of additional 
taxes.’’ 

“Property and personal 
income carry a much larger 
share of the tax burden in 
Massachusetts than in the 
country as a whole,” the study 
shows. 


Does Drinking (Tapi Water 
Cause Cancer? Asks EDF 


The latest environmental 
alert is that drinking water 
may cause cancer. 

In November, the 
Environmental Defense Fund 
(EDF) reported the results of 
studies that indicate a possible 
link between certain cancers 
and the drinking water of the 
Mississippi River. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
confirmed the presence of 
several organic chemicals, 
some suspected carcinogens, 
in the New Orleans water 
supply. Studies conducted 
throughout the U. S. by other 
investigators indicate the 
probability of widespread 
contamination of water sup¬ 
plies. 

In the Nov. 29 issue of 
Science, the weekly journal of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
staff writer Jean L. Marx 
discusses the probability of 
contaminated drinking water. 

The EDF study, performed 
by Robert Harris of EDF and 
Talbot Page of Resources for 
the Future, reported that the 
cancer mortality rate was 15 
percent higher among white 
males who drank water from 
Ihe Mississippi than among 
those who drank from wells. 
(Groundwater supplying the 
.veils is unlikely to be con¬ 
taminated with chemicals.) 

While the study does not 
prove that the chemicals in 
drinking water cause cancer, 
Harris does think that the 
evidence is strong enough to 
warrant further study. 

According to EPA. the New 
Orleans water supply contains 
traces of many organic 
chemicals. Chloroform and 
other possible carcinogens 
such as carbon tetrachloride 
and the pesticide dieldrin are 
present. 

Along with the growing 
concern about the safety of 
drinking water, said Marx, are 
reports that chlorination of 
water supplies may be a source 
of hazardous compounds. 

Chlorine destroys bacteria, 
such as those causing cholera 
and typhoid, but it may also 
react with hydrocarbons in the 
water to form their chlorinated 
derivatives. These derivatives 
are generally thought to be 
more carcinogenic than the 
parent hydrocarbons. 

Russell Train, administrator 
of the EPA. has ordered a 
nationwide survey of water 
supplies to be conducted in 
several cities. Preliminary 
results should be available in 


three to five months. 

In the second phase of the 
EPA study, investigators will 
attempt to discover and 
eliminate sources of con¬ 
tamination and remove 
existing contaminants from 
water supplies. 

Evaluating the seriousness 
of the problem will be difficult, 
Marx believes. At present, 
compounds are screened for 
their carcinogenicity »in 
animals. But their effect on 
man is uncertain. 

An additional complication is 
whether or not there is a 
threshold concentration below 
which a carcinogen has no 
effect. Further, chemicals in 
mixtures may interact with 
one another to enhance or 
diminish their capacity to 
cause cancer. 

Despite these uncertainties, 
Marx explains, most in¬ 
vestigators would prefer to 
minimize or eliminate human 
exposure, and they agree that 
further studies are imperative.

Selectmen’s Association Files Bill 


To Control School Expenditures 


The 1975 legislative package of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association in¬ 
cludes proposals to alter municipal school 
budgeting procedures, put all communities at 
full property evaluation, offer senior citizens 
further tax’ advantages and ban non- 
recyclable bottles. 

The selectmen, meeting earlier this year 
at a convention in Hyannis, voted to accept a 
number of proposals which will he supported 
by the membership during the current session 
of the Massachusetts legislature. 

The Selectmen’s Association is asking the 
General Court: 

—For an amendment to the constitution 
titithorizing cities and towns to control school 
expenditures by allowing limitation of new 


expenditures or item increases over the 
previous year by a four-fifths majority vote of 
town meetings, city councils or aldermnnic 
hoards. 

—For legislation to provide that school 
committee budgets contain detailed accounts 
of all expenditures, item by item, which after 
approval by the town meeting councilmen or 
aldermen, can be spent only for that purpose. 

—To enact a bill which would allow 
communities to rescind (by the same method 
used to accept) any statute which calls for 
funding by the Commonwealth and is not so 
funded within three years of its acceptance. 

—For an act requiring full disclosure of 
the amounts entitled to cities and towns from 
the Commonwealth showing full statutory 


funding, and further, the net difference 
between that amount and the amount actually 
received. 

To enact legislation requiring all 
communities to be assessed at 100 percent 
evaluation. 

To allow persons over 70 years of age a 
tax exemption for the equivalent of $4,000 in 
evaluation on property taxes, $350.00 or the 
further option of the sum attributable to the 
annual school tax levy, whichever is greater. 

To ban non-recyclable beverage con¬ 
tainers throughout Massachusetts. 

To enact legislation which would include 
police and fire personnel under workmen’s 
compensation laws of the Commonwealth, 
subject to local acceptance.

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School Committee Seeks More Money

For Special Needs Implementation 


The School Committee voted Thursday to 
ask the Finance Committee to transfer $32,0(X) 
from the reserve fund for the personal ser¬ 
vices account from January to June for the 
implementation of Chapter 766. 

This amount will permit the town to 
continue the services currently being con¬ 
ducted in relation to children with special 
needs. 

In addition, the committee will ask 
Finance to earmark $7,000 to pay a half year’s 
salary for an assistant to the director of pupil 
services to carry on work associated with the 
school’s special needs program. 

The request, which came as a result of a 
progress report on the town’s special 
education program by W Howard Niblock, 
director of pupil services, will permit Supt. of 
Schools William C. MacDonald to begin 
looking for a candidate to fill this need 

In his presentation Niblock said that state 
regulations were vague in the beginning but 
things are beginning to get into focus. 

The costs of the implementation are still 
vague, he said, because individual 
evaulations of the 664 children who are 
handicapped in Winchester are not known 
until completed In some cases children have 
to be hospitalized to complete tests. 

Of the 25 full core evaluations already 
completed, said Niblock, one may be in the 
neighborhood of $1,000. Each evaluation runs 
from 15 to 20 manhours, he said. 

In some case, children will remain within 
local schools for their education, while others, 
according to evaluators and tests may be 
better served in private schools 

Whatever the costs, they will be borne by 
the town on a 110 percent refundable basis 
from the state. Just recently Niblock learned 
that some tests can be performed in state 
institutions at a cost of $300, which is slight 
compared to tin* average. 

Niblock explained there are child study 
teams in all of Winchester schools. They have 
been actively meeting on a regular basis. This 
is "on top of a full load," he said. 

lie said the only two new people to the 
Winchester school system for Chapter 766 
have been two psychologists who are involved 
in evaluations. 

His own workload has doubled since 
Chapter 766, Niblock said, and has kept him 
from carrying out regular routine respon¬ 
sibilities. 

"There is not sufficient staffing to support 
the existing program," he said, noting that 
among the top priority needs is an assistant to 
himself to direct the special needs program 
and a psychologist for secondary schools to 


help with evaluations. 

A second major need is "time to permit 
additional meetings with existing staff to 
work out plans for delivery of services." 

Improving through bulletins and 
workshops is another priority need, said 
Niblock. 

School Committee member Richard Pharo 
asked about frequency of evaluation requests. 

Niblock said requests, which come from 
members of the staff, parents, administrators 
or physicians, average about 15 every two 
months. 

School committee member Catherine 
Fallon pointed out that the law requires 
requests be acted upon within 30 days. "It is 
not a question of do we want to we must," 
she said 

Niblock said the law calls for annual 
reevaluations as well. 

He said at present "we don’t have the 
capacity to do many evaluations," and said 
there would be "a big dollar sign" affixed if 
there were 50 evaluation requests to appear 
suddenly. 

He said it is difficult to determine the costs 
of education per special needs child because 
evaluation in the case of one may be special 
instruction "for 15 minutes a day, for another 
an hour a day." 

He said the state still has not determined 
an average cost per child 

From the meeting audience, Richard 
Cary, Herbert Jaffe and Roy C. Cummings 
Jr., pleaded with the School Committee to 
"move ahead and hire a director of special 
needs,” and to consider the implementation 
of Chapter 766 as "urgent." 

Jaffe’s voice, full of emotion, said: "My 
boy has already run the race, but there are 
other kids who need." 

Committee member Robert Frank said it 
appeared to him that the committee "move 
quickly.” He said "we’d better get qualified 
people now before they are snapped up by 
other towns." 

Frank said that since the program is to be 
refunded, and assuming the money would be 
returned annually, it would be "a one time 
layout of a big hunk of money." 

Pharo noted the slowness of the state in 
such matters and said it would more likely be 
"two or three years rather than a one-shot” 
situation. 

School Committee chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst said he wanted to make it clear 
that "we do support the legislation (Chapter 
766) 1(H) percent." 

Sally Kincaid of the Finance Committee 
reinforced the committee’s support of 
Chapter 766. 


Atty. Mahoney Goes To 
Federal Supreme Court 


Winchester attorney Margaret Mahoney is 
taking her case against the state’s low and 
moderate income housing law to the federal 
Supreme Court. 

Ms. Mahoney told The Star recently she 
expects the federal court to affirm the law, 
the effect of which will be to strengthen the 
state's anti-snob zoning law. 

Ms. Mahoney said she likes the anti-snob 
low and moderate income housing law and 
she would expect the federal Supreme Court 
to refuse to rule on the matter. 

The result will be to " prevent additional 
cases before the federal court seeking to 
overturn the law 

Concerned Citizens, a group of West Side 
citizens opposed to the proposal of Jack Moss 
to build low and middle income housing off 
Cambridge street, lost their lower court 
challenge to the anti-snob zoning law. 

Ms. Mahoney is pursuing the federal court 
case on her own, she said. 

The federal court, she said, could affirm 
Ihe law or note probable jurisdiction. 

The Winchester Hoard of Appeal two years 
ago issued a permit to build to Jack Moss 
under provisions of a state law which 


prohibits a community from preventing the 
construction of low and middle income 
housing if one percent of the housing units in 
that community are not devoted to low and 
middle income housing. 

The Board of Appeal approved Moss’s 
application for the construction of 176 units on 
13 acres of the Moss’s 90-acre site off Cam¬ 
bridge street. 

No injunction has ever been requested by 
Atty Mahoney to stop Moss from con¬ 
structing his housing. Nevertheless the land 
still remains vacant. Moss has cited several 
different reasons for not pursuing with his 
project. 

The Hoard of Selectmen recently approved 
a transfer of $3,500 to the town counsel’s 
budget in order to pursue the case in Supreme 
Court. Atty. Mahoney, however, doesn’t 
expect the case to be accepted. 

She said she expects a decision will be 
made by the court on what to do with her brief 
sometime in late January of February.

Frank reminded his committee associates 
of the 9 percent increase already agreed upon 
in the present teacher contract. 

In other matters, the School Committee 
accepted a school lunch program budget 
proposal from Supt. MacDonald of $71,862. 
This vote was 5-1 with Mary Pronski offering 
the only nay vote. 

Mrs. Pronski wanted to deter the vote until 
the next meeting so she could have an op¬ 
portunity to talk with cafeteria personnel 
before making her decision. 

The School Committee also accepted an 
athletic budget offered by William Colella in 
the amount of $144,000. which according to 
John Fallon, assistant superintendent, had 
been cut by $13,000 before being presented to 
the committee. 

This vote was also 5-1. 

Robert Frank voted in the negative feeling 
that "participants in sports should pick up the 
lab" for warm up jackets and sweatshirts. 
"Maybe that’s a scroogian attitude," said 
Frank who also feels that $1,000 for films so 
participants can see how they play "could be 
better spent." 

Mrs. Pronski asked that future school 
School Committee agendas include discussion 
of a policy on student teachers, the max-ed 
schedule and scheduling in the science 
program. 

The School Committee will meet Dec. 30 to 
discuss the personal services budget and on 
Jan. 13 to carry on their usual business 
meeting. 


MDC Offers 
Plan To Manage 
Wastewater Flow 

A plan is in the offing to manage future 
wastewater flows from the metropolitan area 
of Eastern Massachusetts. 

A committee of agencies headed by the 
Metropolitan District Commission (MDC) is 
recommending a reduction in the service 
area of the Metropolitan Sewerage District’s 
(MSD) treatment plants at Deer and Nut 
Islands. 

It is also recommended that communities 
on the outer limits of the MSC be served by 
advanced treatment plants along the Aber- 
jona River, the Neposet River and possibly 
the Charles River. 

There are 43 communities served by the 
MSD and 109 cities and towns under study. 

Chief benefits of the plan are that the 
wastewater will receive sufficient treatment 
to safeguard the public health and that the 
inland facilities will help ensure adequate 
flows of clean water in the area’s urban rivers 
once other sources of pollution are abated. 

Alternative institutional arrangements for 
managing the systems will be considered as 
the study progresses. 

The recommended plan was derived from 
five concepts by taking into account 
aesthetic, biological, hygienic and socio¬ 
economic impacts as well as the public’s 
comments. 

The fifth concept, which involved land 
application of partially renovated wastewater 
was not endorsed primarily because of op¬ 
position to the proposal in Southeastern 
Massachusetts where land application sites 
were located. 

The agencies anticipate presenting their 
recommendations to the public at January 
meetings. In addition to the MDC, they in¬ 
clude the U. S. Army Corp of Engineers, U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council and the 
Commonwealth’s Department of Public 
Health, Division of Water Pollution Control 
and Resource Management Policy Council. A 
citizens’ committee serves as advisor to the 
study.

Surety Depositors 
Get 74% Of Claims 

Former depositers in the Surety Bank &

As of Sept. 30, the liquidating agent had 
receivership funds invested in federal 
securities in the amount of $1,948,823 and cash 
on hand of $172,045. 

The remaining bank assets, which had a 
book value of $10,314,161, have been appraised 
by FDIC at $3,429,487.00. 

FDIC’s present estimate — subject to 
revision from time to time — is that common 
creditors of the bank will receive dividends 
totalling approximately 74 percent of the 
amount of their claims. The report is 
available at the FDIC office in Wakefield. 

FDIC has petitioned the Supreme Judicial 
Court for an order approving payment of fees 
and disbursements of the liquidating agent’s 
counsel for the period July 1, 1973 through 
March 31, 1974.

Day has a bachelor of 
science degree in health and 
physical education from 
Northeastern University. 

As physical fitness coor¬ 
dinator, Day’s responsibilities 
include assisting in the 
hospital’s weight control 
workshops. He arranges for 
physical fitness activities for 
the patients in the center for 
human services at NEMH. 

Day, in cooperation with the 
health education department, 
is planning to launch a five-day 
a week, three-times a day 
physical fitness program for 
community residents and 
hospital employees. 

The regimen will start with 
six weeks of gradual physical 
conditioning using the aerobics 
approach. 

“As participants build up 
muscle strength and en¬ 
durance, we’ll then switch to 
more rigorous conditioning 
through jogging, basketball, 
handball and other aerobic 
exercises," Day states. 

“It’s been proven,” con¬ 
tinues Day, “that a rigorous 
physical fitness program in¬ 
creases alertness, makes a 
person more productive and 
happy, decreases the chance of 
illness and raises personal and 
group morale. In employment 
situations it also lessens ab¬ 
senteeism and accidents.” 

Day also is planning a series 
of four workshops for the 
public that deal with physical 
fitness, conditioning, exercise, 
weight control, flexibility, 
relaxation and cardiovascular 
and respiratory fitness.

The Charter Commission last week 
completed its recommendations on 
restructuring town government and meets 
Thursday. Jan. 2. to W approv a summary. 

Chairman Clara Hewis said the report will 
he filed with the Board of Selectmen on time, 
as required by law. by Dec. 31. “We are 
preparing a summary statement to go with 
it.' she added 

Two of the nine charter commissioners are 
refusing to sign the report, and a third is 
signing it reluctantly and issuing a statement 
of reservations to go with it. 

Cmsrs. William T. Ryerson and Francis F. 
Cullen have not only refused to sign the 
majority report, they have issued their own 
minority report refuting everything in the 
report of the other commissioners. 

Cmsr. Michael I). Saraco told The Star 
recently he will sign the majority report but 
he disagrees with much of the commission’s 
recommendations and will issue his own 
statement outlining his reservations. 

Chairman Hewis said she feels upwards of 
“seventy percent of the voters” of Winchester 
will approve the new charter. But Saraco said 
he feels the new' charter will go down to 
defeat. 

Cmsr. Saraco added that he doesn’t intend 
to participate in the “educational” process of 
the commission. This “process” is the 
campaign the commission is about to launch 
in an effort to get the new’ charter passed in 
March. 

Charter commissioners supporting the 
majority report intend to speak at meetings of 
groups of Winchester voters to convince them 
of the necessity of approving the new charter. 

As part of this “educational" campaign, 
The Winchester Star has agreed to print a 
week-byweek question and answer column 
dealing with charter information. 

The intent of the column is to provide in¬ 
formation—not propaganda—necessary for 


the voters to make up their minds whether 
Winchester needs a written charter as 
presented by the commission. 

Chairman Hewis was asked by The Star to 
list what she considers the most important 
changes the commission is recommending. 
They follow: 

1. Creation of the postion of town manager 
and giving him the administrative functions 
of many smaller boards. 

2. Establishment of a public works 
department combining the maintenance 
operations of several smaller departments. 

3. Instituting new provisions for financial 
and budgeting procedures. 

Ms. Hewis explained that numbers one and 
tw’o have received the most publicity but that 
number three is equally important. 

She said one of the provisions of the new 
budgeting procedures will be to require the 
School Committee to publish a summary of its 
budget prior to the public hearing on the 
budget. 

A state law requires school committees to 
conduct public hearings on their budgets. But. 
according to Hewis, because the public had no 
prior information on the budgets, few ever 
attended the public hearings. 

She feels all that will be changed under a 
charter provision requiring a budget sum¬ 
mary to be printed in the local newspaper 
w'ell in advance of the public hearing. 

In addition, Ms. Hewis said, another 
charter provision is the publication of town 
budget summaries prior to the start of town 
meeting. 

% This, she said, will permit the town 
meeting members who are now often baffled 
by last-minute budget presentations to go 
over budget material prior to taking action on 
them. 

The publication will be accompanied by 


budget comparisions with the previous year, 
Ms. Hewis said. The summaries will be 
printed two to four weeks prior to the town 
meeting. 

The Charter Commission’s recommended 
new charter for Winchester will be 
distributed to every house in town two weeks 
prior to the annual town election in March. 

Voters will either accept all of the charter 
or reject all of the charter. They cannot vote 
piecemeal on sections within the charter. 

The minority report issued by Cmsrs. 
Ryerson and Cullen objects to the elimination 
of a number of elected positions. 

To be eliminated are the five park com¬ 
missioners, three Water & Sewer Board 
members, five Cemetery Commissioners and 
three commissioners of trust funds. 

The powers and duties of those positions 
would be absorbed by the town manager’s 
office. 

The following presently elected positions 
would become appointed: Town clerk, town 
treasurer-collector, constables (three). Those 
positions would be appointed by the town 
manager with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

In addition, the six-person appointed 
Recreation Committee would be abolished. 
The recreation director would report directly 
to the town manager. 

The Board of Selectmen would remain the 
same. 

The School Committee and Board of 
Library Trustees, each with six members, 
would be cut one member each. 

The Charter Commission originally and 
subsequently voted to change the Board of 
Assessors (three) from an elected board to an 
appointed one. But when the board last week 
objected, the commission reversed itself and 
voted to keep them elected. 

The only other significant change in 
positions is the reduction from five to three 
years of terms of office of the five Planning 
Board members. 

The elimination of the Cemetery Com¬ 
mission was strongly opposed by Cmsr. 
Saraco, who feels an independently elected 
cemetery board is necessary to maintain the 
high quality of Wildwood Cemetery and to 
insure continued donations from citizens. 

One item on Saraco’s reservations list is 
sure to deal with the cemetery.
